an end to his existence. J, more 
jfortunate than . these unhappy 
suiR»)ers, was living happily and 
jof ially, laughing at yonr troubles, 
"when your speech above-men- 
Uoned reached me in the base and 
inbinotts Courier newspaper. 
I had, a thousand times before, 
exposed the shallowness of the 
opinions contained in that speech, 
but, I thonght this a pretty fair 
opportnnily of repeating these my 
exposures. I thought it right to 
put my opinions once more upon 
record ; and that, forthe parposes 
mentioned in the motto. I knew 
well that the time wonid come 
when the wisdom of my opinions 
and the folly of yours would be 
estabtished iy events ; fvMr, 1 also 
knew, well, tlmt those events were 
bpyond the control of anyburaan 
p^wer. 

' After I have closed this letter, 
I^will insert (for the third lame) 
tlie whole of my> letter to you, 
fUNn whi^ letter the atbcHre mo4lo 
is taken. It was written and pnb* 
V^M^ eight years and a half ago. 
{Since that time hundreds sund 
ttjijwsnds ef.Bnglisk boys hsMre 
bei^»i9e«en* It is righl tbai they 
lAould know, that there was one 
man, at any rate, who foresaw the 



calamities which they and their 
parents have now to eiidtire, and 
it is right that they should know 
also, that that man had been 
driven into exile, to save Imsself 
from the dungeon to which he 
was destined for having been the 
foremost, the very foremost, most 
active and most efficient in en- 
deavouring to bring about that 
reform of the Parliament, which 
he had contended would prevent 
these calamities. 

Whenever the Ministry, or the 
Parliament, or both, shall plead 
GOOD INTENTION, in having 
adopted ** Pbei^'s Bill," which 
provided for cash payments which 
you so strongly recommended ; 
whenever either or both shall plead 
GOOD INTENTION in this 
case ; whenever they shall plead 
UNFOR*:SEEN EFFECTS, 
as proceeding from tbis measu«e, 
whenever they shall put forward 
these pleas^ here is the nation's 
answer to them : " You adopted 
your fatal measure in july 1819; 
and, here, in the letter of our coun- 
tryman, written in America in 
JULY 1818, and published in Eng- 
land in September 1818; here, m 
this his letter to Tierney, are de- 
scribed, fully described, all the 
miscbids vrhich have arisen from 
this terrible measure ; and, there* 
fti^re, good intenUon and uaforeseen 
effects cannot plead you a justtfi^ 
cation or excuse. It is curious 
enough, Sir, &at, in the letter to 
yoa, which I shall re-insert by*

'' ketteers have all road it. W%

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^wise as ft« blftnketteers. If you 
•• had read, ymi conid not have 
^ made this speech.** 

I observed then, and I repeat 
<he' observation now, that the re- 
Jbrmers, even those of them who 
had not a second shirt upon their 
backs, understood the whole mat- 
ter well, while there was not the 
smallest appearance of its being 
ilnderstood by any member of both 
Houses of Parliament. Much 
about the same Is (be ease still, 
and my opinion is, that thus it will 
continue, tiHNtMth shall go into the 
Ark ; tbat is to say, till it will be 
much too late to endeavour to pre- 
vent that overwbehning desolation 
wbicb this mfernal system of fund- 
ing and paper-money is naturally 
destined to produce. 

When the bill bad been ac- 
tually passed in England, amidst 
fhose universal plaudits, that the 
Allwisb-Cannwio drew forth, 
'^befi be congratulated the ** col- 
lective wisdein" on the question 
Baving rfow been •' set at rest for 
ever;^ when this bill bad been 
passed, and the new6 of it bad 
reached me, who was still in my 
retreat from the dungeon ; when 
Ibis news had reached me, 1 
bardly knew how to contain my- 
self for exultation. *' Now," said 
I, " the savage boroughmongers 
will meet witb their match.** After 
fibout eight and forty hours think- 
ing oi' the matter; after riding 
round to the houses of three or' 
four friends to laugb with them at 
the trap, which had been set by 
themselves, and into which our 
enemies had fallen : after this 1 
began to write upon the subject ; 
imid, in the first article I wrote, 
1 j>at the passage pledging myself 
Id surrender my carcase to be 
fenmed upob a €fl4D!R0N, if 



that bin ever went into full aacl 
complete effect. Hence the ^rid^ 
iron, now taken as my crest ; and 
hence the fame which will long 
be attached to the name of that 
culinary instrument 

On the evening when Canning 
brought forward the Com project, 
I, who have a greater opmion of 
his heels than bis head, was wait- 
ing to see him get out of his car- 
riage at the entrance to the Par- 
liament house, in order that, hj 
seeing how he §tood upon hispins^ 
I might be able to judge or hba 
ns to other matters, I missed my 
man, who, it appears, out of pure 
modesty, I dare say, entered the 
House throi^b some unostenta- 
tious channel. But, I sawyoo. 
Sir, and, whether you believe me 
sincere or not, I was very glad to 
see you look fresh and stout You 
are an old antagonist of mine, and 
particularly upon this great sub* 
ject, which is now about to be de* 
cided for good and all. I think 
we are both likely enough to 8«e 
the system come to its dose ; and 
1 do hope, that that close will be 
as complete; as much of a ^umA; 
as radical, and as lasting in its 
consequences, as it is possible for 
close to be. 

This much, Sir, by way of pre^ 
face to wbat 1 am about to offnr 
you, on what I deem to be tbe ap* 
preaching death of the system.

None but the most thoughtleas «of 
men, the most contemptible ilii-' 
vellm, or the wretched poltrooior 
who are blinded by their ie^x^ 
can possibly hope or believe, that 
the present state of thkigs oaa 
long continae. £ very where, ck* 

ee^«nong«*emer4tax-e««v 
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there is most acute suffering, either 
bodily or mental. Several mil- 
lions of pounds sterling have ac- 
tually been taken out of the pock- 
ets of the merchants and manufac- 
turers of England, and put into 
the pockets of the merchants and 
manufacturers of the continent, 
by the new edition of Peel's 
Bill, which came piping hot from 
the press of the *' collective wis- 
dom/* in the month of March 
last. No nation ever suffered so 
much, in one year, from pesti- 
lence or from famine, as this na- 
tion has suffered during this last 
year from this new and improved 
edition of Peel's Bill. This I 
assert most distinctly, and I defy 
any man to bring me an instance 
of equal suffering from pesti- 
lence or from famine. There 
have indeed been both pestilence 
flnd famine : these rage yet, and 
in a constantly increasing degree ; 
butfbesides these, there has been a 
mass, and there is still a mass j and 
a growing mass, too, of moral suf- 
fering, oi mental agony, such as 
never was witnessed before in this 
world. 

You will please to observe, 
ihat this horrible mischief has all 
■ been done in the face of ample 
warning of the consequences. I 
have nothing to do, but to open 
mw book. If the nation were to 
.call upon me for proof that these 
evils might have been foreseen 
and prevented; if the nation 
call upon me, for the grounds 
upon which 1 have blamed the 
measures of mischief ; if thus call- 
ed upon, 1 have only to open the 
Register, which affords me ten 
thousand proofs, that 1 foresaw, 
foretold every consequence, and 
that 1 pointed out the means 
vHuch would have prevented the 



evils. Will you say, that this was 
nothing to any of you 1 Will yon 
ask, why you are to believe me f 
why you were to think me right 
and yourselves wrong 1 If you 
ask me for theWH Y of this, I refer 
you to the event for an answer. If 
you tell me, that it is more by hit 
than it is by wit, that I am right, 
I answer, that the proof of the 
falsehood of this is, that I main- 
tained my opinions by arguments, 
which not a man of you ever at- 
tempted to answer. It was not 
assertion that I called upon you 
to listen to : it was argument that 
I called upon you to listen to : it 
was proof that*^ 1 called upon you 
to be convinced by : no attempt 
to answer has any one of you ever 
niade, while no small portion 
of you have wantonly calum- 
niated the man, who had tender- 
ed you the proof. There hat 
been amongst you, apparently^ 
a tacit, solemn convention to do 
every thing that you possibly 
could, to keep my opinions away 
from the ears of the public, and 
to prevent even my name fh>ni 
being mentioned. The various 
arts and tricks, that have l)een. 
used for this purpose, that sort of 
involuntary and tacit agreement 
to keep me out of sight; these 
have been the talk of no small 
part of the whole nation. The 
meanness, the baseness, and some- 
thing worse than baseness, indeed, 
that has, upon various occasions, 
been brought into play for this pur« 
pose, but especially the MEAN* 
rS^ESS, the poor, pitiful, capon* 
like folly, of supposing that you 
could make the people not see, if 
I were the object to be looked at ; 
this folly has been the subject of 
ridicule for years; and, there is 
not a man of sound sense and of 
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a just way of thinking ; there is 
not one suoh man in this whole 
nation, who does not exult with 
me, when he beholds you embar- 
rassed, bewildered, frightened out 
of your wits, and your knees 
knocking together at perceiving 
the awful workings of the system. 
" CoRBETT IS RioBT " 18 the cry 
of hundreds of thousands of just 
and sensible men ; and, when the 
system shall finally be destroyed, 
and shall, by some great and glo- 
rious national effort, ' be hurled 
down into that hell from whence 
it sprang, the siopial lor the onset 
i¥illbe,"COBBETT'S RIGHT." 
Ave! my worthy representative 
of the free and independent bo" 
rough of Knaresboro*, these 
wor.ls will live in print; this sig- 
nal will be repeated by English- 
men, long and long after the pre- 
sent faculty of representative- 
making by the borough of Knar es- 
BORO* shall be, it' remembered at 
all, a subject for a ballad or a 
farce. 

As for ME, no compassion 
whatever is due from me, towards 
any class of sufferers, except the 
labouring class and the class of 
inferior tradesmen and farmers. 
All the rest have been able to 
hear my voice. They have all 
had an opportunity of hearing, if 
they would, and availing them- 
selves of it. Some of them have 
tnrned away from the sound of 
that voice ; others have shut their 
ears against it ; others have en- 
deavoured to stifle it by lies and 
every species of malignity. So 
that, I should be unjust, as well 
as foolish and base, if 1 were to 
fi^l any compassion for them : 1 
am not unjust, and I am not foolish 
and, base ; and, therefore, I feel 
no compassion for them. I de- 



serve at their hands much greater 
praises than their tongues and 
pens are able to bestow. They 
have heaped their praises on 
speakers and writers, who have 
used all the means in their power^ 
not only to counteract my efforts, 
but literally to destroy me, body 
as well as mind. J am a singular, 
and, perhaps, a sole instance of 
one man having been right all the 
way through, as to a matter on 
which the fate of tlie nation turned, 
while I have had the whole mass 
of power belonging to the state^ 
the whole mass of influence pro- 
ceeding from sixty millions an- 
nually of ta^ces, and eight millions 
annually of tithes, together with 
the influence of the enormous mo- 
nopolies arising out of paper- 
money, ail constantly employed' 
in order to counteract, embarrass^, 
distress, and ruin, that one man ! 
This is notoriously true; the 
whole nation knows it to be 
true ; and, therefore, from me 
no compassion is due to any class, 
or to any one person of any class, 
except those who, from the nature 
of their situation in life, could not 
possibly know any thing of me or 
of my labours. 1 have said it 
many times, and I now repeat if, 
that 1 verily believe that the pre- 
sent calamities and perils would 
have been prevented, if they could 
have been prevented without mak- 
ing the whole nation see, that the 
measures of prevention were 
MINE. Let any just man say, 
then, whether 1 ought to feel 
compassion for the sufferers, or to 
exult at their sufferings! Oh ! no, 
let them have compassion from 
you, from Canning, from Broug- 
ham, from Scarlett, from the 

LOAN JOBBERS, from Hu5KI880N, 

and from all the supporters par- 
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ticularly of the power-of-impri- 
sonment bill and of the Six-Acis. 
From me thev will have no cora- 
ptusion : iftlie^ bewail Ibeir lot, 1 
open my Reeisler and point to llie 
warning. That is niy answer to 
them. My day of triumph is 
oome, and if I do not triyraph, and 
openlj Iriumpb, let me suffer even 
more tbnn any of niy enemies. 
The Gridiron is the distinctive 
sign of that triumph. It is mi 
it is painted : it only wants gilding ;

The Marhuis of 
Salisbvby said that the farmers 
had two years' wool on hand, . 
which was quite unsaleable. Tbo 
Duke of Bvckinoeam said, that 
there was two years' wool on band, 
and " that he could not call that 
" a good market itAere nothing mat 
" sold fur two gtarg." This re- ' 
port can have hardly been in- 
correct in all these instances. But, 
what a strange state of things is 
this ! Men enabled, farmers ena- 
bled, to keep iheirwool two years 
in bond ; and, yet, complain of 
their poverty I 

I agreewuh theDtJKE ofBucK- 
iKGBAH, that that cannot becalled' 
a good market where notbingis- 
sold for two years; but, why is 
nothing sold for two years.' Be-. 
cause the makers of paper-iaoney 
become, in fact, monopolizers of 
[he wool, take the wool, in lacl, into. 
patvn, and thus keep it out of the. 
market, in the hope, on the part of 
the tarmer, that the market will rise. 
This is a species oi forestalling 
which never entered into the mini^ 
of our ancient lawgivers; and it. 
is a mode of carrying on furmiog, , 
contrary to every sound principle 
upon which that calling baa evear 
been heretofore conducted. Dur- 
ing! my " luial ride" ot last &Uj I . 
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.accidentally* mat, nt a friemd's 

house, a big fistrmer^ who made the

" can get no market at all for

Farmer. " No.*' 

CoBBETT. That's very surpris- 
"kig. I never heard such a thing 
before in my life. 

Farmer. Ah, cunning as you 
^e, you bave not heard every thing 
in tile world yet. 

CoBBCTT. J find so, indeed, f )r 
I never before heard that a man 
could not gejt any thing at all fur 
bi» wool ; and, if 1 had heard it 
I should not have believed it. 

Farmer. What, then, 1 am a 
li^r, I suppose : eh ? 

CoBBBTT. No: I don't say that 
* you* are a liar. 

Farmer. But you must think 
X^^ one, for. you say that if you 
bad heard what I have said, you 
would not bave believed it. 

CoBBETT. Why, no, that is not 
Cialling you a liar ; but, I repeat, 
that if any one bad told me that be 
could get nothing at all for his 
wool, i should not have believed 
him ; and I say further, that if 
jeu can get nothing at all for 
joun^ ypii must be a singularly 



unfortunate man ; for I koow thaf 
there is a market for wool |a 
every town in England : and I 
know, that there is even a market 
in this very village ibr your 
wool. 

Farmer. I say there is oa 
market at all, and that you had 
better stay in London and mind 
your business than to come bejia 
and to meddle with ours. 

CoBBETT. But 1 have business 
with you and with your wool ; 
and, to come to the point ; to prove 
to you that you are wrong aod 
1 am right. Til buy all your wool 
of you, and our friend here, I ant 
sure, will lend me the money to 
pay for it at once. 

Farmer (Eyes brightening. 
You shall ha't. There's my 
hand. 

CoBBETT (Shaking haruM» 
Well, how much have you got f 

Farmer. The wool of about 
two thousand sheep for two years. 

CoBBETT. That's right: the 
more the better : send it here {o 
morrow morning, and we'll weigh 
it. 

Friend. Well, now you twci 
have made a deal. The wool is 
bought and sold. So far so good^ 
and 1 think 1 have got mone^ 
enough in the house to pay for it; 
but, there is one thing you have 
not settled ; and that is, the price. 

Farme;r. 'Oh! ah! what do 
you mean tp give ? 

CoBBETT. I'll Kiv< 
a pound. 

Farmer. G— d d — n yoar 
blood ! I've been offered seveik^ 
pence ! 

Cqbbett. The devil you have! 
I thought you told me you eould 
get nothing at all for it: and yoa 
were almost ready to knock me 
down, because 1 seemed to sup* 
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pose it possible that your state- 
ment was not quite correct. 

Farmer (In a great rage). 
But do you think, then, that seven- 
pence a pound is enough! 

CoBBBTT. Yes, 1 do, upon my 
word, if that be the market price. 

Farmer. But how the Devil 
then do you think that 1 am to pay 
my rent, rates and taxes 1 

CoBBETT. Ah ! that 's a matter 
for amicable adjustment between 
you and your landlord, and the 
various sorts of tax-gatherers. 
That's a matter quite above my 
cut. You said you could get no- 
thing at all for your wool. I 
knew that 1 colkld get twopence or 
threepence. a pound for it, and, of 
course, I could venture to offer you 
a penny. 

jBy the side of every farm house 
fire in England, by the side of 
every market room fire, talk like 
that of this farmer is continually 
going on. We talk of the uncul- 
tivated state of the minds of sa- 
vages. There are none of them 
80 ignorant of their own affairs, of 
the causes of their happiness or 
their misery, as English farmers 
Lave now been made by the puz- 
zling, by the bothering, by the 
cheating, by the shuffling, by the 
everlastingly deceiving system of 
paper-money. What a hellish 
system that must be, that can toss 
men's property up and down in 
this manner! A thing is worth 
jvhat it will bring in t/ie market. 
If it be kept over-year, it is kept 
to the detriment of the public or 
the detriment of the farmer ; to the 
detriment of the consumer or the 
detriment of the g^o^^er. To the 
one or the other it must be inju- 
rious. One must buy the cloth 
dearer than he ought to have 
bought it, or the other must finally 



sell the wool for less than he 
ought to have sold it. Generally 
speaking, the wool, while it is 
thus kept, is actually re|iresented 
by bank notes. It is a pawn to 
the banker, to the wretched Rag- 
rook, who now and then visits the 
tods, to see that they are safe; 
and,' finally, when the wool comes 
out for use, it comes loaded with 
the interest of the money which 
has been paid to the Rag-rook« 
Upon the whole; upon an average 
oftransactions of this sort,the grow- 
er can gain nothing by keeping his 
wool ; for, if all keep, ail must 
have to sell at last ; and at last the 
price must become lower, in con- 
sequence of the keeping, not to 
reckon the loss by inevitable waste, 
and not to rieckon stowage. So 
that the farmers, as a whole, can 
gain nothing by this species of 
forestalling : first or last the whole 
of the wool must come out, or be 
destroyed by keeping; but, the 
Rag-rook ^aiTzs to a certainty: he 
gets an interest on the value of the 
wool as long as it is kept ; that iii'*' 
terest is finally paid to the Rag- 
rook, partly by the farmer anid 
partly by the CiiUsumer ; and thus 
it is that the nation is oppressed 
by this band of monopolizers, who 
could not carry on their monopo- 
lies without the assistance of the 
paper-money. 

As a question between these 
noble landlords and their tenants, 
the wool affair is settled by the 
above dialogue. There is a mar- 
ket ; the wool can be sold ; and 
the JVIarquis of Salisbury 
seemed aware of this, tor, when he 
said, *•*• the wool i$ gaite unsalC'' 
able^** he slips out at the end of 
it, " except at ruinous prices ! " 
Ah ! there's the point ! And why 
*' ruinous^** my Loud of Salis* 
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buryI 'Sevenpence a pound, I 
suppose, for South-Down wool ; 
but why ** ruinous" my Lord? 
You can tell me why in a minute 
if you will : you can tell me that 
these prices are ruinous because 
they disable the fanner from pay- 
ing your rent, calculated on wool 
at fourteen pence a pound. And, 
my Lord, why, then, not lower your 
rents to the sevenpenny scale T 
You will tell me, that you cannot 
do that, while the taxes are at the 
fourteen penny scale. I then ask, 
with all submission, why you do 
not reduce you taxes to the seven- 
penny scale ? Because (you 
may tell me) there is a thunder- 
ing array, there is a thundering 
dead weight, there are thundering 
places, pensions, sinecures, and 

f rants, and a thundering debt! 
dare not venture to ask your 
Lordship why you do not get rid 
of these ; but I venture to assure 
you, that free trade, or no free 
trade, you will not see the price of 
wool rise much, as long as the 
Bank of England shall pay in 
Gold of full weight and fineness ! 
The free trade fellows deserve to 
be laughed at, to be sure ; but, it 
is the small note fellows, the 
Peel's Bill fellows, the currency 
tinkerers, who are aiming to pay 
off a depreciated paper in gold of 
full weight and fineness.

who,from being the most tborough* 
paced democrat that ever made 
his appearance in England, is now 
become all of a sudden, and with- 
out rhyme or reason, the mosi un- 
bearable, the most insolent and 
justing of aristocrats. The 
readers of the "Tom Tit -do 
stand this ; and, therefore, if 
TouMr iiere inclined to stand it 
himself, he must " cheK-wee" a 
iltle to the liking of bis read- 
ers. This Tou Tit, as I was, 
bove, going to say, affects 
lill to censure my project for 
n equitable adjustment ; and 
o does th^ stupid Old Timbs;

stupid Chronicle. But, come, 
Mr. Tom Tit, you who are read 
by maidens of taste on the uppep 
side of forty; you, who are read by 
the euckolds of the 'Change, and 
by the crowds that Gil the cuckold 
carls that ply beliveen London 
and Brighton. You affect to 
believe, that this Equitable Ad- 
juitment would not b^ equitable^ 
because it would necessarily re- 
(Ince largely the nominal sum' 
ivbich the fund bolder receives 
in the shape ol 
Tommg, have y 
that which may 
if no such dedui 
If no such dedi 
if no equitable 
made, every I 
Hnally lose evei 
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or her funded property ; and every 
annuitant, in every insurance 
office^ will equally be ruined. 
Mortgagees may be a little better 
off, but every species oC property 
coming under the shape of an- 
nuity, must, from the nature of 
things, cease to exist. It is useless 
to talk about taking vengeance of 
the aristocracy, or any body else. 
It is useless to talk of compelling 
them to make good the loss of the 
annuitants. There would exist no 
means of compulsion, nor would 
'there be any tribunal to listen to 
the complaint of the losers. So 
that the Tom Tit, if it have any 
real regard for its maidens and its 
cuckolds, should take time to con- 
sider a little, before it join Daddy 
Coke and SuFFiELoand Knatch- 
BULL and John Smith and Cal- 
CRAFT and Lord Clifton and 
other equally wise persons, by no 
ipeans forgetting Mr. Brougham 
and Lord John Russell and 
Anna Brodie, in calumniating 
the author of the proposition for 
an equitable adjustment. 

This adjustment will not, in all 
human probability, take place. 
No nation once brought to this 
pass, was ever yet saved by 
thos^ who had brought it to this 
pass ; and those who have ]b rough t 
It to such a pass, still have the 
power to keep their places, and to 
go on growing richer and richer 
at the, public expense, and to 
have, at the same time, ninety- 
nine hundredths of the press 
speaking in their praise. Such 
men do not reform. They keep 
on as long as it is possible to keep 
on ; and at last, when they seem 
to expect it no more than they 
did ten years back, the whole 
thing goes to pieces in their 
hands. There are, however, ge- 



nerally, several indications of an 
approaching end to a system like 
this. And, what can be a stronger 
symptom ihan we now behold in 
all ihe various projects for chap^ 
ping and changing the laws 1— 
What is come to the English na- 
tion, that English laws will no 
longer do for it ? What is come 
to us that we cannot live without 
a foot, and horse, and land, and 
water police, and without a thun- 
dering standing army in the time 
of peace, every soldier of whom 
now it seems is to swagger along 
through the country, with ten 
rounds of povj^er and ball in his 
pouch I What is come to us, 
when we stand in need of all 
this ? What is it all FOR ! 
Answer me that question, thou 
greatest *' Captain of the Age >*' 
a fig for your ten rounds of ball- 
cartridges, unless they will make 
wheat dear and cause the Bank to 
pay in gold at the same time. 
This] is what is wanted, and, un- 
less the ball-cartridges tend to 
produce this effect, they are of no 
use at all. 

I see that Stanley, who met 
with such sweet salutes at Preston, 
is about to bring in a Bill to regu« 
late the mode of taking the poll at 
borough elections ! He thinks 
now, 1 dare say, that this borou^gh 
work is to go on, and that all the 
Derhys, that all the Stanleys, 
and all the Hornbys, and all the 
Egeutons, are to go swimming 
on in the present way with wind 
and tide! Stanley, a word la 
your ear : find out a way, my lad, 
of making the farmers pay rents, 
and of making the Bank pay the 
interest of the Debt in gold at the 
same time: find out that, Stan- 
ley ; for, unless you can find that 
out, I can tell you, as a secret 
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between you and 1, that your bill 
about taking the poll at borough 
elections will be just as inteful to 
you as one of your own rascally 
county newspapers, or one of the 
cards of any one of your once in- 
solent and now broken down Cot- 
ton Lords. All these attempts at 
new projects are like the giving 
in marriage when Noah was get- 
ting ready to go into the ark. The 
only sensible things which are on 
foot, are the meetings of the wea- 
vers, and other common people, 
at Oldham, at Bolton, at that hell- 
hole Manchester, at Huntingdon, 
and elsewhere. Here the speak- 
ers and petitioners strike at the 
root of the evil ; they do not amuse 
themselves with nonsense like that 
ivfaich comes from the lips and the 
pens pf their pretended superiors : 
th^ clearly see the cause of their 
sufferings^ and they manfully 
strike at it. 1 was delighted to 
see, that John Knight, who 
was the tenant of one of Sin- 
iiouTu's dungeons in 1817 and 
in 1818, made an excellent speech 
at Oldham. Never did Sidmouth, 
though once a Speaker of the 
House of Commons, though once 
a Secretary of State, and though 
once a Prime Minister, and once 
your patron^ Sir ; never did 'this 
SiDMouTH make in his whole life 
tikie, a speech half so full of 
knowledge, half so full of wisdom, 
a (enth-part so full of talent, as 
this speech of John Knight, who, 
by the dungecfu-work of 1817 and 
1818, was stripped of every thing 
but bis talents and his integrity 
John Knight was confined in a 
dangeon at Reading. When 
Lord Folkestone described to 
the House of Commons the hor- 
rible treatment of Mri Knight, 
^ASTLEKBAOH answcred, that the 



man was MAD. Just God ! There 
is Knight making a most able 
speech at Oldham^ while Castle* 
RBAGH, who cut h]9 own throat at 
North Cray in Kent, was declared 
by a coroner's jury to have been 
mad when he cut his throat ! - 

Enough^ Sir, for the present. 
We have to wail to see, now, how 
this thiog will end. Those, who, 
until this time, have never had 
any other apparent disposition, 
than that of a desire to insult the 
people, now begin to have the 
feeling of fear. This, however, 
cannot save them. Such masses 
of injustice never can be passed 
over without notice of some sort 
or other. For my own part, my 
complaint is, that the nation has 
been injured in the most dreadful 
manner, that it has had to endure 
sufferings the most terrible ; by, 
or in consequence of, the rejec- 
tion of my advia*. That advice 
cost nothing. The Long island 
letter addressed to you was sold 
for two-pence ; more than twenty 
thousand copies of it were sold 
for two-pence a piece. Yon had 
two-pence, or else the devil is in 
in it. You could afford two-pence 
out of 1200/. a year ; and the 
rest of the whigs, not except- 
ing dead f.awyer Horner and 
the Ministers, could surely afford 
two-pence. Their sinecure hack 
GiFFORD, whom they have just 
buried amongst the tombs of that 
group of despicable slaves, who 
lie buried in the place called 
** Poets' Corner : " this vile hack 
William Gifford, stuffed with a 
double cofnmlssionership of the^ 
lottery, and with a Government 
sinecure for life : this well-gorged 
parasite gave the name of *^two* 
penny trash ** to the Register ; 
and my belief is, that none of 
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y&i who have tlie bloated vanity | 
td call yout^etres public men, 
erer iwea to read the " two'peftny 
tmsh." No wonder tben that we 
asre in our present situation ; and 
I' always say, that this nation not 
only must suffer, but that it ought 
to suffer, for not resenting the 
neglect of the Government, to 
listen to and to follow my advice. 
That it does suffer^ and that it 
"wHl suffer, is certain 5 but 1 say it 
mght to suffer. The nation itself 
has been unjust, with the excep- 
tion of the working class, and the 
dass of the inferior tradesmen and 
farmers. / nm able to ttave the 
conntt'g now ; I would pledge ray 
existence, that I rescued the coun- 
tiry from the danger of a convul- 
«on : I am ^ble to do it : 1 am 
uHlIing to do it : the nation will not 
demand that 1 ^all come to do it : 
the men in power and in Pariia- 
itteni laugh at me for saying I 
have this ability, while they have 
be4bre thehr eyes the clearest of 
proof, that, hitherto, I have fore- 
seen and foretold every thing that 
has happened, and that never 
was foretelling so amply fulfilled. 
Yon laugh, then^ at iny tender 
cf services, do you r And, 
shoiiid I weep when I see your 
knees knock together! Shall 1 
weep when I see you bewildered 
and distracted 1 Shall 1 weep 
wfien Ottiwbl Woob and old 
Nicholas Grimshaw are wring- 
iiig their hands 1 Am I to weep 
wlien Brougham and Knatch- 
BtTLL and Calcraft and Daddy 
GoKB and Suffield are halt 
l^ightened ont of their wits ? You 
can go on J can you, and make me 
a4iar! Goon, then! Go on, I 
say ! Carry your system on, I 
wui stand artd look at you ; but 
the very DevH himself shall not 



prevent me from laugMng, and 
particularly when I see Stanley* 
with his bill, for improving the 
manner of taking the poll at elec- 
tions, and, this too, just at a time, 
when I am stating, in a rule of 
three question, bow long it * will' 
be before an acre of Stan let's' 
grandfather's land will let for a 
shilling or eighteen pence a year, 
or, be taken altogether for Ae 
use of the poor. 

1 now leave you. Sir, to the re-* 
perusal of my Long Island Letter. 
As you read it, remember that the 
author was in exile from his na« 
tive country, for no other cause 
than that of having attached the 
infernal system of paper-money 
and rotten boroughs ; and that yon. 
were in Parliament, and in public 
pay, for no other cause than that 
of having been, and of still being, 
a supporter of that system. 'You 
are a lawgiver yet; and I trust 
that the time is still to come, when* 
I shall hold up the contents of this 
letter to your face. Whether I 
do or not, I hold them up in the 
face of the nation ; and again T 
say, that that whole nation, wiUi 
the exception of the labouring' 
classes and the lower rank or 
tradesmen and farmers, OUGHT 
to suffer, ought to be severely 
punished, ought to suff^ in mind,

1 ADDRESS you upoii the sub- 
ject of. the deoate on the thing 
ealled the Bank Restriction Act, 

Sassed in May last, and in which 
ebate you took a part. 1 make 
mse of ^our name upon this oc- 
easion for two reasons ; Jirst, that 
tfee Letter, which 1 am writing, 
may, without much of circumlo- 
eotien, have an appellation to 
distinguish it from other of my 
Letters on the same subject ; and, 
second^ that 1 may directly, and, 
as it were foot-to-foot, pkMce my- 
tself, as to some of your opinions, 
ia opposidon to jou, whom 1 re- 
gard as being by far the most 
Mb man now in what is called 
Ihe House of Commons. The 
question^ upon which we are at 
issue, involves considerations of 
most tremendous importance; and 
the decision of it must take plaee 
at no very distant day. Therefiwe, 
Aough my opinions respecting it 
stand already , over and over again, 
recorded In terms the most posi- 
tive as to meaning and the most 
distinct a9 to expression, I am 
anxious, from a sense of duty to- 
wards my countn^ as well as from 
a love of honest nime, to pat them 
OBce more into print. If events 
should prove that lam in error, 
as to this weighty matter, justice 
tdwards those whom I may have 
mtied^ demtendis that I put into 



their hands the power of defee^ 
tion; and, if events should prove 
that 1 am correct, justice towards 
myself demands thai I put beyond 
all dispute my claim to that pmb» 
lie confidence, which may serve as 
some compensation for all the per* 
secutiouj which I have suffered^ 
chiefly for having promulgated 
these very opinions^ which I am 
now about to re^assert. 

During the far greater part of 
my political life I have entertained^ 
and have, with very little inter* 
mimion, been endeavouring to 
produce in the minds of others, a 
hatred and a horror of the fundjn|f 
and paper-4nonej system. In re* 
ferring to its origin, I found it boU 
tomed in a settled design to sap 
the foundations of the constitution 
of England ; and, in tracing itt 
progress, 1 found this design had 
been but too fully accom^ished. 
But, it is not of the silent, the 
sapping, the corrupting effects of 
this system that 1 am now about 
to speak: nor is It of the misery, 
the starvation, the stripes, and me 
deadly wounds, which it is, at this 
time, infiicttng on the nation. It 
is of the effects which it has yet 
in reserve; and with regard to 
which effects, I perceive, Aat 
yon hold opinions opposite to 
mine. 

1 will not waste my time, as 
yon thought proper to wMte yours, 
in an exposure of the flhnsy, die 
sfanfBing, the false, the ridiculous 
prelexts, which ^e Chancellor of 
the Exchequer put forward as the 
grounds «r his proposition fer 
continuing the protecting act m 
force for another year. It can 
never be worth the ink that ona 
writes with to be listened to by 
those, who couM^, for one single 
moment, listen teihose pretests as 
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something worthy of attention J 
Your observations on the future 
effects of the system, and your 
opinions as to the practicability 
and the means of preventing those 
effects : these constitute the only 
parts of the debate that merit the 
notice of any rational being. 

It has always been an opinion, 
openly avowed by me, that the 
funding-system would be marked 
in its Inst stage, by a great na- 
tional change; and, more recently , 
since it has been upheld as co- 
partner of the Borough-system^ I 
nave been of opinion, as I yet 
am, that the end of the funding- 
system will be the end of its as- 
sociate *, that they will die in each 
others arms amidst the shouting 
of the people ; and this we may, 
I take it, call a great convulsion. 

You are, I see, Sir, also of opi- 
nion, thut the thing will end in a 
great convulsion, " He, there- 
** tore, exhorted the House to 
*' show its earnestness upon this 
'^ occasion. If it did not do so, 
*^ he feared that the consequences 
'' would be dreadful ; that a ter- 
'^rible convulsion would take 
'^ place. This was, probably, the 
'* last struggle to guard against that 
*' melancholy evenly and let each 
** man, who felt for t/ie country y 
*^ have thesatisfaction of thinking, 
*' that, whatever be the result, he 
*' had done his duty" — ^These are 
the words of the close of your re- 
ply. Sufficiently impressive : 
sufficiently awful the warning. 
But, of what use was the warn- 
ing! What was it intended to 
produce! Much able statement 
10 your speech," a great deal of 
well pointed reasoning. But for 
what? To what end ? 

To put the matter into plain 
propositioBs, it stood thus : that 



the House ought to be in earnest : 
that, if they were not, the paper- 
money woold produce dreadful 
consequences and a great convul- 
sion ; and that, in order to show 
their earnestness ^ they ought to 
appoint a committiee to inquire, 
before they passed the Bill. 

Thus far I see my way clearly. 
It is plain, and I cannot err. A 
great mischief, a dreadful conse- 
quence, a convulsion, may, in 
some cases, be prevented by stop- 
ping to inquire hetbre we proceed 
to action. But, was this one of 
these cases ! Could any inquiry 
have tended to prevent that blow- 
ing up, of which you expressed 
your dread ! • Was it jhssible; I 
will not say probable ; was it pof- 
sible; was it within the compass 
of human skill or force, to mdie 
provision agaipst that ^'melan* 
choly event,'* which you antici- 
pated with so much apparent sin- 
cerity and sorrow! You seem 
to hare been of opinion, that U 
was; I am of opinion that it was 
not. 

In order to enter fairly uppn 
the discussion of this question, to 
wit, whether it was, or was not, 
possible to obtain, by inquiry, any 
means of preventing a final blow- 
ing-up ot the paper-system, I 
must look back at what you say, 
in your own speech, as to the 
topics and objects of inquiry. 
These I find stated in the follow- 
ing words: '^ There remained little 
'^ tor him to say, except on the 
*' subject of the mischiefs which 
*' some persons apprehend from 
'^ the resumption of cash pay- 
" ments by the Bank of England. 
'^ To a certain extent he was wil-: 
'' ling to admit, that these appre- 
" hensions might, perhaps, be 
'' well founded. He did not be- 
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^ lieve^ liowever^ that nny violent 
f' shock cpald occur. He by no 
*^ means supposed that the Bank 
^ would try to secure the continu- 
*' ance of the restriction, by mak* 
^* ing the resumption of cash pay- 
'* ments as difficult and as dan- 
^.' gerous as possible; and he was 
" convinced^ that if the Banh 
*' sincerely applied themselves 
** gradually said gently to prepare 
^for that resumption, although, 
" undoubtedly^ a great diminution 
*^ must take place in the existing 
*' circulation^ yet, that it would 
^' not be productive of any of 
*' those fatal consequences which 
*^ it was thefashion^o apprehend 
**from it, ft' there were no other 
'Vgrounds for going into an in- 
** ^uiry, the expediency of trying 
*' if a committee of that House 
^* could not chalk out some course 
*^ by which the Bank of England 
** might resume their payments in 
^* cash without endangering the 
*^ tranquillity and welfare of the 
** eommunity, would be one amply 
^^ sufficient. {Hear, hear, hear!) 
*^ Indeed, were we asked how 
'* such a committee as that for the 
*' appointment of which he was

** ploy themsefves, he would say, 
*^ in . endeavouring to devise the

^^w^ents by the Bank might be 
^* gradually brought about, and 
*' a limUpp^io the issue ofpaper^ 
*^ 9oas po faeiUiate those objects 
' - without risking any serious 
** ehoek. This, he fodieved, might 
'*be done; bat he- also believed 
'* Aat it could be done oely by a 
^* committee composed ot* intel- 
^' ligent indiTiduals, who would 
'* calmlj and c^spassionately en- 
^^ (er into the imrestigatioo of the 
** aubject, aad collect all po^^ible 



*^ information upon it from those 
** who were the most competent 
*' to the task of affording such in* 
" formation." 

This, then, was to be the ob» 
ject of inquiry: the Committee 
were to '' endeavour to devise the 
**. mean9, by which the cash-pav* 
'* ments by the Bank might be 
** gradually brought about, and a 
'' limit put to the issue of paper» 
'^ so as to facilitate those objects 
'* without risking any serious 
''shock/'' Your opmton as to the 
probability of the Committeefs 
effecting this object is in die 
affirmative^ You admit, liiat^ to 
a certain extent, there may be 
mischiefs attending the resuming 
of CQsh .payments ; but, you do not 
believe that aoy violent shock 
would occur. You believe, that 
if the Bank were (o apply them- 
selves sincerely to prepare ^rhi- 
dually and gently for the resump- 
tion, although a great diminution 
in the circulation would take place, 
yet that no fatal consequences 
would ensue. 

This was your optnnm, Sir ; and 
no wonder that it was cheered by 
those by whom you were sur- 
ro^mided. This opinion came, too» 
so pat just after my dismal pre- 
dictions and doctrines, contaii^ 
in that Petitibn. This opinion had 
an effect upon the Borough men 
like that of ttther or laudanmn 
upon a losing gamester ; or, like 
that of Loaders dram upon old 
Mother Cole. And, so you '' went 
'' out of the House amidst the 
'' loudest cheers!** Thabk you 
kindly, Mr. Loader ! Bless you, 
dear Mr. Loader ! 

1 must be insincere myself, or 
I must treat you with sinceri^; 
and yet if J do, I am afiraid i mut 
oSisiid you ; for it is quite impo8- 
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fiible for ^ine 4o.,coi)Aider yQ&aa 
liavlog been sincere upoivthisdo- 
caslan without considering you^as 
extremely shallow with ipe^acd^to 
aiQatler, which yoii ought to have 
well understood, before you at- 
tempted to speak upon it in a 
fublic assembly ; and particularly 
oCore you took upon you to be a 
leader in the discussion. A^ being 
fte least offensiveof the two, how- 
ever, J will • suppose you to have 
l)een sincere ; and, ivpon that uwp- 
position, wiU proceed togivetny 
li^asons in opposition to this your 
conso^ng^and caa^bi^ing opinion;

pos9i6/e -way, in which they caa 
effect tiiat object. How should. 
th§re be any foth^, ea^cept, tsi 
the ass6» ears ef Midas, tliflt 
Borottghflsongers and BaakHnai 
could add bisgoid-^oreatingtoudk^ 
They have a parcel of paper«

imagine, that he was doing that 
Which ^ould produce a new era^ 
a totally new era« in poli- 
tical knowledge — ^^ Paper again$t 
Gold** was amongst the fruits 
of that deed; and, Sir, what- 
ever those to whom jou addressed 
yourself may think, the people of 
England, the suffering people of 
England, knowallabout the pa- 
per-money system, and about 
which, before my foes thought 
tiiey Imd murdered me, the people 
in general knew no more than 
they knew of the feats of witches 
andf wizards. They did not know 
what a fundholder, a loan-jobber, 
or a director was. They knew 
nothing of the manner of making 
Junds and debts; and, they, if 
possible, knew less than nothing 
about the manner in which they 
themielvei were affected bv this 
mystery, little did they, before 
dus period, imagine that this sys- 
tem of funding took from tliem 
£mr pence at least in the price 
of every pot of beer : and, that it 
was, in fact, this system, first pro- 
posed by Bishop IBubnet, which 
first by degrees, stripped the ar- 
tisan and me labourer of all those 
.conveniences and the means of 
mod-living which were enjoyed 
Sy their grandfathers. The mass 
of the people knew, in short, no- 
ting about the matter. But 
Gibbs and bis fellow cdleagues 
kad tied me to the stake; and that 
was destined to be the means of 
producing a new era in^ political 
knowledge. '^ Paper agmnHOold** 
will, long and long ailer the bub- 
Ue shall have bursted, and over- 
whelmed all thoee who now, by 
wioiis means, work the nation, 
live to bear testimooy to my for- 



titude and perseverance, and to 
the in&my of my persecutors. 

But, tlie good of the thing is, 
that, while the people read thi» 
little book, the iocs of retbnn do 
not read it. So that these latter, 
to their natural and habit-engen- 
dered stupidity, add, in this case, a 
refusal to use the ordinary means 
of acquiring knowledge. The 
Blanketteen, who cannot have 
less than about twenty thousand 
copies of this little book amongst 
them, and who have seen all its 
principles established and its pre- 
dictions verified, to the very let* 
ter, by events ; the Blanketteers, 
Sir, if they happened to read the 
debate, on which 1 am comment- 
ing, would smile at those cheers, 
with which the House honoured 
your comforting opinion. ^ The? 
Blanketteers would laugh at the 
idea of the Bank addSig. to it» 
stock of gold 'f they would laugh at- 
the idea of the Bank <' seiidiit^ 
out gold oMdre-purchasing it,** as- 
mentioned in another part of your 
speech ; for their little book has^ 
long and long 9%^, taught them 
how futile, how childish, now coa« 
emptible, all such notions are. - 

1 have said, that it is inmossi^ 
hie, absolutely impostfble, for the 
Bank to add to Us relative stock 
of gold, except by direct r»66«rsf; 
that is to say, by a robbery com- 
mitted in South America (not 
easy), or a robbery committed on 
the Highway and in the houses at 
home: a dash at the gold baaUes 
and sUver spoons. I can see, i 
think, what is mnning^ in your 
head upon tins salriect. You seem 
to imagine, that, if theBank weie 
to issue a paroel of notes and to 
purchase gold with tkem, though 
they woukl thereby add to the 
poiiitue quaatitj of Boies^ tbey 
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yrovii diminish the reiaUve quan- 
titj ; for tbat, the new notes would 
lodge gold equal to themselves in 
amount, which the old notes have 
not done. You will say, that if a 
man has a hundred one pound 
not^ out, and has only one guinea 
in his coffers, and then put out 
^another hundred notes and buy 
guineas with them,' and put the 
guineas in his coffers, he will, by 
Siis operation, have added to kis 
relative quantity of gold. 

This is all very true, only you 
are supposing what it is impossi- 
ble to effect. But let us see how 
an attempt in this way would work 
in practice. Suppo^ the Bank 
to nave 30 millions of notes in cir- 
culation, and to have half a mil- 
lion of gold in their coffers. Well; 
they want to add to their gold; 
why'^ Because they want to be 
able to pay in gold."^ They, there- 
fore, buy ten millions of gold ; but, 
they doit with an additional issue 
jof notes', and, mind, this issue 
must exceed ten milh'ons, because, 
the paper must be below par^ else 
the Bank could now pay in gold, 
without any purchase of gold. 
Very well, then; the Bank has 
now ten and a half millions of 
l^old m its coffers, and much more 
than forty millions of paper afloat. 

You are aware, 1 suppose, that 
this new issue of paper would in- 
stantly send up prices to an enor- 
mous height ; you are, I suppose, 
aware^ that it would sink the value 
of the paper in the same propor- 
tion ; if you are not aware of these 
things, the Blanketteers are. But, 
having this gold in its coffers, the 
Sank will then begin to pay. In- 
deed! If it does, 1 can assure it, 
that I, who hold 21 of its depre- 
ciated pound-notes, will instantly 
go and get twenty of its guineas 



for them. Thus will every other 
note holder act, to be sure: so 
that, in about two days all the 
gold will be drained out, and the 
quantity of paper left in circula* 
tion wiu be much greater than -be- 
fore the remedy was applied. 

A worthy friend of mine, and 
one of the most pleasant, hearty, 
an4 able men I ever knew, the 
late Mr. Baverstocki of Alton, 
used to say* of the Unitarians^ 
** I want to know what they would 
'* be at ; they will believe, and 
" will not believe; they 'will have 
" a creed, and yet they will be 
*' infidels." Your financial faith. 
Sir, appears to me to be of this 
description. You think this pa* 
per-money a very dangerous thing; 
you think it big with fatal conse- 
quences, shocks and convulsions ; 
and you think it very easy, per- 
fectly easy, for the Bank to pay 
out its gold and then buy it back 
again, only by experiencing soma 
loss. If this be* true. Sir, what 
ground is there for alarm f If thia 
be true, the borough-men may 
snore away the whole twenty-four, 
instead of twenty hours of their 
time. » . 

That the Bank is quite able to 
pay its gold ouf, and that it might 
effect the thing in a very short 
space of time, nobody, 1 believe, 
will dispute ; but, as to getting it 
back again, that would be a very ' 
different matter : for, as we have 
clearly seen, it must be effected 
by the means of new issues of pa- 
per; and, therefore, supposing 
the paying out not to cause a totid 
blow-up at once, the Bank would, 
when the operation was over, only 
be just where it was* before the 
operation began. 

The " some loss" it is, however, 
that puzzles me the most. I must 
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jq^gtB yom w<M»is here ; .fori, as I 
duijbajcdly, believe my owa eyes, 
mf fripn^, the Blaokeileer?, may 
maXl^ doubt of thoir correctness 
imon this occasion. '* Lat the 
**Bank.ot* England send out la^e 
*' quantities of gpld from their 
^' cofEiars. That would alter the 
ratO' of exchange. The Bank 
would have noxtifficuliy in pur- 
chasmg gold to replenish their 
•* coffers, though certainly at some 
*^ loss. But the question was, 
** which was best — that Great 
^ Britain should lose the charac- 
**!ter &r good faith which she had 
^ hitherto maintained, or that the 
** Bank should he obliged to dis- 
*^ gorge a part of the enormous 
** profits which it had made from 
•* the country at large? (Itearj 
** hear, hear,) Was it more de- 
** sxrable that the public credit 
^* shoiild be preserved, or that the 
*' Banli, having accuniulated mil- 
*' lions upon millions, without con- 
*' tributing in the smallest degree 
** to the national expenditure, 
" should be enabled to persevere 
** in that system I " {Hear^ hear, 

hear J) 

Yes, yes! they may cry " hear, 
h^r, hear I" But, Sir, the Blan- 
l^eers know very well that all, 
this affected reproach on the Bank 
is mere words. Be you assured, 
that all of the Bhmketteer order 
are quite proof against every atr 
feippt to impose on them by affected 
ir^roaches. against '* the Bank.'* 

Aye, Sir, " Let the Bank send 
'* out large quantities of gold from 
** their coffers/* They must get 
tjiese quantities in first, to be sure ; 
but, never mind that; let us, for 
arj^ument's sake^ suppose the 
larger quantities to be there. 
Weil 3 i)ew the gold is sent out. 
Mm is the Old Lady to get it 



back! S]ie.]s,*it seemsi t«'pjtti> 
chase it back With luhat} With 
whati . With what, I say! Ab^ 
swer me, or I die ! Witji what 
is she to purchase it back f Why, 
with a new hutch of notes^ to oe 
sure; unless she go and plunder 
the gold and silversmiths' shopa, 
and rifle the butlers' pantries. la 
what other way is the old girl to 
purchase it back ? A witch, in- 
deed, sh^. is, as far as tormenting 
goes ; but, as to the turning of . 
paper into ^old, she is as harmless 
as the innocent in the cradle. It 
is all nonsense ; it is all absurdity 
indescribable ; for, what would be 
done at Aome, .while the gold was 
travelling to and from the conti- 
nent. But, never mind this: let 
us swallow this: she would, by 
the operation, supposing it to be 
as you say, gain nothing in the 
way of ability to pay. 

But the " loss ;"the **somelosSy' 
that she would experience : what 
can that mean, I wonder? Pray, 
Sir, what has the old Lady to losei 
Do you happen to know the pre- 
cise, or probable, place of deposit ' 
of any of her valuables ? If yoti 
do, it would be but friendly deal- 
ing to apprise the Blanketteers of 
it. Do you allude to her shop^ op 
to the houses and lands and. chatr 
tels of the Directors and others of 
her Company ? These she might, 
indeed, lose; but they would ^ 
amount to little. Do you allude 
to the several millions of what is 
called Stock, or' Funds or Per 
Cents,, of which she is the ou?j?er? ' 
Come, here, we have, then, the 
Great Book before us, and' here 
we find her. written down for, sup- 
pose, twenty millions. N0117, theq, 
what is your notion-? That she 
can get people to come and pur- 
chase part of this stock with gold 
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vJtaJosrio her; that? iar ib nay,, 
helQW the current- paper price ^i 
"Why, ^Sir, the very thought ofl 
nuch an operation would sendi 
^wn her papier fifty to the hun- 
dred : and, an attempt to put it in. 
practice wouH blow up the whole 
tfaing'. 

mr: you mean none of these. 
Tour meaning is, that she must' 
ghre more tor the gold in paper 
thanr tha nominal value of the 
gDld,Jf in coin; and a higher 
price than the real money-price, 
if in bullion : and this would be 
neither more nor less than making 
upon the whole ,of the operation, 
aai axidition, relative as well as 
positive, to the quantity of her 
jfeper. 

There remains, then, as I said 
before, no way, but that of direct 
robbery and plunder; to add to 
tile relative quantity of her gold 
by the bringincf in of gold, I 
have, indeed; overlooked one way 
of effecting this grand purpose, 
and which way I must' notice be- 
fore I proceed to the second part 
of my subject: It is this ; the 
landowners might give up their 
estates, equipages, and other move- 
ables. These would bring gold 
quickly. This gold might go to 
roe Bank, and it would, as Mr. 
Catley truly said, enable the Old 
Eass to face her creditors, pay off 
her notes, and to pass once more 
for an holiest dame. Wliether 
these' conscientious landmen, who 
cheered' you, and who are so 
anxious to see guineas return^ 
would voluntarily acquiesce in 
this measure, 1 must leave for 
"Wiser men to decide ; but that this 
(witbfthe exception of the robbery 
and burglary plan) is the unly 
means by which gold can be 
brought intor the Bank in 'such a 



way as to augment the relativ^ 
proportion of gold now in. the 
coffers of that prime instrument^ 
must, I think, now be clear as 
day-light to every one, who is not 
wiifully and obstinately blind. ., 

We now come. Sir, to the other 
mode of augmenting, the relative 
quantity of the cas!i of 'the Bahkr 
men; .namely, the reducing of the 
quantity of their paper, it is 
your opinion that this Qtcn be done 
m such a degree as to enable the 
jBank to resume cash- pay hient^ 
and that, too, without producing 
any shock; and that, by this 
means, the present system of sway 
in England may be carried on for 
ages yet to come. 

In combating this opinion, I 
shall hardly be a cool, because I 
shall be a deeply interested, rea«- 
soner; for, if I could believe your 
opinion to be sound, I should be 
the most mortified and most mi- 
serable of human beings. It is 
a directly opposite opinion, firmly 
settled in ray mind^ that forms the 
sole foundation of my hope. Were 
it not for this hope, 1 should droop 
down into a state of despondency, 
and, without another effort, give 
up my unhappy country. 

But, whatever my wishes may 
lie, they cannot impair my rea- 
soning. I know vv'ell, that, acr 
cording to the creed of your 
fiearers, truth is not truth, if it 
drop from my pen : nor is this of 
any importance in my eyes : witk 
the rest of mankind the case is 
different. They will reject, 'or 
adopt my opinions, as these aro 
unsupported, or supported, by unr 
doubted fact and conclusive argu- 
ment. I do not, like you, Sir^ 
hold forth naked opinions to be 
adopted and acted upon by others: 
Itender not any«thing oi mine as 
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the gromids of their belief: I ten- 
der reasoning, which is the com- 
mon property of all mankind. 
* Yoii say, Sir, that you think, 
that "means may be found, by 
'' which 9ash-payments may be 
" gradually and gently brought 
** about, and a limit put to the 
« issue of paper, witfiout risking 
^* any terious shock." I say, that 
such means cannot be found. 

You speak, indeed, with some 
diffidence: and, in a former sen- 
tence, you "are willing to admits 
*' that mischief, to a certain ex* 
" tent^ might arise." This is an 
altered tone. The bullion com- 
mittee did not talk in this way. 
They,, and especially your wise 
patron, LordGaENviLLE, boldly 
said, that the Bank ought to be 
compelled to pay on a day to be 
fixed, as the only means of restor- 
ing the currency of the country 
to a healthy state. A man must 
be a Lord to utter a foppish phrase 
like this without being hooted. 

But, to get rid of all loop-holes, 
I admit your qualifications to 
mean, that the greatest of all pos- 
sible precautions must be taken, 
and that, even with all these pre- 
cautions, some mischiefsy as you 
call them, something of a shocks 
must and will take place. Eren 
this view^ which is the most fa- 
vourable that you, an orator of 
the Borough- men, can' take of the 
matter, would be quite sufficient 
to alarm any one but a besdtted 
English fundholder. 

J^ however, set at nought all 
your qualifications; and, 1 saj, 
that the thing must go on as it 
now iS; that the Bank never can 
pay, or, that the whole system, 
Borough*men and all, must be 
blown up. This is my opinion ; 
and I Qow proceed to state the 



I reasons, upon which that epimon 
IS founded. 

The use of the words "^rm* 
dually" and ^^ gently** make a 
great drawl in {he expression of 
your opinion. They discov^ 
great diffidence, great unfixed- 
ness, and, indeed, great eonfusUm^ 
in ypur mind. You advance like 
one of us Englishmen here, when, 
in the burning hot weather, we 
attempt to imitate the natives ia 
going without shoes. You had 
been set up by your party, to put 
to shame the poor stick that had 
been appointed to bring forward 
the Bill. You were compelled to 
oppose him, and yet you had too 
much regard for your own irepu- 
tationto «ay point-blank, that the 
Bank could be enabled to pay. 
Hence all your qualifications and 
reservations. But, you. do not 
seem to have perceived, that these» 
in certain cases, lead to, instead 
of keeping clear of, embarrass- 
ment; and, that, instead of saving 
a general position, they destroy it 
altogether. . 

Precisely thus has it happened 
here ; and, if 1 had a mind to make 
short work of your opinion, I 
might stop at vshowing the com- 
plete absurdity of this notion of a 
gradual and gentle resumption of 
cash -payments; but from this 
temptation to laziness I abstain, 
and will, therefore, reserve the 
iblly of this notion for expoi^ure in 
a subsequent part of mv letter. 

To enable the Bank to pay in 
goldpn demand the Old Lady must 
reduce the quantity of the floating 
paper. Indeed you say, that a 
great diminution must take place 
in the currency of the country. 
Now, it is incontestibly true^ that 
such diminution must create a 
great lowering of prices; and, it 
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is not less Inie, Aat' Uut lowmng 
of prices must be far greater in 
proportum than the dimination in 
the quantity of paper-monev. Be- 
cause, the first effect of the lesseo- 
ii^ of the quantity of money afloat, 
is to straighten and throw into dis- 
credit many persons who got along 
pretty well amidst the abundance 
of money. The operations of this 
class^ therefore, do not remain in 
degree^ but are put an end to al- 
lo^etAer^ lYhen money is plenty, 
it moves quicker than when it is 
scarce. A horse will be sold and 
re-sold ten times amidst abun- 
dance of money, and, perh$ips^ not 
twice when money is scarce ; and, 
a shilling which passes twenty- 
one times'a day from hand to hand, 
is just as efficient in its effect upon 
prices, on a national scale, as a 
^inea that changes possessor but 
once a day. 

Wbat, then, are the unavoidable 
consequences of a great diminu- 
tion in the quantity ot currency 
aiOoat, and of this lowering of 
prices ? l*he ruin and misery of 
a great part of the people, and the 
actual starvation of many. These 
are the inevitable consequences of 
a lowering of prices by the means 
of a change in tAe value of money; 
and, it is clearly seen^ uiat such 
change must be effected by a di- 
minution of its quantity. 

Suppose me to be a haber- 
dasher. I have my shop full of 
goods, as many as I shall sell in 
a year. I lay in my stock to-day. 
It amounts to three thousand 
pounds; two of which I have cre- 
dit for. • I deal in cloves only, 
and they are laid in by me at 4«. 
a pair. I begin selling; and 6«. 
a pair gives me a good profit But 
at the end of a month, the Bank 
goes to work to prepare for cash- 



Syments. It draws in a (^eat 
d of its paper. Money becomea 
scarce. Frices fall. I can aeH 
my gloves at only two shilliim a 
pair, and I am.done for at a blow* 
Thus it must be with the fanner, 
the manufacturer, and with every 
person engaged in trade^ no mat- 
ter of what sort. 

A man borrows a thousand 
pounds to-day, upon a house 
worth two thousand. Next month 
the Bank draws in its paper, and 
the house is not worth one thou- 
sand. He loses his house for 
ever. 

Another dies to-day, leaves an 
estate to his son, worth three thou- 
sand pounds, with legacies to pay 
out of it to the amount of fifteen 
hundred. Before a sale of the es- 
tate takes place, the drawings in 
of the Bank have lowered the 
worth of thQ estate to one thousand. 
The legacies can be paid only in 
part, and the son is a oeggar. 

Wheat is 15 shillings a bushel, 
and a man, calculating upon that 
price, rents a ^arm at a hundred 
a year. The drawings in at the 
Bank brings wheat down to 5 shil- 
lings a bushel. The man cannot 
pay his rent^ his stock is seized 
and sold. He goes to gaol, and his 
family to the poor-house. 

In the meanwhile, there is no 
money to pay the journeymen and 
labourers. Employment cannot 
be had; and starvation follows. 
However, men do not, in very 
great number, starve to death, 
without an e£Ebrt to save life. 
Hence robberies and thefts ; and, 
to prevent detection^ come mur- 
ders. This is the natural, this is 
the inevitable progress. 

These would be the conse- 
quences if there were no taxes at 
all. What, then, must the conse«

H' broQg4it it' iibwn' fo«#is pri^ 
from W shillings a bushel;' amf, 
why are we to believe, that it 
would' not have come down to d'if 
cash' payments had recdly been 
b^nin ? ' 

The miseries: of 1816 and' IBPf 
are hardly ibrgotten yet; and th^ 
acts* of those days never will be. 
The thing saved itself then partl;f 
by violence; but it could not hav6 
done that long ; and, therefore; <mf 
ittumkkditspttpera^Mi With* 
out' thisy dmi^ons and gags and, 
gallowses and nayonete -would have 
been, in a* very short time, of no 
avail. It is* nbt the return of pro* 
speriiy that you now behold ; but 
the return of paper. 

When the misery was at its 
height, the Bank put out their new 
gold and silver coin. The fools 
thought they wei» getting back to 
the chink of coin. But, compelled 
to slaughter a- starving people, or 
to bring back the paper, they 
yielded, and* brought ihe* paper 
back; and instantly flew away all 
their gold and silver; and Cas* 
Ti^EREAOH, during the debate; 
says, thai the new Sovereigns 
tvere all' melted dotvn and sent out 
of the country ! The Bank have; 
in order to obtain a* respite; put 
forth the paper again, and grow, 
their orator, vrould hate them, in 
order to avoid a convulsion, draw 
it* in again ! 

In. " Paper against Gatd,'* 
LetferXXV., I had said, that, if. 
the Bank attempted to draw-invits 
paper, universal ruin would ensue. 
Fray, Sir, read that Letter. Ne» 
ver»mind listiheapness. The'Blan* 
ketteers have all read it. Why 
should not you be as wise as* they f 
If you had read it befbre you ted 
made your spee<?h, you vwuld, i 
think, not have^aid^whatyou didi 
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must be the effect of such an at- 
tempt. That attempt was* made, 
land the^Fuki' came ! 

But, yoa wish the Bank to pro- 
ceed ffradual^ and gently. When' 
a. man ims meuns^ that are drop- 
ping^ in gradualbji^t he may pay 
gradually 3 but this is quite ano- 
tiier case. The Bank has nato all 
the means that it ever will hare, 
ist can haye. If the paper be 
drawn in gpradually, the approach 
of the misery and ruin and uproar 
will be^ gradual, that is alL The 
went of employment will come on 
gradually and gently, but it will 
come. The convulsion will be 
the end of the scene, but thei;e 
will be a convulsion. The notion 
of the mauj who attempted, by 
slow, and very slow, very gentle 
degrees^ to teach his horse to live 
'without food, was much about upon 
a level with this notion of yours. 
The roan succeeded at last 5 but 
iu^t at the, moment the horse died. 
To draw in the paperrmoney with- 
out reducing the interest of the 
Pebt and all public pay and sala- 
ries, is -to ruin all persons in,trade, 
and to starve the labouring classes ; 
and what signifies it whether this 
ruin and starvation come all at 
oncQ, OP by degrees ? 

But, brides this argument 
founded on the nature of the 
ca3e itself, we have before us one 
of experienpe. The Bank did 
proceed gradually : it did proceed 
igentfy. It began drawing in, io 
1814;. it kept on, untU 1816, 
about October. This was gently 
€nough- The nomense of those- 
jjears will stand forscver recorded 
as the. tiprtop nonsense of tbe 
wdi|d. The tradespeople called 
fixc cheap corn; the iarmers and 
ikw grecidy^ Uuidloids for dear 



the home of it, that they would!'' 
Andaway they went to the '^oa%* 
nipotent house " to secure them A 
fair price for their corn. The 
House passed a Com Bill '' Ip 
** protect the fanner, that usefsi 
" member of society.*' ^d Com 
grew cheaper and cheaper! 1 kept 
telling Mr. C6ke and Mr. Wesv- 
BRN, that they were upon a very 
wrong scent. 1 told ^them, thil^ 
the old lady waiotworhj and that 
no Corn Bills would protect them 
against her craf(, Tne distresses 
kept on increasing; and, in 18H^, 
on came the wise landlords agjaia 
with long strings of resolutions for 
the relief of agriculture. 

The true history of all the mir 
series of 1815, 1810, and 1817, is 
this : When peace came, tbe 
shame, the disgrace, the infara^i^, 
and, more than all tbese, toe 
danger of not paying in gold, or, 
at least, not appearing to pay in 
gold, stared the administering 
tools full in the face. An attem^ 
to appear to pay could not fo 
maide without drawitig in a great 
deal of the paper. These tooi^ 
were too weak to perceive the fuU 
extent of the consequences of even 
such an attempt They appear.> 
however, to have been afraid ta 
make it. But, there was I, bait^ 
ing them weekly wilh chaa:ges of 
insolvency . Foretelling that tbfey 
never would, pay ; foretelling that 
they would finally be the scorn of 
all the world ; and, in short, gat- 
ing them in all sorts of ways ; not 
forgetting to remind them, that 
when their paper money blew up, 
,we should have out parliamentarff 
reform. To work they wei^, 
therefore, drawing in .their papejc, 
and on came the ruin and misery^ 
slowly, gradually, gently enougb>;

bu^ still it came on. I kept, eTen« 
on, as the Yorkshire-men say, 
tellins them that their scheme 
urould not succeed ; that they 
would never be able to pay ; that 
they must put out the paper again. 
They, like fools as they were, 
p^severed, We, as we had a 
light to do, pressed them for re- 
form^ We beset them with argu- 
ments and prayers. They threw 
off their mask. 

But while we gained the advan- 
tage of seeing them in their naked 
form, they gained nothing at all. 
They were, though well set out 
with dungeons and gibbets, com- 
pelled to bring back the paper 
again: and to stand before the 
whole world, as they now do. 
The ruin and misery they pro- 
duced by this vain attempt open- 
^ the people's ears to the various 
causes of their sufferings ; they 
made men listen, who before 
turned a deaf ear ; they were the 
<»u8e of the spread of Knowledge 
more extensive than any people 
ever before possessed. 

If, Sir, you want more proof, 
Aan has now been offered, to con- 
vince you, that the Bank never can 
pay, without producing a convul- 
sion in the country, I confess tny 
inability to furnish it; and, there- 
fore, 1 here close my aj'guments 
upon the subject 

But, then, th^re remains the 
question, what is to become of the 
thing at last ! That is quite ano- 
ther matter; and I am as fully 
convinced as you appear to be, 
that the consequences will finally 
be " fotal ;" in which conviction 
I am as happy as you seem to be 
miserable. You say, in one part 
of vour speech, that you are " per- 
*' fectly awape$ that there are per- 
l* sons in the country, who are 



^* alarmed at the prospects of cash 
^* payments. These persons ap- 
" prehend all sorts of horrors i 
^' that nobody wiU get his rentff 
*' that the funds will be at zero^ 
** dnd that there will be a general 
" bankruptcy:* Oh, oh ! They 
begin to see this, then, do they ! 
Ah, ha! I am glad to find that thej 
are coniing to my opinions at last I 
Very well, then, the thing is, I 
suppose, to remain as it is^ Is 
that what they mean ? If it be, 
they are deceived.^ It will not 
remain as it is long. The blow- 
ing up will come, whether the 
Bank draw in its paper, or not. 
The government must go on bor^ 
rowing^ unless they issue such 
quantities of paper as to make the 
guineas sell for thirty shillings. 
This borrowing must regularly 
add to the quantity of paper. 
This paper will, in spite ot their 
teeth, come, at last, to an open 
contest with gold : two prices will 
show their faces, and then, good 
bye Bank-men and all the thing ! 
The taxes will be paid in paper; 
the law-men and spies and fund- 
holders and soldiers, will be paid 
in taxes ; and the butcher, baker,, 
and brewer will insist on having 
real money! . 

This will be the ehd, if the thing 
go on in its present way. Your 
scheme would, probably, bring the 
thing to a close sooner ; but, be the 
end when it will; or how it will, the 
prediction of Painb will be veri- 
fied : the Borough-system will last 
as long as the paper-money-sys- 
tem, and not one moment longer. 

Precisely how the thmg will 
terminate, whether it will die gra^ 
dually down into the bottom of 
the socket, or go out at once by a 
puff, is a question that I do not 
pretend to be able to determhie : 
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it is efficient for me to know« that 
the total exdnffuisbment will come; 
and that it wiU brinn^ with it liberty 
and happiness ; a King and people 
both eBJOjring theif rights.

These are the principles which 
were inculcated by a lawyer, not 
at all enthusiastic in the cause of 
freedom.

Of course 
lie was a thorough-paced courtier ^ 
yet, only fifty-seven years ago, these 
were the principles inculcated by 
him. Precisely the contrary of 
ihese principles^ have been the 
organization, the management, 
ihe discipline, the control orer, 
die uses mcule oi^ and the whole 
of the circumstances connected 
with the army and its character^ 
erer since the Duke of York be- 
ciuneCommander-in< Chief of that 
army. Here we are told, that k 
is dangerous to public liberty to 
make the profession of arms a dis- 
tinct profession, and, that the 
making of it a distinct profession^ 
18 grounded on the principle of the 
neoewrity of governing hy fear. 
Here we are told; that the httppg 



constitution of England kiiowt of 
no such state a$ that ff a soldier 
bred up to no other station iut 
that of war. And, England now 
beholds the miliary profession^ 
made a distinct and a most dis- 
tinct order; and she beholds a 
most e^pensire and p^ace like 
academy or college, or whaterer 
else they may call it, stuck up in the 
midst of a wild and barren heathi 
to hold little boys, who, yery soon 
after the clouts are taken from 
them, are dressed in military uni- 
form, put under a species of mili- 
tary discipline, kept almost as 
distinct from the people as if they 
were monks of La Trappe ; '* bred 
up to no other profession than that 
of war/' and thus hurKng con- 
temptuous defiance in the teeth of 
what Blackstone tells us to look 
upon as the essential principles 
of the constitution. In this book 
of bur laws We are told, that the' 
army should never be a body too 
distinct from the people ; that ft 
should cofttom no foreigners; Qui 
the soldiers shouM lire intermiseed 
with the people ; that there ought 
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to be BO BARR4CKS, and none 
of those crafty devices, which are 
calculated to keep the soldiers 
and the people in a constant 
state of jealousy of each other. 
Since the Dues of Voek became 
Commandeiwin-Chief, ererypos- 
aible device seems to have been 
practised to keep the soldiers dis- 
tinct from the people ; and, as to 
foreigners, the law itself has, 
in innumerable instances, been 
wholly d|srej;arded by givihg them 
oommissions in our army 6f 
natives. 

, As I sidd before, I am for from 
imputing the inveHtian of this 
diange to the Dokb of York; 
but, if he be not to have this in- 
i«!ntion imputed to him, he is to 
have Bolhing imputed to him rela- 
tive to the army. If by miUtary 
ditcipline be meant a separating 
of the soldiers from the people; 
dressing them out in a manner to 
make them as unlike the people 
as possible ; introducing amongst 
them every thing in imitittion of 
the armies of the deijpots of the 
codtinent; if this be to improve 



the disdidine of the army; then 
it has l^een improved, and greatly 
improved, under the Duke of 
YoHi; but if improvement ofdis-> , 
cipline mean an addition made to 
those qualities of the soldier, which 
rendisr him more ^cieirt for tht 
purposes of war and more inoffen- 
sive and less dangerous to public 
liberty, wheil attfaome and not en<- 
jHfaged in war; Aen 1 deny that 
the Duke of Tork has improved 
the discipline of tbeSnglidi armj. 
It is pretty impudent to be sure; - 
not more impudent perhaps, nol 
more insulting to Ae commoi| 
sense jof the nation, than any one 
of a dozen other dungs whidi 
these base flatterers have said of 
the DuKB of York ; not more im* 
pudent and insolent perhaps ; but^ 
certainly, nothing can well equal 
in impudence and insolence, the ^ 
bardaced falsehood, thestupid Ue,' 
that the victories obtained by die 
English army during the laie war/ 
are to be ascribed to the disd- 
pline taught by the DdiLe of 
York!

There 
are the letters now \- every line of 
them is a, now^veri/ied prophecy ; 
and, if your Majesty would now 
condescend to read them through, 
you must and you would exclaim : 
" Had IfoUowed thisman*s advice : 
<'h&d I listened to this, none of 
''the present honible distresses 
'* and miseries would have afflicted 
*<my people, and I should not 
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'*have been 'called upon to issue | the king; and, your Majesty may; 

perhaps, never have heard it, bat, 
it is nevertheless true, that the re- 
formers, in all their petitions, com- 
plain of a body of men, who rule • 
both king and people at their plea- 
sure, who must continue to do this, 
who must, finally, totally ruin the 
people, and bring the crown into 
jeopardy, unless the king, on his ^ 
part, were restored to the full and 
free exercise of all 4ii8 preroga- 
tives, and the people, on their 
part, to. a free choice, an uncor- 
Fupted choice of the J^embers of 
the House of Commons. 1 be- 
sought your Majesty to think wett 
of these things while there was 
yet time to act ; I besought your 
Majesty to recommend by message 
to the Parliament, a radical re- 
form of the Con^mons' House; 
so that, 4>efore the paper^money 
had thrown all things into confu- 
sion and had product general 
convulsion, the people might be 
rendered patient and docile by 
the confidence which they would 
undoubtedly^ have in a House of 
Commons freely and honestly 
chosen by themselves. 

For the want of such a House of 
Commons ; for the want of any 

* 

real power in the people^ in their 
present unrepresented or partially 
represented state ; for the want of 
this it is, that we now witness all 



'* something approaching to a 
''^command to (ause one part of 
the people to subscribe their 
money to save another part of 
** them from dying of hunger." 

In the course^of the Letters here 
referred to, I described ta your 
Majesty, all those means, and the 
intention and effect of those means, 
which had been made use of to 
keep your Majesty at a distance 
from your people! 1 described 
to your Majesty the natural ten- 
dency of a regulation which pre- 
vented your subjects from ap- 
proaching your person. I de- 
scribed the object of those regula- 
tions. I described the intention 
of the New-Treason-Bill, made 
for the avowed purpose of giving 
your Majesty's person protection 
against your subjects, greater than 
any king ever had before your fa- 
ther; and I asked you, whether it 
were you that thought that you 
stood in need of this. I observed , 
at the same time, that it has been 
made treason, hig^ treason, to do 
any thing in order to induce the 
two Houses, or either House, to 
act against their will. I expa- 
tiated upon all the^ things, 
and I showed as clearly as day- 
light, that they all arose from a 
desire to play off the king against 
tbe people and the people against 
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ihose^iotrigji^, all tbal cabaUIng, 
all Ihat conflicting ; all that un- 
certainty, all that chopping back- 
ward arid forward, both as to nten 
aod as . to counsels, which n^ust 
now give your Majesty such ex- 
ceeding eml^arrassipent. You have 
not your people at your back; 
fpif, though they are with you in 
their hearts, they have no channel 
through which to make their ap- 
proaches toward you, and no or- 
ftil honestly to declare their will, 
he thing would be settled id a 
moment. The choice of your 
servants^ which . nnqi^estionably 
belongs to you, would he the affair 
of a day, witho^ any intriguing, 
any paragraph-grinding_, any ne- 
gotiating; all would l^ over, by 
tbedeclajration of your will, if you 
badyourpeopleatfaand to declare 
their will too. Against king and 
people, no combination orconspi- 
Tacy could be successfiil ; but, as 
things now are, it must be ex- 
tremely difficult, even for your 
Majesty yourself to be able to 
foresee what is to take place as to 
the appointment of your ^own ser- 
vants, who are to bear your seals, to 
treat with foreign nations, to pro- 
poke Bills to t^ Parliament^ and 
to do ail other important acts in^ 
your name. 

The present scene is quite 
em^ugh to convincC^ny rational 
man, that this countvy must fall 
into something very much like 
i^archy, unless some very great 
change take place in the system 
fjCgovetningf tb^ country ^ and, par- 
ticularly, in, managing its pecu- 
niary affairs. We aa«, now, at4he 
end of a whole month since a 
Prime Mtnbter was appointed, 
and, at the end of that month, it is 
matter of rumour -and guess ot 
irberC perions ihe Minisiry shall 



consist. A great body of ^?6at 
men, in point of property and sta- 
tion, oppose themselves to your 
choice. The people, hating no 
organ through which to make* 
their wishes known, are the same, 
as if they were dumb. The po- 
litical parties shun Mr. Canning : ' 
all sides seem to say, that they 
will not be under Mr. Canning. 
One of two things, it appears, 
must take place; he must give 
way and go out altogether^ or 
must take or keep an office under 
some other Minister. That he 
will do thi^, under one of those 
queer personages called Whig*, 
rather than under one of nis se^- 
ceding and satirising former col-- 
leagues, is likely enough; but, 
even this would only- show that' 
he can be spiteful thdugh be can- 
not be powerful. It is impossi- 
ble to conceive a situation of 
greater embarrassment, greater* 
peril, as to character, than thB> 
situation in which he now is; and, 
he has not the consolation of re- 
flecting, that this situation waft 
una^iifahXe. Not only might bo. 
'have avoided it ; but, it is clear 
that he sought it, not reflecting 
that he' had not the^'people at hifr 
back; and., above all things, not

lie did Jidt percei?e that ifvhich 
I told him« a few weeks agt>, he 
would p^cewe, that, though place*- 
hunters were still as fond of sala* 
ries as th^ sparrows are of wheats 
though they haVe changed nothing 
of their nature, thej would see 
that the wheat was. now hes^ with 
twigs covered with bird-lime ; and 
that they would be as shy as 
fiparrawsare;, when they see. those 
twigs surrounding the food which 
they are" so anxious to get at» We 
are told of negotiations with the 
Aforque^fi of lansdown .and Mr.

This word has been ^constantly mi 
their lips for the last twenty yeara* 
As great eneipi^ of Parliamentary 
reform as\heir opponents ; a^great 
enemies of reformera as those were 
whom they palled Tories; but, 
always calling for'' economical ra- 
fmrtn ;" always calling for retrencln 
ment in the public expenditure.* 
Mr. CA^*NING just the contrary - 
defending every item of expendt>» 
ture, and carrying the extrava-' 
gance of his language to thai ex- 
tent,, that he asserted , at the op^^ 
ing of the present Sessioti jof Paiw 
Itament, that times of national 
embarrassment and distress werQ 
suitable times for expending large 
sums of money on palaces ahdl 
other public works^of omamenlw 
He is a man who has invariably 
defended, with every argument at 
his command, every species ami 
every de^ee of expenditure ;.an4 
who has, with the most biting jests 
within his reach, with all the saru 
casm that he could muster up, 
ridiculed those w^o called for a 
husbanding of the public resourees. 
Will the Whigs, then, Join with a 
man who will make no reforms ia 
point of expenditure i Will they 
keep' in place and keep up tha 
present enormous es^blishmenta 
in time of peace 1 Will they jsufr 
fer such immense sums, to be ex«- 
p^nded in the department of an^ 
bassadors, envoys and cobshIsl 
sums exceeding those expendec^ 
I verily believe, by all the other 
nationsin th^ world put togetherf 
Will they not^overhaul this enoiw 
mous dead we^ht, and eonde8<;end

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ihe'same time, as a military offi- 
cer 1 Will'they not call upon the 
enormously rich Church of Eng- 
land, to pay back those many hun- 
dreds of thousands of pounds which 
were voted to Ihat Church out of 
the taxes I Will they not institute 
an inquiry into the cause of old 
half-pay oflScers "being permitted 
to sell their commissions to young 
men, and oi the people being call- 
ed upon to pay taxes to maintain 
the widows and children of those 
young men. Will they not institute 
* an inquiry into any of these things ? 
Will they not reduce the taxes? 
Will they not make good any one 
of the expectatidns which they en- 
deavoured to convince people that 
they might entertain, provided that 
they came into power 1 

If they do not; if they take no 
step of this sort ; if they, merely 
come to pocket the money that 
others pocketted before them, your 
Majesty win have a Ministry more 
odious, more detested by the peo- 
ple, than any Ministry that ever 
existed since your family came to 
4hi8 throne i and the worst of it is, 
it will be called a Ministry of your 
choosing. They will endeavour 
jn vain to amuse us with that very 
pretty, very indefinite, very un- 
meaning word^ liberality, 1 have 
beard a great deal about this libe- 
rality; about liberal principles, 
and about the liberdl principles of 
Mr. Canning )n particular. This 
is a very fine word ; but we must 
look to the atts to which this word 
18 appUed, before we look upon it 
as cnaracteristic of any tbing that 
18 very good to us. in common 
conversation, to be liberal means 
to be generous, to be free in let- 
ting others share in any good that 
you possess. Now, the way for 
Mr* Canning, and the Whigs to 



show their liberality towards the 
people of England ; the way to 
convince us that this liberahty it 
a good thing, would be fbr them 
to begin by reducing their own 
salaries ^jine- tenths, or there* 
abbuts, and thereby leaving more 
of our money in our own pockets, 
to be spent by ourselves. They 
have two , ways of showing their 
liberality: one by cutting short 
the expenditure, by giving lesiTof . 
our money to other people than 
they now give ; the other, by con- 
tinuing to raise as much in taxes 
as ever, and to give as largely as 
they can, to all manner of persons 
out of those taxes ^ or, /in other 
words, being excessively liberal 
at our expense.

That k^eps 
no man aloof from place, patron- 
age and emolument. . But, there 
is another matter, a matter thatls 
never mentioned by any of the 
political expounders of these in- 
trigues ; a matter* tnat seems to be 
as car^uUy kept out of sight, the 
mention of which seems to be as 
sedulously avoided, as tlie mention 
of halters are said to be in a house 
where one of the famiiv has been 
banged; or, which, perhaps, is 
a still more complete case, the 
Mention of which is avoided as 
^ carefully, with as much anxiety as 
the pronouncing the word Portu- 
gal has been, during the last four 
months, avoided in the House of 
Commons, though we have an 
arm}' in that same Portugal, and 
Ihough several millions ot our 
money, screwed out of a really 
starving people, have followed and 
must follow, that army, and for a 
purpose, which any fellow in Bed- 
lam can explain as clearly as I 
have, yet, heard .it explained. 

This other matter, the very 
naming of which is avoided with 
such tender concern, is, Mr. Can- 
ning's ojie pound note affair I 
Many .of the \yh igs are very ibol- 
jsh iBen ; very shallow coxcombs ; 
but, there are some amongst them 
cunning enough to see that the 
devil himself is safer to face than 
wheat at four shillings the Win- 
chester bushel. To face that, your 
'Majesty's new Minister is firmly 
pledged ; for, if he persevere in 
the Bill which he is pledged to 
persevere in, to four shillings a 
bushel the wheat ' must come. 
The Whrgs are also pledged to 
this bill : they gave it their sup- 
port ; ibey urg^ the Minister on 
lo adopt the measure. They can- 



I not retract without being hoot- 
ed through: the world, and they 
cannQt go on without blowing the 
whole system into air, without de- 
mohshing the whole fabric of the 
paper-money ; without spreading 
ruin and real desolation over the 
whole country. They cannot pu^h 
on this bill witht^ut ousting every 
man from his estdte. They will 
finally see half a million of hur 
man beings in, this metropolig 
without bread to put in their 
mouths; and, after having pre- 
duced every evil with which a na- 
tion can be afflicted, they will only 
have to contrive and determine 
what they shall do with them* 
selves. 

There ^re men amongst the 
Whigs, though I do not believe 
Lord Lansdown to be one of them^ 
who would, not like to be in place 
when some landlord should move 
for the repeal" of ike malt-tax: 
not for a preventing of the sup- 
plies from going out of the exche- 
quer, but merely for preventing 
the taxes from going into it.

The land- 
owners will not stop the supplies. 
They will npt vote against Issuing 
money to pay the army and the * 
navy and the fund-holders.

owe it to." But, for a ref>eal of 
tfae nmlt^tax, all the people would 
be clamoroot.

to so important a concern, is. truly 
characteristic ot'the whole system. 
He has a budget to bring f orwar(J. 
Instead of a budget, if be were to 
bring a message .from your Ma- 
jesty, recommending to the House 
to make a reform of itself, seeing 
that in its unreformed state, it ap- 
peared to be unequal to the task 
of rescuing the country from its 
dangers. Jf he were to do this, 
and bring forward his budget af- 
terwards, the nation would have a 
much higher opinion of iiis judg- 
ment than it now has. 'It has 
been a favourite assertion of hfs, 
that, be the House constituted as 
it may^ it is a House that '* xcorks 
iv'ell" He will not, perhaps, find 
it to work so well, in future, as 
he has found it work in past times. 
If he get before this House as a 
Prime Minister, and there really 
appears to be an if in the case, 
he will not find it work quite sq 
smoothly as^ it used to do. For 
his own sake, therefore, he ought 
to endeavour to change it. 'How- 
ever, this is too much to expect : 
he must still contepd for Gatton 
and Old Sarum ; for, were he to 
do- otherwise, he would be aban- 
doned, even by the Whigs. ' 

After all, then, th^re is no 
ground to hope for a just and 
peaceable result, except your 
Majesty be the chief mover ; and, 
I will now, in very plain langnkige, 
tell your Majesty h(^ I would act, 
the advice which 1 would give, it 
I were in your Ministry, and, 
being resolved to give that advice, 
really giving it, and standing by 
it, I should not be afraid of all the 
boroughmongers, both the factions, 
eviery thing that could be mustered 
uf against me, 1 would answer 
far success with my life, and I 
sbould have the inexpressible 



pleasure of seeing your Majesty 
the most justly popular sovereign 
that ever reigned upon the face of 
the earth. My first step would be, 
humbly but most urgently, to press 
upon your Majesty the necessity 
of issuing your Royal Proclama- 
tion, fully and frankly stating to 
ybur subjects, the situation of the 
iiation's affairs; describing the 
several 'evils that oppress themy 
and 'tracing those eviU to' their 
immediate causes; then tracing 
them to their more distant causes 
and stating the great cause of all 
to be a want of sufficient sympa- 
thy and community of feeling be^ 
tween those who make the laws 
and those v'ho pay tlie taxes; 
calling upon them for mutual for- 
bearance towards each other in 
thei^ pecuniary affairs;^ calling 
upon the. rich to be kind and be- 
nevolent towards the poor; en- 
joining most strictly on magistrates 
to see the laws well and duly en- 
forced, for preserving the, lives 
and health of the people of the 
poorer sort; promising to all. 
every thing in your power for 
their relief and for their speedy 
restoration ta happiness, conclud- 
ing with telling them that you 
would imrhediately suggest to 
your Parliament to make such a 
change in the representation as 
would be likely to repair the in- 
juries inflicted upon the country. 
The next step would be td ad- 
vise your Majesty to send a> mes- 
sage to both Houses of Parliament^ 
recommending them to pass laws 
for making a constitutional re^ 
form of the Commons' I^ouse; 
^observing to them that you had 
examined into the source of the 
evils which now afflict your people ; 
telling them that, history informed 
you that, of all the people in the 
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world, the English . people had 
been, for nnmerous ages, the hap- 
piest, the best fed, the best dad, 
the freest, the raost virtuous ; that 
a long list of melancholy but undo- 
* niable facts now convinces you 
that they are, with Xhe sole excep- 
tion of your still more inis^able 
subjects in Ireland, the most un- 
happy, the worst fed and worst clad 
people upon the face of the earth! 
Telling- them that you had dili- 
gently inquired in(t> the several 
causes which had produced this 
disgraceful,this deplorable change; 
that, when you -looked round t|ie 
kingdom and saw, every where, 
new gaols, new modes of punishing 
criminals: that whei> you saw 
^that a greaterquantity of food was 
allowed4o the convicted felon than 
to the honest labouring man, you 
could not but inquire into the 
causes of all' this misery and de- 
gradation; that, after long and 
diligent inquiry, you' had traced 
ftis mass of evil, this fearful 
diange, this change which seemed 
to have destroyed every thing of 
England but its bare name ; that, 
in every instance, you had traced 
back the original cause to some act 
cr other of the- Parliament. That, 
to confine yourself to recent in- 
stances, the miseriies of the year 
1822, thie agricidtund distress of 
that year; the panic of 1825; 
Aat these, you found, cr^tne im- 
mediately as the effects ot two 
acts of Parliament ; that, there^ 
fore, it could not be doubted that 
there must be something wrong 
in the manner of electing those 
who imposed the taxes ; that this 
Bad been told you by your people 
a thousand times over ; Uiat Earl 
Grey,, then Mr. Oaby, presfented 
a petitipR to the House of Com- 
mons in 1703^ in which the peti- 



tioners declared that they were 
ready to prove at the bar of the 
House that a decided majority of 
the House were i^twtted by onhf 
one hundred and fifty'four per* 
sons ; that you find, upon inquiry, 
that the petition was received, 
that it npw lies upon the table of 
the House, and that it has never, 
from that day to this, been taken 
into consideration ; and that, there- 
fore, you recotumended to the 
House of Commons to take that 
petition into their consideratioWf 
without loss of time. • 

There is no man in his senses 
who must not be well assured that, 
if your Majesty were to take these 
steps, an effectual reform of the 
House of Commons Would be the 
certain and speedy consequence. 
With such a House of«Ooinmoni^ 
and with the hearty concurrence 
of your Majesty, every thing would 
be speedily done which your dig- 
nity and our happiness demanded. 
This load would oe taken irom our 
shoulders, the uncertainty as to the 
value of property would cease; 
your' corn, like uiat of your an- 
cestors, would be the only money 
known to yoqr people; wealth, 
wherever it existed, would be 
solid ; men would seek to live bj 
industry and not by trick ; no for- 
tunes of half a million would be 
made by wAtching the turn of the 
market ; the cursed Jews must fiee 
the land, or would be flune into 
the sea, and England would bd 
once more a really Christian, a 
free and happy country. 

There are people> so wrapped 
\ip in this- Jewish system as to ne- 
lieve it not to be possible ibr us to 
live without it. The ntionster has 
worked in sucb a way as to debili- 
tate men's minds, as tamake them 
think corruptly from their ve^y ia« 
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&ncy ; but, Sr, etery Arng poT- 
%mds. % great change. ^ If not 
gentle, it must foe violent; and 
j^entle it c^inot foe jinless you be 
^rm^rously pleased to take the lead 
in the eff<ecting oi it. In such a 
4itate of things, a leader is alwmys 
granted ; a leader in eff^oting^ the 
/sbaiige. If the leader foe an in- 
feviot pei*on, be is very likely to 
4>e<^nshed : If a man of high raisk, 
lie creates eavy and divlsioo ; font, 
ff the Kii^ take the lead, ninev 
jKHidred imd nipety-nine thou- 
sandths of the people are with him ; 
mnd §0T this yery good reasoii : 
Aat, if Tightly adfrised, if he, acl 
iwiseiy, he must do that which is 
^r the good of the main body of 
^people; because, without them 
he is notfaing, any more than a 
^mmoaman. This is, indeed, the 
, Yvmt advantage of hetreditary, 
£iiq^y government: the King, and 
•Q^i bis ^nnily, and lUl that are to 
«oine aliter him, have no fectune,. 
no possession, not foound up with 
ibe ^avtunes and possessions of the 
;people. Common sense, th^r^- 
4iDre^ instinct, almost, leads the 
^bple to think that tfie King must 
onean fo( the best. In ^ present 
tsapposed' case, there would not be 
"esouLto gainsay ; the discontented 
-vould, be> so few in number and so 
^ linsiffnificant^ that they would 
-^iieitber be seen iior facaid of : the 
^^ifbole woald be set to rights with- 
<out a singie Waeh of the peace 
^ocee^g from the change. Jio 
^rai^f no class, no description of 
persons would be called upon far 
ooty fflMirtfices but such as would 
4>e bapelynecessary 5 and, for my 
<paft, 1 can see ^ no reason why 
^every thrag might not be adjustaa 
-md the nation starting in a new 
inaM.^of'prosperity aadhappiteess 
-in the^^MHse-ot .siat months from 
this very day.* s 



I do not like to describe theep* 
.postte picture : that of a reibni 
foronght on by dire >ieces8ity:«ttd 
miginattng in another quarter 
very different from that of ^ lim 
King« If this paper*money sys*- 
tera foe sniped to w6rk on, till it 
can ^ork on no longer ; if it pro* 
duce, at last, so^nenadng an atfi* 
tnde on the part of the people ; if 
it phmge tfaings ^ito con^mn^ 
if son^^ing very nearly resem- 
foling a di^solb^n of socie^ take 
place smd if Reform €ben come as 
^ last resort, bow dtfferetrt will be 
the ^tuation of usidl, and,- espe«- 
cially, Imw different the sitfiatiQa 
of your Majesty ! It signifies sot 
wliat may* have been'lbe secset 
wishes of yoi^r Majesty ; it sigai* 
fies not that you may have be^i 
friendly to refbrm in your heaxi 
all the while. It signifies not 
what gra^tude your people hh^ 
owe you for the desires which you 
inay haveent^tained in th^ la^ 
vour : the fact will not be noteriefisr; 
your conduct wiU not have beea 
open and your acts visile ; yon 
will not li^ve been the iead^ in 
the great work ; .and, to say no^ 
thing about^ dangers ; to say no*i* 
thing about losses from sto^ a 
cause, why not aiel now, aad se- 
cure the gain ! 

I beg your Miijesty to be a»« 
sured, jhat nothi]^ which man can 
do can preservethis paper systen 
for any ^«at leng}h'of tnne, in amy 
lorm or in' any degree ; that it 
must come to an end, and t^attls 
prepress towards that end must lie 
mariied by shock aUter thock, 
ruin alter ruin, great misery beve 
to-day and f^eat misery tbem to- 
morrow^ 'wiUi a steady mnd con- 
stant general increase of poverty, 
degmdation, and crim$. Tb^^ 
is no way that aian has it in Us 
power to proceed whibh can pre* 
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Tent this, if ihe paper-system be 
suffered to proceed to its natural 
terminatioo. It never ean end in 
that Way, without producing a 
xeform of (he Parliament, or some- 
thing of a nature which etery 
good man would wish to se^ 
avoided. To the great, to the 
monopdizers of ^ power, to the 
'8^-sellerSj the very smallest efil 
that can happen^ in such a case, is, 
a radical reform of the Parlia- 
m^it For them, therefore, it 
vfouid be better to consent to such 
^orm npw. To every body else, 
and particularly, to your Majesty 
and your ftimily, l^eyond all mea- 
sure, would it be better. However, 
I simf^y say what I would do. 
Mr. Cannino, the Whigs (as they 
are called), the seven sages or 
"whoever else may have the power, 
must 4o wha^ they, please. Diffi- 
culty upon difficulty will they 
liave to encounter. They will

However, I did not stop to look 
at the Premier, for I must confess 
I was .afraid lest he should tee 
me, and, if he had, he certainly 
would have been for pressing me 
into tEe service. If it be true, as 
the newspapers tell us, that he 
has been negotiating with Lord 
Lansdown througf^ Abererombie, 
and that he has been sending 
down to Bow Wood the same 
ambassador that he sent to St 
Petersbui^h ; if it be also tnie, 
as the newspapers t^U us it. is, 
that Lord Lansdown came to 
town, and rejected the proposi^ 
tions that had been made to him; 
then the affairs of the Premier 
are in a ticklish state indeed. The 
gossiping world, especially the ad« 
mirers of the Cornelius Agrippa'a 
men, are quite astoni^ed at 
what they hear respecting Mr*

^yadiTooUpg deviUsh hard towfffds humbug story^ Just as if aay 
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Scatchmat, and. particuLirly a 
Scotch lawyer, ever Tefiised to 
receive public money in any. shape 
jor any size. For ray own pait, 
I regret that there are reasons to 
shut out Mr. Brougham. He 
and Canning together would 
jiave actually talked the House 
to death ; • and thfen there would 
have been such a haggis of wild , 
schemes, such a trickery witli the 
Jjaper-money, such projects for 
cramming the skull and leaving the 
belly empty as would have given 
Us a jtwelvemonlh*s laughter, at 
any rate. It was clear to me, 
from the beginning, that if Mr. 
Canning w^s to be Prime Minis- 
ter, he must rest upon the Whigs. 
He appears to have endeavoured 
.to do without them : ihey perceived 
this, and, now, it is likely that they 
Will have nothing to do with him, 
unless they be allowed to be his 
inaster. His endeavours to ^et the 
Dukeof Dbvqnshire with him,and 
to conqiliateTiEKNEY, Brougham, 
,and all the talkers on t^iat side ; 
the compliments that they have 
been bandying backward and for- 
ward, all prove that he has medi« 
tated this strbke of policy for a 
long time. He knew the state of 
liverpool better than any body 
else, e:^cept those who were in 
the house with him. He appears 
-to have thought that an outward 
di^lay of the friendship of the 
Whigs for him' would intimidate 
his colleagues. He appears to 
have thought that his colleagues, 
perceiving that the Whigs would 
be for him, wiould be afraid to' op* 
pose him, lest he should call in 
the Whigs and shutthem out for 
ever. This really does appear 
to h^ve been his view of the mat- 
ter ; but he does not seem to have 
co&templated the opn^equence of 



resistance on the part of his col- 
lenguesWhich mustinevitablydrive 
him for protection to the rump of 
the Whigs. His colleagues knew 
very well, that the sensible part 
of the Whigs could not be so very 
eager for place in this state of 
things ; and they were pretty cer- 
tiiin that he qould not resort to the 
Whigs, except with an offer of' 
the premiership to them.

So that, 
if be should, finally, be (!;ompelled 
to desist and to yield the Premier- 
ship to somebody else, it wiU not 
have to be ^aid thathe was turned 
out of it In short, his affairs are 
in a very tickli3h states and, I 
cannot say that 1 can possibly 
think of wetting. a handkerchief 
upon the subject, when I recollect 
that, in 1609., be called u« re« 
formers " a low degraded crew^** 
and, when proof was offered at 
the bar, of the selling of seats in 
the House, he called upon the 
House not (o hear the proof) and 
thereby to << make a stand against 
democratical encroachment." Let 
Mr. Canning, in the difficuktes in 
which he finds himself, reflect it 
little on his long career of cruel, 
insulting, and llcentiaus abuse of 
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the people ; and let him read, in 
* those difficulties, the conseqaences, 
or some of the conseqoeiices^ of 
snch a 'career : consequences as 
natural and as just^ in such a case, 
as crippled toes and numbed 
joints are of the swallowing of gin, 
'grogs, and whiskey. 

The appointment of the Duke 
efCLARBNCB has giTen universal 
satisfaction. It hiis cheered the 
hearts of all the Englishmen in the 
Navy ; and it has &;iven me hopes 
ifaat our Navy will ,he fit to cope 
with that of America^ whenever a 
war shall bfeak out. I know no- 
ttiii^ of the Duke personally^ of 
« course ; but I have always beard 
that he was a blunt, open, fair- 
dealing man; a.nd> k is reason- 
able to suppose that he will have 
great z^af and great impartiality 
& the conducting of the affairs of 
his office. Except as to this point, 
I ci^e not one straw about Mr. 
Cannino or his Ministry ; but, if 
this appointident depends upon 
the stability of Canning's Minis- 
try, I hope it will stand ; for, this 
!Navy is a c^apital consideration, 
and, when the day of fighting 
eomes^ we shall have to feel the 
effects of what is done at that Ad- 
miralty in time of peace. Mel- 
TitLB, 1 am told, adopted, when 
6e came to the Admiralty, a regu- 
latii^i to keep him from the sight, 
from the- approach, oi every thing 
under the rank of Captain ; that 
is to say, that be laid it down 
M a Tute that he would see no 
lieutenant or Midshipman and, 
of course, no .person of inferior 
rank or station. My Grod ! And 
this regulation by a Scotchman, 
jdaced at the head of that glorious 
^rvice, which gained all its glory 
under Englishmen exclusiveW! 
I: do hopeihat the Duke of C&- 



rence will keep his station. I 
hope it was the King's own ap- 
pointment; and I would rather 
that almost any thing should'hap- 
pen than that that appointment 
should be overset. Yet, I fear tt 
will be if our Cornelius Agrippa's 
man should be driven from the 
field ; and.this I think very likely 
to happen. — The worst sign for 
Mr. Canning is the retirement of 
Wallib Wallace, that old vote* 
ran placeman, from the master^ 
ship of the Mint, with an income 
of 3,000/. a year. One almost 
hears him coming down the staira 
from the Mjnt, cry al^d, " Scots 
wha haer wi* Wallace bled !" Hi« 
going out seems to be a certain 
sign that the whole will come 
back again. There are ^others, 
too, who never would have quitted, 
unless torn out by flesh-hodks, if 
they had not been pretty sure to 
come l>ack again. If Cannino 
was deep, and laid his plans long 
before-^hand, the others seem to 
have l>een aware of his plans^ and 
to have been perfectly ready to 
meet him. Teke the thins alto« 
getfaer, it is, perhaps, asnneaa 
intrigue, or raAer, nest of in-^ 
trigues^ as ever was seen in the 
world. We ^ave long been in a 
state of gradual mental improvle^^ 
ment ; our refinement has been ' 
excessive for a long thne ; this in*

The third complaint of your peti- 
tioners is fo£^nded on the present 
complicated rights of voting. From 
the caprice witfa^*which they have 
been varied, an& the obscurity ini 
which they have become involved by 
time and contradictory decisions, 
they are become a source of infinite 
confusion, litigation, and expense. 

Your petitioners need not tender 
any evidence of tlie inconveniences 
which ari^e from this defect in th^ 
representation, because the proof is ^ 
to be foupd in your idurnals, and 
the minutes of the different c6m-< 
mittees who have been appointed 
under the lOth and 11th of the king. 
Your honourable house is but t«K) 
well acquainted with the tedious, in- 
tricate, and expehsive scenes of liti- 
fation which have been brought 
efore yod, in attempting to settle 
the legal import of those^ numerous 
distinctions which perplex and con* 
found the present rignts of voting. 
How many months of your valuable 
time have been wasted in listening 
»to the wranglitig of lawyers upoa 
the various species of burgagehold^ 
leasehold, ana freehold ! How many 
committees have beeh occupied iti 
investigating the nature of scot and 
lot, pot wallers, cbmmonalty, ponu- 
lacy, resiant inhabitants, and inna- 
bitants at large! What labour and 
research have been employed in en* 
deavouring to ascertam the legal 
claims of borough-men, aldermen, 
p'ort men, select men, burgesses, ancj 
councilmen ! Ajid what canfu9ioii 
has arisen from the' compUcat^ 
operation of clashing charters^ fvenii 
freemen resident ami non-residen(^ 
and from the different modes of ob^ 
taining uiS ueeiuii! of corporations, 
by birth, by servitude, by 21 wiaffl3> 
by redemption, by election, and by 
purchase! On all these points it is, 
however, needless for your petition* 
ers to enlarge, wheti your honoUr* 
able house recollects the following 
facts ; namely, that since the twentyr 
second of December, 1790, no less 
than twenty-one committees have 
been employed in deciding upon liti* 
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^ted rights of voting. Of these, 
eight were occupied with the disputes 
ot three borougt^s, and there are 
pBtitions from four places yet re- 
maining before your honourable 
lioose, waiting for a final decision to 
inform the electors what their rights 
Teally arc. 

But the complaint of your peti- 
tioners on the subject of the want of 
an uniform, ixid ec^ui table principle 
in regulating the right of voting, ex- 
tends as well to die arbitrary manner 
in which some are excluded, as to 
the intricate qualifications by which 
others are admitted to the exercise of 
that privilege. 
. Keligious opinions create an in- 
capacity to vote. All Papists are ex- 
cluded generally, and, by the opera- 
lion of the test laws, Protestant dis- 
centers are deprived of a voice in 
the election of representatives in 
about thirty boroughs, where the 
right of voting is confined to corpo- 
rate officers alone ; a deprivation the 
more unjustifiable, because, though 
considered as unwortliy to vote, they 
are deemed capable of being elected, 
ihd niay Jje the representatives of 
the very places for which they are 
-disqualified from beirig the electors. 

A man possessed of one thousand 
pounds per annum, or any other 
sum, .arising from' copyhold, lease- 
hold for ninety-nine jears, trade, 
property in the pubKc umds, or even 
freehold in the city of London, and 
many other cities and towns having 
peculiar jurisdictions, is not thereby 
mtitled to vote. Here again a strange 
distinction is taken between elfecting 
and representing; as a copyhold is a 
sufficient qualification to si^ in your 
honourable house. 

A' man paying taxes to any amount, 
how great soev6r, for his domestic 
establishment, does not thereby ob- 
tain a right to vote, unless his resi. 
dence be in some borough where 
tbat right is vested in the inha- 
bitants. This exception operates in 
sixty places, of which twienty-eight 
do not contain three hundred voters 
#ach, aind the mimiber of house- 



holders in England and Wales (ex- 
clusive of Scotland), who pay all' 
taxes, is 714,911, and of house« 
holders who pay all taxes, but the 
house and window taxes, is 984,459, 
as appears by a return made to your 
honourable house in 1785 ; so tha^ 
even supposing the sixty places above* 
mentioned to contain, one with ano- 
ther, one thousand voters in each, 
there will rerhain 939,370 house- 
holders who have no voice in the 
representation, unless they have ob- 
tamed it by accident o^ by purchase^ 
Neither their contributions to the 
public burdens, their peajceable de- 
meanor as good subjects, nor their 
general respectability and merits as 
useful , citizens, afford them, as the 
law now stands, thq smallest pre- 
tensions to participate in the choice^ 
of those, -who, under the name of 
their representatives, may dispose of 
their fortunes and liberties. 

In Scotland, the grievance arising 
from the nature of the rights of 
votttig, has a different and still 
more intolerable operation. In that 
great and populous division of the 
kingdom, not only the great mass 
of the householders, but of ^e. 
landholders also, are excluded fr^m 
all participation in the choice of 
representatives. By the remains of 
the feudal system in the counties, 
the vote is severed from the land, 
and attached to what is called the 
superiority. In other words, it is 
taken rfrom the substance, and 
transferred to the shadow, because, 
though each of these superiorities, 
must, with very few exceptions, 
arise from lands of the present an- . 
nual value of four hundred poimds 
sterling, yet it is not necessary, that^ 
the lands should do more thaa' 
give a name to the superiority, the . 
possessor of which may retain the 
right of voting not\k^ithstanding he 
be divested ot the'property: A^d, 
on the other hand, great landholders 
have the njeans afforded them by the 
same system, of adding to their in-» 
flucnce, without ej^pense to them? 
selves, by communicating to their ^

by the collective roice of those whom 
they appear to represent, but by the" 
recomntendation of seventy power-* 
ful individuals^ added to the eighty- 
four before-mdntioned, and making , 
the total number of patrons altoge-' 
ther only one hundred and fifty-fbur, 
who return a dedded majority of' 
your honourable house. 

If your honourable house will ac- 



cept as evidence the common riport 
and general belief of the counties, 
cities, and boroughs, which return 
the jnembers alluded to, your peti- 
tioners are ready to name them, and 
to prove the fact; or if the members 
in question can be made parties to * 
the inquiry, your petitioners will 
name them, and be governed by the 
tesjtimony which they themselves 
shall publicly give. But if neither 
of these proofs be thought%;onsistent 
with thi; proceedings of your ho- ' 
nourable house, then your petition-- 
ers can only assert their belief of the 
fact, which they hereby do in the 
most solertin manner, and ^ on the 
most dehberate convicti<Jn. 

Your petitibners entreat your ho- 
nourable house Jo tolieve that, in ' 
complaining of this species influence, 
it IB not their intention or desire to ' 
decry or to condemn that just and 
natural attachment which they, who 
are enabled by their fortune, and in- 
clined by their disposition^ to apply 
great meads to honourable ancl be- 
nevolent ends, will always ensure to 
themselves. What your petitioners • 
complain of is, that property, whe- 
ther well or ill eniployed, has equal 
power; that the present system of 
representation gives to it ja. degree t5f' ' 
weight which renders it independent * 
of charactef ; which enables it to 
excite fear as well as to proctire re- 
spect, and which confines the choice 
of electors within the ranks of opu- 
lence, because, though it cahnOt 
make riches the sole object of their 
affection and confidence, itcan^ffii 
does throw obstacles, almost' insur- 
mountable, in.the way of evary man - 
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who is not nch^^aod ther^y secmres 
to a select few Uie ciupabilitjr of be- 
coming candidates themselves, or 
supporting the pretensions o( others. 
Or this your petitioners complain 
loudly, because they conceive it to 
be highly unjust, that, while the 
language of the law requires from a 
caiMiidace no greater, estate, as a qua- 
lificatiou, than a few hundred pounds 
per annum, tbe^operation of -the law 
should disqualify €v€l-y man whose 
rental is not extended to thousands ; 
and' that, at the jsame time) that the 
legislature appears to give tlie elec- 
tors a choice from amongst those 
who possess a moderate s^ inde- 
pendent coijppetence, it should vir- 
tually compel them to choose from 
amongst thpse who themselves 
abound in wealth, or are supported 
hy the wealth of others. 

Your petitioners are the more 
alarmed at^the progress of private 
patronage, because it i^ rapidly lead- 
ing to consequences which menace 
the very existence, of the constitUf 
tion. ' 

At the commencement of every 
session of parliament^ your honour- 
able house, acting up to the.lauda-' 
ble jealoUsy of your pfedecessors, 
and speaking tl)e"))ure, constitutiuual 
language of a British house of com- 
mons, resojve, as appears by your 
journals, ." That no peer of this 
realm hath any right to give his vote 
in the election -of any member to 
serve in parlmment;*' and also, 
" That it is ^ iiigh infringement 
upon the liberties and privileges of 
thfr commons of Great Britain, for 
any lord of parliament, or any lord- 
lietitenant of any county, to concern 
themselves in the elections of mem- 
bers to serve /or the commons in 
parliament.*' ^ 

Your petitioners inforpa your ho- 
nourable house^ and are ready to 
provCvit at your bar, that they have 
the most reasonable grounds to 
suspect that no less than one hun- 
dred and fifty of your honourable 
'members owe their elections entirely 
to the int0iferenc» of .peers ; and 



I your petitioners are prepared to show 
by legal evidence, that forty peers, 
in defiance of yoor resolutions, have 
possessed themselves of so many 
burgage tenures, and obtained such 
an absolute ,and uncontt-olled com- 
mand in very many small boroughs 
in die kingdom, as to be enabled by 
their Wn positive authority to re- 
turn eighty-one of your honourable 
members. 

Your petitioners will^ however, 
urge this grievance of the inter- 
ference of peers in elections no far- 
-ther, because they are satisfied' that ' 
it is unnecessary. Numbers of your 
honourable- members must indivi- 
dually have known the fact, but col- 
lectively your honourable house has 
undoubtaJly been a stranger to it. 
It is now brought before you by those 
who tender evidence of the truth of 
what they assert^ and they conceive 
it would be improper in ihem to ask . 
that by petition, wich mtirt be look- 
ed for as the certain result of your 
own honourable attachment to your^ 
own liberties and privileges. 

Your petitioners have thus laid 
before your honourable house, what 
the mischiefs are which arbe from * 
the present state of the representa- 
tion, and what they conceive to be 
the grounds of thoise mischiefs, and 
therefore pray to .ha^e them re- • 
moved. V 

They now humbly beg leave to 
offer their, reasons, why '^hey are 
anxious that some remedy should be ■ 
immediately applied. 

Your petitioners trust, they may 
be allowed to state, because they are 
ready to prove, that seats in your 
honourable house are sought for at a 
most extravagant and increasing rate - 
ofexpense^ *. - 

What can haye so much augment-^ 
ed the ambition to sit in your ho- 
nourable house, your petitioners do 
not' presume accurately to have dis- 
covered, but tiie^ means taken by 
candidates to obtain, and by electors 
to bestow that honour, evidently ap- 
pear to have been increasing in a 
progressive degree of fraud and cor* ^*

tentvret since the nKmth of Fe*

(and, as you will see, in a most 
peremptory style)' a disavowal, 
or, the *' o^er aiiemaiiveJ* The 
disavowal tpas madei and that. 



too, in the modi fwomfi manner. 
There was no want of induitfy 
on this occasion ! There was n# 
shiUy-ihally. Prompt enough, 
faith, in this affair. 

Now. gentlemen, if this matter 
had been a mere dueUmy alEsffv 
if it had embraced nothing of 
politics, it would have passed 
wholly unnoticed by me^^ Bat, 
yon will find, that the disavonaU 
strikes at the rery root of po- 
litical justice ; and that, if it be 
to pass uncensured, all that re- 
spoksibiliiy in pubKc functiona- 
ries, for which we have always 
been contending, and for which 
"Glory" has always been con- 
tending, is completely swept 
away.

But, Oen- 
tleaen, Electors of Westminster, 
was ever flattery so fulsome^) was 
eyer flattery so nauseous;" "^id 
ever subject of the Grand Mo- 
parque ef France or slave of 
I'urkish Sultan, utter flattery; so 
base and disgusting as tbat^^vliicfa 
has been poured on this man by 
those creatures who have the an- 
dacity to put forth their slavish 
eulogioms in your name? We 
have heard of numerous instances 
of hyperbolical flattery, but^ever 
of, one equal to . f^ B^agUmd^s 
Ghnff* applied to a fickle/ ian 
inesolute, an inert, and inefficient 
being, who himself acknoiwledges 
HaX he can do no goody though 
placed in a situaition, where even 
the poorest of talents might, and 
BQst, if honestly exerted^ ^eal 
good.

any, things sliprt . tf. an ailment of 
some 8Qit or other, that would 
naturally .produoe the retiremeat, , 
in some wa^j^ i^.Lord Liverpool. 
This. would not escape Canning 
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and the Whigs ; and, aecordingly, 
we find that their complimenting 
of each other increased, day by 
day, till at last it was manffest 
to e?ery body that there was an 
intfntiba to form a junction which 
should enable Canning to oust 
his colleagues. They are now 
ousted; and the Whigs are sitting, 
intermingled with the small Tories, 
with this same Canning at their 
head. Whether it be true or not, 
that Canning received the pro- 
position for a coalition, from the 
Whigs or they from hitn, is of 
very little consequence to us; 
whether it be true> as it has been 
BUggeikiei in the House of Lords^ 
that he received this proposition^ 
kept it ten days in his pocket, then 
Idd it before the King, and never, 
during the ten days, communi- 
ciLted it to his colleagues ; whether 
tMs be true or false, signifies not 
>a farthing to us; nor would it 
signify a farthii;!^ to ud, whether 
the coalition were formed or not ; 
whether Whigs or Tories, or partly 
one and partly the other, com* 
pcysed the new Ministry; but, it 



signifies* greatly to us, when the 
cause'of Pariiamentary Reform is ' 
to be sacrificed, when that cause 
is ta becoihe the victim of thb- 
intrigue; when those who have* 
pretended that they wished for 
Piiriiamentary Reform, come and 
place themselves on the side of 
Canning, who has always been its 
bitterest enemy ; come and sit at 
his back and give . him allr the 
support in their power; ccmie and 
do this, without saying one ^single 
word, about any thing to be ob^ 
tained in favour of the peopfet 
Nay, when they come and dis^^- 
claim the cause of Reform ; wheni 
they say that the people no longer^ 
wish for it; when, in shorty thej 
clearly show us that they jneut 
not only^ to abandon thecanse of 
the people; not only never 4o 
do^ny thing any more with a vieir 
of obtaining the people justice; 
not only to withdraw even^ all flieir 
pretended support of the peopled 
cause ; but ^ when they abnort 
openly declare thai tkey will mdto 
a sacrifice of the people's rights 
for the sake of -securing power' 
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, and emplum^t ibr iheipselres 
This is a matter that does concern 
I tts: the foiserable rienegado rep- 
tSes will be deceived : even if you 
ivere indiffecentto your own secu- 
rity And to the honour of your 
^ country, and even if all th^people 
, followed, your example in that re- 
spect ; even then the ren^adoes 
would not succeed in their inten- 
ttoDs ; for^ events will speedily 
arise ihat wiH cripple all their 
. projects, that will disconcert all 
their deep-kid schemes, 'that will 
thnm them into utter confusion, and 
. make even those whom they have 
ensted, congratulate themselves 
.^ upon having lost their power and 
their places: the renegadoes will 
flai that they have over-reached 
^ . themselves,' and . that they have 
' gained nothing but danger and 
ffisgrace, greyer 4han they have 
: erer. known before; but, thi^ forms 
; no fEtpoIogy for their conduct*: they 
. mean well; they mean well for 
. ftemselves : ^ey mean to get pos- 
MCmoQ of .power and emolument^ 
^ toad to keep ^em for the whole 
• length of their livest; this i^ what 



they mean, and we will do them 
the Justice to take the will for the 
deed. 

They will be defeated ; but, it 
is no reason for our l^eeping si- 
lence. . Though time, and a short 
tjme, will see all their schemes 
blasted, it is our duty to defend 
ourselves against those schemes* 
It is our duty to assert the rights 
which they have ^ so flagrantly 
abandoned ; and if we do not as* 
sert those rights at this time^we 
shall deserve, and we shall be and 
our children after us will be to 
be bandied about, from faction to 
faction, to be kicked backwaid 
and forward, to be tossed up and 
down, to have our purses^emptied 
at the end of every month, and to 
be, in short, the most despicable 
slaves that' ever toiled for a set of

greedy masters. 

But, some one may say, is it 
not a goQd thing to see ousted 
that set of men, who have^ during 
so many years, been doing, every 
yeiar, so many things which I and 
whieh you and which the people 
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at large bave so loudly complain- 
ed of: is it not a good thing to see 
this baqd broken np, diverted of 
power, and tasting, at last, of 
something like humiliation! A 
very good thing!* A very good 
thing in itself^ a very good thing 
in its natural consequences; for^ 
my conviction is^ that it must lead 
to good, and that it will be one 
means of accelerating the totaT 
destruction, of that system of which 
we have been so justly complain- 
ing toT so many years. Bat, even 
this great good is worth nothing ; 
it i^ even an evil, if it be to be 
purchased by an abandonment ^ 
the cause of Parliamentaxy lU- 
farm. It is itot the men : it is die 
hojrrible system, the Borough- 
system which has caused us to 
suiTer, and whicb coaserns still 
io^suffer. Why do we pay five- 
pence halfpenny i^ pot for porter, 
instead of that three halfpence 
which we should pay, if there 
were none of those taxes^ of which 
the remainder of the price is com- 
posed! Why do we pay, at this 
moment, seven shiUing» a bushel 



for Ae wheat which we ought to 
have for litde more than three 
isUUings and slicpenceihe bushel ? 
What is the fcause of this ? Is not 
ttie cause as plain as Ae nose 
upon one's face ! Do we wish to 
pay Aus for our bread and our 
beer ! Do we wish to have our 
eamii%s thus taken away from 
us? Certainly we do Wt we 
wish not to have ttiem tbastaken 
away: what is it that takes tliem 
awi^ !« The law : and who makes 
the law! Not men of oar choosJng. 
The law is made by a set of men, 
who are not chosen by Are people 
at large. According to^thepetftioa 
presented by Lord €rH£r,andiR>w 
lying upon thetableof the Rouse 
of Commons, a majority of ^e 
Members of that House are put 
into it by tess than two hunJKed 
great men ; 'iy the will and ptea<« 
stire of less Aan two hundi^ 
great men. Thet^dreitia, ftat 
we pay the taxes we pay 5 tb^te- 
fere it is that the great mass ^ua 
are poor and mlsieriLttle V Wei^re 
it is that we are deprived of dur 
suitable enjoyments. If the laws 
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irarft'inaide by^noB choten by the 
pfDple aft If^ge, those men would

They have fast enemies, Avowed 
enemies in ibe set that are gope 
out; and they have lost even Ae 
pretended friendship of the set 
that are comeim Ther^ is no« 
body, no]pr, evai to iq>eak fyt^ 
tlj^mjf but/ 1 ti'ust that they are 
not jBo base or so foolish as to a})« 
stainfirom speaking for themselves ;

tion whose principles and conduct 
we approved of in so many other par- 
ticulars, would be perfect folly, and 
injurious to the favourable side of 
that very question : it would be in- 
justice to ourselves, and dishonesty . 
to our country. The great features; 
of the late Administration, after the 
loss of the late Lord Londonderry,, 
were marked by large views, and by 
a liberal and truly English feeling,^ 
more particularly in its foreign 
policy, and its conduct with regard 
to the rising States of South Ame- 
rica [hear, hear !] ; and on the most, 
urgent questions respecting trade 
and manufactures under the conduct 
chiefly of the Right Honourable 
President of the Board of Controul, 
the proceedings of that Administra- 
tion were founded on liberal and 
enlightened views, and such as were 
fully approved in the main by the 
great body of the Opposition. These 
have been the three cardinal points 
of the Administration— the large, 
features upon which they have acted 
ever since the Right Honourable 
Gentleman now at the head of the 
Treasury came into the Foreign 
Office.^'

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LORD JOHN RUSSELL 
" Said, that as the subject of Par- 
liamentary Reform had been intro- 
duced, and as that was a subject 
which he had taken considerable in- 
terest in, and to which he had on 
more than one occasion called the 
attention of Parliament, he wished 
to remind the House, that that was 
never a Parliamentary question of 
the Whigs as a party. It was a 
question on which there was a great 
diversity of opinion among those 
who advocated it, and to which the 
leaders of the Whigs were always 
unwilling to be pledged as to a party 
question. He (Lord John Russell) 
did not expect that it would be car- 
ried as a party question. He had 
often declared so, and had done so 
when last he brought the question 
forward, which, he stated, was 
brought forward for the last time. 
The reason which induced him to 
state that he had brought it forward 
then for the last time, was, because 
he observed a great lukewarm ness 
throughout the country and in the 
House on the question, which luke- 
warmness was greatly owing to the 
conciliatory and satisfactory man- 
ner in which Government was lat- 
terly conducted, and which made 
htm and his Honourable Friends 
^ suppose that, by supporting that por- 
tion of it which reraaified, they might 
cdntribute to the public service-^if 
it had remained indeed, in the pos- 
session of the seceders — if the Go- 
y^mment was under the controul of 



the Honourable Memb^ for Deny 
(Mr. Dawson), and the discontent 
and dissatisfaction that would pre- 
vail, he might expect the inevitable 
success of this measure ; but, anxaoutf 
as he was for its successful result 
yet he owned he was not desirous to 
purchase it at such a cost as the 
return to office of himsdf and Ms 
associates in secession.^' 

SIR FRANCIS BURDETT. 
<< One principal ground on which I 
give my support to the present Ad- 
ministration is, because it does prac- 
tically and in effect uphold the King^ 
in the just exercise of his prerogative.

Since this notification ivas written, 
I hare seen advertised in the news- 
papers, a meeting to take place, 
in the open air, in Covent-garden, 
on Monday next^ the 14th instant. 
To that meeting, as 1 said before, 
1 shall go^ and I understand that 
Mr. Hunt will be there also. The 
people of Westminster may, by 
possibility, have become so abo- 
minably base as to like to be bar- 
tered, like bullocks in Smithfield ; 
but^ at any rate, they shall not be 
bartered without my doing my ut- 
most to make them understand the 
nature of the transaction. I have, 
however, supposed this merely for 
argument's sake. I know they 
have been deceived, I know they 
have been cheated, I know thev 
hare been muzzled, I know they 
have been made miserable tools 
of by a selfish and rascally Rump- 
eommittee ; but I know that they 
are not corrupted ; I know that. 
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when they perceive the treason 
that has been conmiitted against 
jhem, they will repel the traitors 
with indignation ; and, I do really 
believe that this treachery, intend* 
ed to ruin their liberties for ever ; 
intended to make them slaves, in- 
finitely more base than those of 
Maryland or Virginia ; 1 do be- 
lieve that this treachery, which 
aimed at the utter extirpation of 
all hope of Reform, will be the 
cause of the triumph of Reform 
and of the destruction of the trai- 
tors.

posite the east front of St Paul's 
church. When the hour of meet- 
ing arrived, Mr. Hunt, myself 
an4 several others, who had had 
no previous communication what-^ 
soever with the parties calling 
the Meeting, went to the spot^ 
where a hustings had been erect- 
ed under the superintendence, and 
at the expense of a Committee of 
the Requsitionists. When we ar- 
rived, there were persons at woif^ 
under the direction of Mr. Lee, 
the High Constable of Westmin* 
ster, who was assisted by a great 
number of his constables, demo- 
lishing these hustings, and that, 
too, in a manner the most vio^- 
lent. 

In this object they, at last, suc« 
ceeded, to the great peril of one 
of the gentlemen of the Com- 
mittee. The hustings having been 
demolished, Mr. Hunt sent for a 
van, into which some gentle* 
men of the Committee, Mr. Hunt 
himself, I and others, got, 
and drove to the spot where 



there ever any thing better calcu- 
lated to produce in any such 
officer alacrity in accommodating 
the requesting parties ! Yet, the 
High Bailiff of Westminster 
(Morris, I think his name is), in 
a very laconic answer, and with- 
out assigning any reason what- 
ever, refused to call the Meeting ;

Another circumstance is, that

HoBHousB gave no answer of

You are aware that I had, by 
public advertisement, signified my 
intention to be present at that 
diimer, and that Mr. Hunt had 
signified a similar intention. You 
ar^ aware that these sort of din- 
ners are got up by men, if not^ac- 
tnally employed, acting in perfect 
^concert with Sir Francis Burdett, 
and with others who expect to 
derire profit in some way or other 
from the use which is made of 
such dinners. These persons first 
call themselves a Committee. 
They, bespeak the dinner ; they 
get the cards ready to sell ; they 
dispose of these to a great, part of 
the persons that are to come to 
that dinner; and, if they or their 
employers choose to go to the ex- 
pense, they can give cards away to 
any extent, and thus fill th^ rqqm 
with their own creatures^ which, 
to a certain extent^ they invariably 
do when they have reason to ex- 
pect opposition of any sort. The 
Committee then turns itself into 
"ft body of " iStewardSf' and arm 



themselves with good stout stidiLs^ 
which they politely call wamdit 
about seven feet long, with which 
wands they a£e«Md>led to give a 
good thrust in the stomach, 
to put out an eye, or, by 
an application of the butt 
end, to knock a man down. 
They station themselves in differ- 
ent parts of the room^ listen to 
the conversation of the company, 
communicate frequently with a 
select Committee of them, sta* 
tioned in an adjoining room, and, 
upon an emergency, rush aU to 
one s]^t, in order to prevent any 
one from speaking any words or 
doing any act, at all inconvenient 
to the great Jupiter, to protect 
whom against the effect of any 
speech^ is their principi^I busibess 
and olyect. 

It was manifest that there were 
great expectations with regard to 
the proceedings at this^ dinner. 
There is a cross-table at one end 
of this immense room, and diere 
a^e five tables length-wise the 
room. In the middle of the cross- 
taUe is seated 4he 
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• and, tb^n Aese . stewards - take 
- Vfon tbemselves^i not only to in- 
. vile vbom tbey please at the ex^ 

pen^ of the company in general, 
but to seat these invited parties 
along the^ides of this cross-table^

'promised Mr. Hunt that he and I

1 iog, «Qd it' was easy to perceive. 



that every p^sible previous step 
had been taken to prevent it. If 
BuRDBTT came to the dinner, of 
which there were very great 
doubts, it was clear to eYery one 
that the intention was to smotfaer 
our voices by -some means or 
other, if possible ; and, never, by 
any means, to put any que$tum 
to the vote. 

The room was very full. There 
were nearly twice as many peo- 
ple as had ever been seen at 
one of these dinners before. At 
^fQ o'clock, in marched Sir 
Glory, accompanied by Daddy 
Coke, Lord John .Russell and 
others^ whose names will be found 
in the newspaper report, which I 
shall insert by-and-by, and the 
reader will find them to be a 
whole band of place-men, pen- . 
sioners, sinecure-people, noto« 
rious .expectants, acco^ipanied 
by a downright fool or two, wha 
had been wheedled to swell the 
cort^e. As^soon as tbe dinner 
tbad been cleared away, in march- 
ed ^ couple of these pretty 

feUows called »teward8f at tbe 
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bead of a band of about twenty 
Lord Charleses and fellows of 
that description^ who were con- 
ducted round to the back of the 
cross -table, and there seated 
down in chairs ; and they bad 
manifestly beeir brought in, con- 
trary to every principle of justice 
towards the company in general, 
to ghre their votes, or to make a 
noise for Sir Glory.

The demon- 
strations were those of curiosity, of 
expectation of sport ; and not at 
all of that respect which usea for- 
merly to be shown upon these oc- 
casions. 1 was determined to put 
him upon his trial ; to have a fair 
defence from him ; to have a fair 
decision on the part of the people 
present ; to have his conduct 
fairly put to the vote^ and to cause 
all the world to be convinced that 
he dared not to meet a YOTE^ 
even in an assembly in which it 
would not be very difficult to 
prove that there were more than 
three score men who had had 
cards given to them, and who ha$l| 
in faqt, bee^, hir^d ; bec^n f^d 9fA 
hired to prevent a^iy thing l^i^ 
fairly put to the VOTJS. , , . 

J went prepaje^ to, pu.t.jiis cot-,

proposed, concluding tbe resolu-

This resohition, con- 
taining an epitome of the whole of 
bis political life, from the time 
that he proposed to tear ihe leaves 
out of the accursed red book, until 
the tiine when he went and tickled 
ihe shoulders of Canning with his 
knees, I shall insert, after inserting 
4he Newspaper report of this 
dinner ; and, then^ Gentlemen, 
you will see what wretches those

himself. I had discovered, in- 
deed ; I saw it clearly, from the 
commencement, that there was a 
great majority of members in the 
room, hostile to the Baronet. We 
had three X6 his one^but, bis were 
either stewards, who were persons 
in authority apparently 5 or, they 
were desperate hirelings, in

This 
was the plan, and on this plan the 
partisans of the Baronet acted 
throughout the meeting. 

It was not a place for making 
speeches ; it was not a place for 
entering into debates and discus- 
sions ; it was a place for drinking 
toasts; I, thereforei adopted the 
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resolution to pnropose ainendments 
tO'tod^Sj as the method, as Ihe 
channel, of bringing the Baronet's 
conduct to a VOTE. When, 
therefore, tlie old toast about Par- 
liamentary Reform was given, 1 
proposed^ before the toast was 
drunk, to make an addition, by 
way of amendment to the motion.

'* in 4Chatever shape it may appear** 



You will please to observe, 
Gentlemen, that the part which is 
in italic characters was added by 
me. What coi^ld be more just, 
what more reasonable than thi»1 
Here was nothing offensive to any 
person present^ except that per- 



son was an enemy of Parliament- 
ary' Reform; an enemy of that 
which the original toast profiSssed 
to wish for so anxiously. Yet, the 
moment the amendment was pro* 
posed, the hired crew set up a 
yell; and, after pretty nearly au 
hour spent, this part of the aflkir 
ended without any nootion ever 
having been. put to the meetitq^, 
and without the tokst ever htiviog 
been drunk at all. 

Next came the liealth of Sir 
Francis Buroett^ mored, W 
usual, by Daddy Stuftreh; bat, the 
Daddy did not, upotitbiff occasion, 
venture td call him either TFe^/^totn- 
ster's Pride or Enj^tand's Hope or 
Glory- The Daddy having made 
his motion, I, in regular order, 
rose and prop'oised an addition in - 
the way of amendment.

Now began a row in reality. 
Burdett would not put my 
amendment ; Hobhouse could get 
j\(y hearing; I begged of him to 
let my amrnidment be put ; *' for, 
saM I, ** my dear little Saacko, 
I propose nothing -but to give you 
adSdmcU thanks:' The word 
Sandio teemed to fill the little 
creature with astonishing rage. 
He snatched a " wand'* out of the 
bands of one of his stewards, d^rt* 
ed at me a furions look, and, as 
he ran along towards the end of 
thecross*-tableto get at me, upon 
my soul he put me in jnind , of 
GulliTer*8 swaggering about with 
his broad sword upon the table of 
th6 Brobynagians. Hp said, " if 
you say that again, 111 knock you 
down !*' A tremendous shout of 
laughter, in which stewaids, Lord 
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Charleses, and aU seemed to join, 
sent him back again without his 
wand, which some of them had 
got ont of his hand. 

It now became manifest that 
there was no such thing as reco- 
vering the interest of the humbug; 
that the parties' must disperse in 
disgrace, unless I could he forced 
out of the room, '* Out with 
''him! Turn him out! Down with 
*' himi All, all,, all, say turn him 
" out ! " And, on they came, 
headed by a dozen or two of 
'* stewards" with their Wands : 
one gave a poke at my stomach : 
another took ao extraordinary 
good aim at my eye with the^ 
point of his wand ; but a friea^ 
seeing it coming, snatched hold. , 
of it and broke it, and thinst ^ 
the big end of it back against ' 
his throat. Friends ' seeing • \ 
me in danger, rushed from, all . 
parts: in a minute the whole 
banditti were knocked back ; the 
Lord Charlesses in our quarter 
had, by this time, scampered off 
out of thdr chairs: Mr. Hunt 
made a d^tvmux dt 
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the (Aairs turned upside. down on 
that side; and, thongb, at the 
beginning -of the battle, I had 
been (not being upon my guard) 
torn off the table with the loss of 
part of my waistcoat, I was soon 
surrminded by a body of men, 
who, if 1 had pressed it, I verily 
beiiere, would have gone and 
plucked the Baronk from his 
chair, and tossed him out into the 
street. I discouraged every th?ng 
of the sort. 1 said, " they are 
" covered with everlasting dis- 
" grace : we have beaten them to 
" nothing ; and it is not for us to 
" commit acts of brutal violence/' 
Senie little time after this, f got 
npon the table again,- out of mere 
curiosity, to iee what the humbugs 
were at, all, now, being confusion, 
and the toasting and speech-maH- 
ing beiriggohig on in dumb show. 
Two fellows got upon the table, 
with the apparent intention to 
annoy m& Some of my friends 
jumped on to drive these fellows 
off, A battle being apparently 
approaching, others jutnped on 
in ,Uke mantser, and down came 



the table with ns all, the crasi 
keeping time with another crash 
that was going oa in the vicinage 
of the Baronet; just by whose head 
a butt end of one of his steward s 
wands bad passed, and smashed a 
pane of glass in the window be- 
hind his back. By this time, 
Daddy Coke and several others 
who had come for the purpose of 
shining as speech -makers, but who 
hari no taste,* it seems, for the 
harmony produced by these ^mm* ; 
siles, had decamped, leaving the 
honours / of the forum to Mr. 
Thompson, the Member for Dover 
(to whom, while he was speaking, 
the people cried out " Spare the 
tallow t *') to Lord John RusseH, 
and to Lord Nugent and his 
bottle companion, upon this occsl* 
sion^ the renowned Mr. Wooler, 
who was called forth and who . 
actually majle a speech, not de^ 
fending the conduct, but apo- , 
loffizina: for the conduct of 
the Honourable Baronet in t^e 
Chair, as he called him, while I 
exclaimed to the Baronet, " Mi- 
^'^ sery brings a man acquainted 



*' with strange bed-fel!o^vs ! " " 
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Willis does appear lo have been 
too mu9h even for tbe iUll^n Ba- 
roriejt (o bear ; i^q4 up he got» 
inarched off with the remnant oi 
bi9 retinue, amidst the clapping 
of the weU-stufied hirelings, the 
mppings of the stewards upon 
tbe floor, and the hissings and 
hfootlngs of all the rest of the 
assembly, 

The close was perfectly worthy 
of all the rest ; for, Mr. Jeremiah 
Harmeh^ Sir Francis Burdett's 
London Attorney, in who^e ser- 
vice Mr. Wooler now is, made a 
m^im^ tailing 3fr. Wooler to the 
CAatr, * in which Mr. Harmer's 
client bad Just been sitting. Many 
of tbe remaining part of tbex^mi- 
l^nj pressed Mr. Hunt to take 
the Chair ; but Mr. Hunt apolo- 
gised by saying that, though he 
shbuld be very happy to comply 
with tbe wishes of tbe company^ he 
would never disgrace himself so 
Much as byr sitting in a chair that 
bad been siiten in by Sir Francis 
Bttidett. 

This was a proper finish. 
Hiete was no staying any longer : 
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here ended the career of Sir 
'* Glory ; " and, now let us wait 
for the next title that he is to 
receive* 

I conclude with requesting you. 
Gentlemen, to observe, that, botb^ 
•n tfie report of tbe proceedings 
of this meeting which I haviegiven 
from the Morning Chronicle, and 
in the extracts which 1 have given 
in the resolution which was to , 
have been moved at this Meeting, 
1 npeak not my own words, J give . 
you not my own opinions of me^ 
or of things ; but 1 give yoa 
matter which is upon record, wbieh 
is in print, and which lias been 
said, not by rae, but by Sir Francis 
Burdett. When yoq have read 
all these, judge noj of other men 
by what he has asserted at varioua 
times; but judge of bim by what 
he has asserted ; for, if he spoke 
falsely or truly, be stands, now, 
convicted of the greatest political 
inconsistency, of the most flagrant 
destitution of political principle, . 
that ever was beheU in inortd 
man.

«« of Parliament,— the only effectual 
" remedy for all our national grievances ; 
« -^#ik/ a hearty prayer m our pari, 
" that his AJajesty tcill he spaciously 
*< pleased to chase from his Councils in- 
** stantly and for ever^ the Minister , who 
'' has had the audacity to declare, that 
« hi will oppose to the last hour of his 
" Parliamentary life, a Reform' of the 
' *< Commons" House of Parliament, in 
<* whatever shape it may appear" 

Mr. Sturch came forward to propose 
the neitt toast, which, he said, was cer- 
tainly not a new one, but one that had 
been received in that very room for 
twenty successive yt-ars, with every ex- 
pression of cordial approbation and ap- 
plause. He himself had had the honour, 
and, he would add, the pleasure of pro- 
posing the toast now put in his hand, as 
many who had been in the habit of at- 
tending the anniversary of the glorious 
triumph of Westminster would know. 
But before he proposed the toast— [Here 
there was a pati.se, and a cry of ** You 
.must deliberate." Great laughter.] — 
He certainly did not intend to trouble 
the lyieeting with any thing like an at- 
tempt at a speech ; yet they would allow 
him to state, that when be had the ho- 
nour of proposing tliis toast cit the last 
..Anniversary, he had no expectetiou then 
that it ever would be liis lot to propose 
it again. Being advanced in years, no 
doubt many persons would think he 
ought to resign the office to abler bands, 
especially as it was the fashion at the 
present day for great men to resign, 
thinking tliev had held their offices long 
. enough, and, as others had thought, 
f much too lonff. [Great cheering,] If 
.any were of this opinion, they exactly 
. comcided with hims^elf. At first he had 
. intended to resign his office, with all 
its emoluments aud toils f'^nghter]; 
and should have done s6, bad it not been 
that he was afraid that many who had 
usually heard the toast given from his 
.lips would have been led to con- 
i cuide that he had deserted the men 
viho had never deserted the cause of 
. puplic liberty [great cheers] , and he 
was sure wfio never would, as long as 
■ they lived. [Omtiimed applause.JTweuty 
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years had rolled away,markinf the steady 
conduct, priuciplo, spirit, and high ta- 
lents of that Honourable Baronet, since 
?ie had c^ned on the inhabitants of West- 
minster to elect him, and since he had 
been elected by an overwhelming majo- 
rity. He looked back -with pleasure on 
those days, because he was enabled still 
to see the same man in^he Chair [Hear, 
hear, hear! and great confusion]— to 
declaref his acknowledged principles, aud 
appear as a standard for all the world. 
He, therefore, rewiced in once naore 
proposing the heaftn of that HouowaUe 
Btironet ; he hoped it would be proposed 
for many years. to come, aud that ifhen 
all present would be removed in the 
coui-se of nature, that the inhabitants of 
Westminister would ever afterwards 
maintain that independent spirit — that 
ardent aud zealous love of liberty for 
which the Honourable Baronet had been 
so highly distinguished; [Hear'.l and 
that they would be able to .«preaa tliat 
love througliout the country, till Eng- 
land, Scotland,, and Ireland, were con- 
vinced that it was the only effectiml 
security for having a good GoVcrnmeht. 
[Hear,'hear !] He then proposed " The 
** health of t(teir Representative, Sir 
" Ftancis Burdi^tt, the grcit consistent 
** advocate of the right* and freedom of 
** the people, whose long and disinie- 
^* rested zealous exertions in their ser- 
" vice entitled him to the gratitude and 
** esteem of the country ." [Lbudcireem, 
waving of handkerchiefs, and great con- 
fusion for upwards of Are miuutes.]^ 

Mr. CoBBBTT here mounted the table 
amidst great uproar, and often attempted 
to speak, but coiild not be heard. 

Sir Francis Burdett then rose, with 
a view to restore order, which only in- 
creased the confusion for upwards of a 
quarter of an hour. At last, on being 
permitted to speak, be said— If the Gen- 
tlemen present would only favour him 
for a short time, be hoped to be able to 
restore trauquillhy. When a toast jVas 
proposed, every man present had a right 
either to drink that toast, or to object to 
it; the present was the only time at 
whicli an objection could be made to the 
toast that had been proposed ; and it 
appeared to him (tlie Honourable Chair- 
man) that it would be for the conve- 
nience of the Meeting, and better, in 
every point of view, with respect to 
Public Meetings, and to the chiuracters 
of such Meetings in the eyes of the pub- 
lic, that any objections to bo made 
should good-naturedly be heard. He 
knew that, as Chairman, he had no 
power excq>t what the Meeting itksefittd 
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liim with } tbat power was to pi'efjerve 
regularity. If there was any irregularity, 
he trusted he shoi]^ liave power enough 
to subdue it ; but so far oothiug appear- 
ed to him irregular, and tlierefore he 
trusted the Gentleman who attempted to 
oppose the driukiog of the toast, would 
be heard at this his only opportunity. 
[Applause.] 

Mr. CoBBETT then said, if the Meet- 
ing would observe the same silence 
while he addressed it that had beeu paid 
to Sir Francis Burdett, he would pledge 
himself to take up as little time as the 
Hon. Baronet had done. He was bold to 
s^, that there were persons, and espe- 
cially when he looked at his left hand 
{alluding to the great botly of the Meet- 
ing), that there ^were persons present, 
ana he believed the majority ef the Meet- 
ing, who were anxious to object to the 
toast, as well as himself, unless they got 
an explanation of some very extraordf- * 
nary circumstances which had made 
their appearance in public, within the 
last three weeks. The Electors of Westr 
minster bad expressed as much to him, 
and he would put it to the vote of the 
MeetinfT by and by, if the Honourable 
Chairman would allow him« who were 
for, and who against his. proposition 
[great applause and confusion] . Every 
man had a right to be at this Meeting 
who had paid for his card— every man 
who ivas an Elector of Westminster es- 
pecially ; and sniely he had some right 
to be here abo»'e children not born then, 
he having taken an active part in the 
▼cry first election fvery great confusion]*. 
The Meeting would get nothing by their 
damour. He would pledge himself that 
they <}id not go off without |)unishroent 
one way or othei' for their clamour 
rn]uch]audjter,and continued applause] . 
The Gentiemen present might drink the 
health of a fellow with a pot of beer in 
his hand, and care not a farthing 
whether the Devil had that fellow or not 
in three minutes afterwards ; but when 
a toast like the present was given, it was 
to go forth to the public as the solemn 
opinion, and the aecided declaration of 
those who constituted the Meeting, and. 
In short, to stamp their characters, and 
the characters of the Electors of West- 
minster. By the toasts Mr. Sturch had 
proposed, the Meeting approved of the 
principles of the present Government, as 
far as they could learn^ tho^e principles, 
and the too apparent principles of Sir 
Francis Burdett [hear, hear ! and great 
uproar]. For his own part, he totally 
disapproved of the conduct of their Re- 
.presentative; and if Mr. Sturch would 



only permit him to make a slight addi- 
tion to the toast, he would not trouble 
the Mcetinjy; a uiomeut longer. The 
toast, in plain English, expressed appro- 
bation of the long-tried conduct ot Sir 
Francis Burdett, as a friend of Pai'lia- 
raeutary Reform — nay, and as a con- 
sistent man [much confusion]. He call- 
ed upon the Meeting to be manly in 
-their conduct, and to dare the world 
with the just and true addition which he 
should propose to the toast respecting 
their Representative, who now sat be- 
hind a man who, all his life loug,-as 
well as his family, according to his own 
declaration, had been sapping the public 
[great applause and conifusiou] . It was 
true that that individual liad had a sine- 
cure fhr the last thirty years. Sir Fran- 
cis, he avowed, sat at the back of that man 
— countenanced that man — had pledged 
himself to siipport that man rhear!]. 
He maintained tnat that was the Englisn 
of the toast. The family of thai man had 
received 17,000/. or 18,000/. of the public 
money in pensions. He himself had re- 
ceived, in sinecures, about 18,000/. of the 
public money, and he was the implacable 
— the abusive— the scurrilous — ^the ril- 
lanous~the calumnious, and the etemal 
enemy of Reform. [Confusion and ap- 
plause, which lasted several minutes.] 
Add this to the toast, and he (Mr.'Cob- 
bctt) would have no objection to its pass- 
ing [much laughter]. Sir Frauds Bur- 
dett, whose conduct had been applauded, 
namely, down to the present aay, had 
now gone across (he House and placed 
himself at the back of Canning the 
abuser— the mortal enemy of Parlia- 
mentary Reform ; and yet Mr. Sturch 
applauded him for being consistent ! At 
the very last Anniver>ary Sir Francis 
Burdett called the House of Commons a 
political Soilom [cheers and confusion] . 
Sir Francis now sat and said nothing ; 
bujt he (Mr. C.) would repeat, that on 
this very day twelvemonth their Repre- 
sentative declared, in the very room in 
which they were now assembled, that tiie 
House of Commons was overwhelmed 
by a scum such as was never before found 
on the face of the earth [hissing ahd 
cla|>ping]. The reason, he added, of 
this scum was, because so little of the 
pnblic voice oi the people was heard *in 
that House, and because so few good men 
were found there— the House of Copi- 
mons was a polhical Sodom. He (Mr. 
C.) said, therefore, that the Meetins 
coul4 not, according to the cherishea 
principles^ of Westminster, drink the 
present toast, unless they compromised 
those principles. Sir Francis Burdett' 
had said^ in allusion to Catholic £mancl« 
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tnaareffniedlapiitUieAmeDdtDnil, at i

confessing the weakness of human na* 
tttie, lie should deal fairly by them j and 
say, that he did uot mean to desert them, 
ttuid he- thought t^t when thef disco-

great priuciple of religious liberty, the 
acknowledgment of which would secure 
to alt men what he thought thev ought to 
possesS'-^the enjoyment of their civil 
rights, without any limitiUion on ao- 
comitof their religious opinions [cheers] 
He thought it au unjust, an impolitic, 
and-au indefensible act for any Govern-, 
inant to sav that any well conducted man 
within its dominions, who possessed ta 
leats that q\ialified him for office, should 
be excluded from it on account of his rdi- 
giottsopinions [applause]. If the question 
of. Catholic Kmaucipatiou should be car- 
riedi it would be an utter impossibility 
that any civil disability sho.ifid continue to 
exisivi^th respect to any other class of 
persons whi>se religious opinions did not 
coincide with those of the Church. In 
doing all he could to support that ques-r 
tiont be was therefore, advocating the 
extension of the principle of religious 
feeltngin the fullest manner ^ and though 
the present head of the Administration 
vrat.not actually pledged to cai-ry the 

Saestion, yet thei'e could be no doubt 
lat heivould give it his utmost support. 
Of th.U question the Right Hon. Gent, 
bad long been the able aud powerful 
sidirocate; and though he (Sir F. liurdettj 
bad^ in other times aud under other cir- 
cuiastances^ been opposed to that Right 
Hoii.

Sir FiuNcis Bdrhett again appeared 
upon the table, and as' Chairman of the 
Meeting called upon them to preserve 
order. The call appeared, however, to 
be unanswered; tne riotous confusion 
still prevailed, and at the end of a very 
warm altercation in Mr. Cobbett's corner, 
we observed h|m get upon the table with 
his waistcoat somewijat disordered, and 
his countenance exbibitiug marks of ill- 
suppressed irritation. 

Mr. Hobhouse renewed bis attempt to . 
obtain a hearine, and was for a few mo* 
ments successful. He observed that 
every body must know, sudi dissensions 
as these were only' grateful to the-ene- 
mie.s of j)ublic liberty [applause]. He 
earnestly implored them to restore tran- 
quillity to the Meeting, and then they 
would be able to judge of the conduct of 
their Representatives, who only demand* 
ed a fair hearing to be fullyjtistifled [ap- 
plau?e] . If t hat fair hearing was afforded, 
lie was sure every body would gd^bome 
contented.— Here the scene of coufosion 
was rent'wetl^ and aft^r some little time, 

Mr. WooLER ]>reseoted himself on the 
table, and said, if it was pa^^slble to re- 
duce that clrnos to order, if it was not 
intended to make that Meeting a very 
bear garden — if tliei-e were men there 
who had heads on their shoulders, and 
reaKou in their heads, heentreated them to 
be silent while he addressed them for a 
few moments. He had borne witli feel- 
ings of disgust, which he could scarcely 
master, the scene which had just passed 
hefore iiim ; but as there were circum- 
stances which had called him from the 
political arena,' and as the Judges of tlie 
land had denied him tlie iocus in quo of 
any more than indiridifal existence, he 
h;i(l at first hesitated whether he should 
address them. There were, .however, 
circumstances which called on men, and 
almost on beings less than men, to per- 
form their duty to the public. One great 
ditficulty whicl} the Chairman had felt, 
arose from the circumstance tliat he who 
lilled the Chair was the person whose 
conduct was challenged; and his sense 
of delicacy in one way interfered whh 
his sense of duty in another. It was not 
a little that would calb him (Mr. Wooler) 
into action, but when the flag was hoifitea 
he would rather go down- with it, -than 
yield the contest. He contended, -that 
as the character of Sir F. Burdett, as 
theii' Representative, was the subject of 
discufiston^ the Hon. Baronet had had 
a right, if he wa9 able, to show that his 
conduct was perfectly iustifiable* No

Two great personages are now 
before us: the OM Lady of 
Thread needle- street, and the old 
badgered and ballered Sir Glory, 



whom some of us had staiiding 
before us, on the 23d of lliu] 
month, in the character of a poli- 
tical cijlprit, wriggling, twisting, 
shuffling, whimpering and canting, 
till even his own hired and ktuffed 
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ruffians seemed to be ashamed of 
the exhibition.

he may expect to get from Can^- 
ning ; how far from being as solid 
as the foundations of the hills, is 
even the title of that estate which 
he values, apparently, beyond his 
soul itself. This great, gawky 
personage, speaking last year to 
a gentleman that I know, said, 
^' Cobbett may say what he will,

** paper-money.** 

The great oaf did not perceive, 

apparently, that it was nol- the 

quantity of money, but xthe price 

of things that he ought to have 

kept in his eye. Only think what 

a fool a fellow must be; only 

think what a pretty law-giver, to 

imagine that money ought to be . 

increased ar the quantity of goods 

is increased. At that rate, there 

must be ati additional parcel of 

money issued in consequence of a 

great harvest or a great crop of 

apples. But, it is waste of time 

and an insult to you, my friends, 

to give any serious answer to such 

a staring fool, who is just as fit as 

that fish- woman that I see now, 

going along the street with a 

basket of mackerel ; who is just

as fit as she is to suggest means 
for the potting of this troubled 
state of things to r^hts. He seems 
to understand not one single souna 
principle connected with the sub- 
ject; he is notoriously too Jazy to 
go into the detail, even if he un- ' 
derstood'the principles; and, if 
he had all the other requisite qua- 
lities, he wants the courage, the 
steadiness, the political pluck, to 
make even a slight attempt to 
carry any necessary measure into 
execution.

*^ Assuming it to b6 desirable to 
retain a paper money cunrency con- 
vertible on demand, the gr^at quesr 
tion for consideration is, bow* that 
paper money can be so regulated as 
to afford the greatest secui:ity for re- 
ceivers, both as regards the soUditj 
of the issuer, and the power of ob- 
taining coin for the same on de- 
mand. 

<' In order to obtain those objects, 
it is necessary^ in the first instance, 
to free the paper money, as far as 
may be possible, from the efiEects of 
what has been termed panic. In a 
great commercial country like this, 
periods of speculation and overtrade 
ii)g may frequently aris6; still, no 
event of that nature ought, under 
proper regulation oftlie currency, to 
affect the credit of the paper money, 
the discredit of which has hitherto 
tended very greatly to aggravate the 
evils which we have in such times 



sustameik. Now, under the present 
system of issues by the Bank of 
England, and 'the country bankers, 
there is the greatest difficulty, 
amounting almost to an impractica- 
bility, of so regulating the paper 
money currency as to attain the ob- 
jects immediately referred to. The 
confliction of action and interest be- 
tween these two description of issues . 
is the main difficulty; the fact being 
that, as prices expand, and even 
where the notes are returning upon 
the Pank for gold to be exported, the 
issues of the country bankers are ex- 
tending, and are never attempted to 
be withdrawn, until the Bank makes 
an evident demonstration to the 
country of contracting from a con- 
tinuance of the drain upon that es- 
tablishment for gold. That action, 
though of the most trifling amount, 
immediately lays the foundation of 
alarm, and the paper money issued 
by the country bankers becomes 
discredited, before they can be pro- 
vided to meet the run upon their es- 
tablishments. Stoppage is the con- 
sequence with many; and although 
they may eventually realize sufficient 
assets to meet their engagements to 
the actual holders of the notes, yet 
the country has to sustain all the 
evils attendant on the first discredit, 
and which no final payment can ever 
alleviate. It is in this state of dis- 
credit, attending the private paper 
money currency, that the Bank of 
England is looked to, not only for 
gold in exchange for its own notes, 
but also to supply ^an almost 4nstan- 

T 2 
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taneous demand to a very great ex- 
tent on the part of those D>untry 
bankers vrho have the command 
of funded or other tangible property, 
to offer as security, the magnitude 
of which internal demand for gold 
actually places the Bank in the 
greatest possible danger, and with 
^ that danger the credit of the country 
is placed at hazard. ^ 

** It may, perhaps, be deserving of 
consideration, whether the hazard 
and difficulties of our present system 
might not be obviated by confining 
the issue of the paper money cur- 
rency to one body of undoubted so- 
lidity; and believing that such a 
measure, if practicable, could not be 
80 satisfactorily carried into effect as 
by the Bank of England, under pro- 
per and effkUni parliamentary regida- 
tions, it is proposed that the paper 
of that corporation should be that 
alone permitted to circulate. There 
cpuld, however, be no objection to 
tlie substitution of any other body 
of equal credit, which might be 
deemed more advantageous for the 
country. In thus limiting the issue 
to one body, the accommodation and 
advantage derived by the public from 
the coiintry banks ought to be pre- 
served as far as may be practicable ; 
and which, it is presun>ed, might be 
effected by continuing ui that chan- 
nel the issue of the paper money 
proposed to be adopted, in such man- 
ner and at such rate of interest as 
may afford a fair proportion of the 
advantage which the country bankers 



have for so many years been p^rmitp 
ted to enjoy in th^r own cir^lation* 
It remains; therefore, to be shown, 
in what mode a plan of that nature 
could be adopted. 

" The advantage hitherto derived 
by the countiy bankers upon their 
issues may be estimated at 5 per 
cent, per annum ; from which, how- 
ever, should be deducted :— • 

** 1. The expense of priming, issu- 
ing, &c. 

** 2, The stamp duty. 

<' 3. The interest on the amount 
of Bank of England paper, or bullion, 
which they ov^ht to keep to rbeet 
returns. 

*\4i. The ri$k of loss in times of ge^ 
neral discredit of ^ivate paper moneys 
upon realizing funded or other prO' 
perty, which under the present sys^m 
has generally occurred once in four or 
five years; and there appears no rca^ 
son to suppose that it will occur less 
frequently hereafter^ 

" These deductions may be fairiy 
estimated at from ,2 to 3 per cent 
per annum, the residue-forming the 
amountpf net profit. It might there- 
fore be proposed that every country 
banker, withdrawing his own paper 
circulation, should receive that of 
the Bank of England to the same 
amount at a reduced r^t& of interest, 
giving to that corporation security 
for such issue; one-third of which 
should be in bills of exchange, or 
other convertible securities, which, 
in the event of a contraction becom- 
ing necessary to correct the ex- 
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changes, might be withdrawn by the 
Bank upon three months' notice, in 
£ums not exceeding 5)000/. in suc- 
cession ; and any sums so withdrawn 
should, if required, be again re-issua- 
ble i^ the same manner, and upon 
the same terms. The remaining 
two- thirds to be a permanent ad- 
vance upon funded or landed pro- 
perty^ during the term of the Bank 
pharter, at the option of the bor- 
rowers. 

" The country bankers would thus 
derive the full, benefit between the 
rate of interest paid to the Bank, and 
that which they would obtain from 
their borrowers, free from all anxiety 
arbing from panics, and from other 
causes discrediting private paper mo- 
ney. There might, perhaps, be some 
little difficulty in laying down regu- 
lations for keepihg up this system 
upon the dissolution of existing coun- 
try establishments : that difficulty 
might, in all probability, be goj over 
when the details of the plan came to 
be considered. 

" The Bank paper thus, proposed 
for circulation might be issued from 
the branch banks established in cen- 
tral parts of the country, .affording 
the facilities of exchange, and pay- 
ment in coin when demanded ; and 
from which branch banks any further 
issue might be made upon dis> 
/:»unt at the current rate of interest, 
which might b^ required 6y the ex- 
pansion of prices, so long as the eX' 
cimngeswere in favour of the country ; 
thus affording at all times a full and 
efficient currency. In order to give 



the desired effect to a plan of this de« 
scription, it would be essential to ob- 
tain the concurrence of the majority 
of the country banking interest, and 
which, from a limited inquiry that 
has been made^ it is thought would he. 
given, provided no material difficulty 
arose in arranging of details. And, 
finally, to give stability to the system, 
the Bank of England should be re- 
quired to publish in the Gazette every 
quarter, Aie amount of notes in cir- 
culation, with the bullion, and secu- 
rities in deposit, that the public might 
be apprised of any fluctuation in 
either paper or bullion whi6h might 
occur, and which publication ^would, 
it is conceived, be a sufficient security 
against any undue use of the power 
thns placed in the hands of the bank. 
" It is presumed, that by the fore- 
going plan all the advantages and 
convenience of the counfry bank es- 
tablishments might be retained, and 
permanent solidity be given to our 
paper inoney currency, no contraction 
ever being likely to occur, except in 
the event of a continuance of an un- 
favourable exchange,- and the conse- 
quent return of paper upon the Bank 
and its branches for gold to be ex- 
ported, which return of paper, if not 
im providently re-issued by the Bank, 
would in all probability be sufficient 
to correct the exchanges, and bring 
back the gold which might haVe 
passed abroad. If the demand, how- 
ever, for gold should at any time be 
very rapid and extensive, it might, 
possibly, in such case, require some, 
trifling check, either by contraction 
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of the paper circulating throughout 
the country/ or by a liroitatipn of the 
mercantile discounts at the Bank, the 
effect of which would be to contract 
at an early period that part of the 
currency which may be termed col^ 
lateral*-viz. bills of exchange and 
credits ; thus lowering tiie prices of 
commodities, so as to render ihem 
cheaper ^ticles of payment to the 
foreigner than the bullion previously 
required. 

^* If, updn giving this subject the 
fullest consideration, it should be 
deemed objectionable, to confine the 
issue of paper money to one body, 
it appears to be doubtful whether any 
teal and effectual security cait be giv^n 
against the recurrence of the evils we 
have so lately sustained. So long as 
the Bank and the maf^ exist together, 
80 long will the latter always fiest 
upon the former in the day of distress 
and discredit: and from what has 
hitherto so frequenUy occurred, it 
may be confidenUy asserted, that un- 
der the great exbting s^te of our 
paper money, the Bank, continuing 
to act as heretofore, must necessarily 
incur the greatest risk of stoppage^ and 
thereby place at hazard the very credit 
of the cow^try, 

<< In considering the preceding 
statement, the foUowing principle 
should be admitted :— that all sup- 
posed vested interests either in the 
Bank of England or other establish-i 
ments issuing paper money, should 
be deemed subservient to the national 
interests ; cons^uentiy the security 
of general property should form the 



only object of consideration in any 
plan for substituting paper money far

The. first thing to observe on j« 
this ; tbftt .this circular must hav« 
been put forth with the conmr* 
renciB of the Miniiiers ; becanae, 
that which it proposes, cannot he 
carried into effect, ^witfaont the 
concurrence of the Ministers and 
the Parliament. For instance, it 
proposes that the old mother-bank 
should supply all her young devil- 
banks with paper-money: This 
she cannot do, without a new Act 
of Parliament, because the ber^ 
self cannot, now, according to law, 
make small paper^mmiey j to Aat, 
it is cleftr aaday-I%ht, thai aba 
must have had the sanction of tte 
Grovemment before she sent forA 
this circular. Judge, then, my 
friends, what a pretty state we are 
in ; judge you of this '' solid sjta- 
tem of finance," as flabbergftstar 
Pitt used to call it; judge jou of 
the ^^mountainof paper i'' thebaae 
of which, according to'* the great" 
Mr. CMiohig, the ''liberal "Mr. 
Canning, the <* enlightened '* Mr. 
Canning, whose shoulders are 
tickled alternately by the knees of 
Burdett, Brougham and Tiemey ,* 
judge you, my friends, of this 
mountain of paper, the base of 
which the flashy Cannmg tells as, 



18 SO nicely '' irrigated with 
goW"l Things must be in a 
pretty state, when a sort of jug- 
glery like this is going on ; when 
the Government makes use of an 
organ like this to feel its way 
aboot ; and, when this organ itself 
is, in fact, neither more nor less 
than a dependent branch of the 
GoTemment. 

The next thing to observe is, 
that this Old Lady declares to the 
country-bankers ; tleclares to the 
country itself, that another panic 
must come; that there is noway 
of obviating another panic : ano- 
ther paiiic is a blowing-up of the 
system, Burdett*s '* march of 
mind" and altogether; another 
panic means a blowing of Tierney 
away from the Mint, of Brougham 
away from the bait that he has in 
his eye ; another panic means the 
scattering of the whole thing and 
all those appertaining to it into 
the air or under the ground or 
somewhere or other, as completely 
as the timbers and tiles and other 
things belonging to apawder-mill 
are blown away by one of those 
es^plbsions that now and then take 
place: another panic means all 
this, and it means, probably, a 
reducing of shifty and shuffling 
Burdett to a state of life such as 
be ought to be reduced to : but, 
mean what it will; if it mean only 
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what it meant.Iast time, its mean- 
ing is pretty satisfactory; mean 
what it will, here we have it open- 

• 

ly decl$ired by the Old Lady her- 
self, that come it must^ unless the 
present system be changed; un- 
less the power of making bank- , 
notes be taken from the country- 
bankers ; unless all the notes be 
made at one bank; and then^ may it 
please your old devilish Ladyship, 
what is there for the paper to rest 
upon but the Government stock, 
the Government promises to pay T 
What is that but a Government 
paper-money, such as they have 
in Austria and Russia ; and what 
is that but the beginning of a 
sponge, which, if it could possibly 
be carried into execution, must 
leave a million of people, in and 
c^hout London^ without bread to 
put in their mouths ! This is what 
will pinch you, old Daddy Bur- 
dett : here is a body that the bread- 
taxers and the parsons will be 
unable to cope with. Here are 
half a million of men, able-bodied 
men, assembled in and about tbib 
Wen. Destroy the yalue of the 
paper, or greatly lessen it; pay 
the interest of the debt in that de- 
preciated paper, though you find 
the means of paying the soldiers 
and sailors in gold ; pay the in- 
terest of that debt in depreciated 
paper, and you have this half mil- 
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lion of aWeJiodicd men to per- 
Buade to lie down and die quietly, 
wilhout an* effort to get food and 
drink. Faith, Daddy Bufdett, 
that wiH put your eloquence to 
the test! I am afraid, that the 
hungry half million will not wait 
for the '* march of mind/' and will 
feel little consolation in reflecting 
that if they could but get victuals 
and drink, they would, in this 
^* enlightened age,'' be weighed 
and measured by the beating of a 
pendulum in sixty-two degrees of 
Fareoheit't thermometer. 

Last year. Canning, Huskisson, 
Robinson, Peel, all' declared that 
(hey never would return to Bank- 
restriction. They passed an Act 
to put a total end to one-pound 
notes in the course of three years. 
I petitioned them, begged them to 
reduce the taxes more than one- 
half ; for, that, if they did not, and 
if they adhered io the Bill that 
they had just passed about the 
small notes, they would produce 
sufferings absolutely intolerable. 
They persevered : the base and 
stupid reptiles of the press have 
been asserting and are asserting 
now, that things are coming about ; 
Mr. Canning says the same thing ; 
but, in the midst of all this, out 
comes, the old she badger from 
Threadneedle-street, and tells her 
offspring, that the present system 



must be totally obang^ orihitC 
another panic must com^. 

Now, my friends, belbre w^ go 
further, pray look at the first of 
the two mottos of this letter. Itls 
taken from Mr. Thomas Atti^^ood's 
letter to Sir John Sinclair, written 
in December, 1825, written in the 
midst of the *' panic.*' Sinclair is 
a Privy Counsellor, and, really; it 
is a pity that Attwood is not,'too^ 
instead of being merely a Bir- 
mingham iron man. The doctrine 
of these two worthies is this, that all 
we want is plenty of paper-money : 
that all the distress has arisen from 
the want of a sufficient quantity of 
paper-money. When the " late 
panic" took place, they found their 
doctrine rather upset, seeing that 
they were compelled to acknow- 
ledge that it was the great quan- 
tity of paper-money that had pro- 
duced the panic. This was un- 
deniable; no blackguard jew, even, 
had the audacity to deny this-^; 
and, therefore, these two worthies 
were a good deal puzzled. They 
soon, however, found out a reme- 
dy for all the distresses of tho 
country. They proceeded thus : 
" What caused the panic 1 Peo- 
^* pie running to the bankers for 
" feoM. — What caused people to 
'* run to the bankers for gold I 
" Because gold was wanted to 
" send out of the country.— Why 
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>' .)«a»goId wanted to be seiit ont of 
*^ the country! Because you could 
V send a aoverdgn to Paris and 
'' gei ft fiank of England note and 
** a sixpence for it, — What, then, 
»" is the remedy ? Compel people 
" /o ^e paper instead of gold, 
*''Hai^e another Bank restriction 
*' and le^al tender : that is the 
" only security for the country." 
Thus, these two worthies, two 
great philosophers, great politi- 
ciaQs and statesmen concluded. 
But, Peel and Canning, and Ro- 
binson and Huskisson were bound 
to the contrary, and there was 
the gridiron everlastingly staring 
them in the face. Mr. Attwood 
says, that Castlereagh ** found 
that he was wrong" and that he 
*♦ died of a broken heart" What 
soft expressions your ironmonger 
politicians can find out when they 
like to use them, if this Mr. 
Attwood had been speaking of a 
radical, of which \ class, by the 
bye, he speaks in a most beast- 
ly manner, in his stupid pam- 
phlet ; if he had been speaking of 
a radical, he would not have said 
" died of a broken heart'; " he 
would hai^ said that he cut his 
throat at North Cray in Kent ; 
but, at any rate, I challenge him 
(Attwood, 1 mean) to make out, it 
he can, what the devil this fellow 
should cut his throat for, on ac- 

I 



count of. the' ruin that he saw jii 
the country, vriien he had coolly 
called the people.of England thg 
basest populace ; when he had as 
coolly brought in a Bill to shut 
them up at his own discretion and 
that of Sidmouth ; when he, a fel- 
low from Ireland, had had the 
audacity coolly to recommend 
that Englishmen should be set to 
work to dig holes one day and fill 
them up the ncAtt; I challenge 
him to make out, if he can, ^why 
this felbw should have cut his 
throat, merely on account of the 
ruia which he saw in the country, 
when it is notorious that it was 
Peel and Canning more than it 
was Castlereagh, that eflfected 
the passing of Peel's Bill. Cas« 
tlereagh assented to the Bill, but 
was by no means a great advocate 
of it ; and the good of it is, that he 
had just brought in and caused to 
be passed a Bill, which partly 
repealed Peel's Bill, at the time 
when he cut his throat. The 
Small-note Bill was passed in 
the month of Julv, and Castle- 
reagh cut his throat on the 12lh 
of August following. So thaf this 
is a pure invention of this delicate 
and tender-hearted man of iron, 
who chooses to represent radicals 
as the enemies of their country,. 
This man of iron says, that he 
KNOWS that Castlereagh saw 
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the nun whMr penraded Englaod 
at Aat lima.' ThU it not verjr 
w^nderfbl: he matt iMtre been 
staik<tariag mad, indeed/ if he 
had not seen that, for many years 
belbre; but, when tbe^maa «f iron 
^ajrs that he can almott aay that 
H£ KNOWS, that the seeing of 
the country's tuia killed Castle- 
reagh, I %ay that I do not believe 
the man of iron ; that I believe he 
is as regardiess of truth in his ac- 
count, of Castl«*eagh*s feelings as 
beisin hit description of the cha- 
racters and motives of the radi- 
cals. In shorty this Attwood is a 
fellow with a great parcel of mo- 
sey* and most likely he waiUs to 
be-aj^rd. He thinks that the 
abuse of the radicals will help to 
pave the way for him ; and he has 
net sense enough to see; his think- 
ing faculties are insufficient to 
eaable him to perceive, jdiat even 
if his own paper^scbemes could 
be adopted, there would be an 
end of the whole of the system in 
Which he wishes to thrive and 
hopes to shine. 

. Castlereagh knew nothing of 
the subject: he i^as an empty fel- 
low, as far as related to such 
matters. His speeches in 181 6| 
when he began the talk about the 
efibcts of a *' sudden tr^insUio/i 
from war ia peuce,** and when 1 
l»egan to laugh at him for the ^tu^

pididea. These q^eecW^bonei 
that he understood n^ more abeat 
the matter than « baby^ The 
coroner and the Kentish ^lyv 
or the witnesses, were' perjure^ 
basely perjured^ if he had <no< 
been mad for several weeiur' be^ 
fore he cut his thioat,. though he 
\vas, at the same time, ba^ 
of. the Home of Commtmei uaA, 
during the King's absence in - 
Scotland, had the charge of. the 
offices of all the three Seccetariea 
of State^ There is nothing verji 
interesting in thisboM assevtionef 
the man of iron. The Duke of 
Wellington wrote a letter at the 
time of Castlereagh'^ de>ath, say* 
ing something about his having 
been over-worked. , It secerned to 
be a pretty hard point to make 
out ; and, therefore, why did 
not the man- of iron hasten up 
to London to state the cause of 
his putting his throat, if he Was 
'' almost sure of it." ! This man 
of iron has a great deal to answer 
for, observe, if he. is now almotC 
sure that Castlereagh (CUt his 
throat because he saw the distresa 
of the country : the man of iron* 
most have seen some symptoms <tf 
a disposition to perforn^ thisexploil 
with the pen-knife. It is impes«l» 
ble that anybody can believe blm^ 
when he says that he is afanort 
9ure that Castlereagh cut his 
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tbffOftt^ii Ait leoft ; it it impotsible 
to Miere Attwood when he a^ys 
thts^n^iduHit believtnf^tbat Attwood 
had mem wmme symptoms of a de- 
uga on the piitt of Castlereagh to 
kHl himself: J rq^t, that it It 
iinpettible to beUeTe ihat Atlwood 
can iMAT tffMOtf $tiy that he knows 
thai Gastkreagh x^ hit throat 
(mik thit tttune, without beljeYing 
that Attwood fyeroeired tome 
sjtaptomtof an mtention to cause 
self-dettrnction. Attwood, there- 
fore, n^wattertt a falsehood^ or he 
yi$m gmltj ofa teandabus neglect . 
of duty, a mott base as ^ell as a 
mett tctindalotis neglect of duty^ 
in not Gdmniuoicating his almost 
hoowladge to some Minister of 
the King, or, at least, to|herela- 
tionr'of Castlereagh himself: it 
comes to this, Mr. Thomfit Alt- 
woodi according to his own show* 
ing, hat a heart at hard at the me- 
tal that he dealt in, or he is a mott 
iBtttflbmble coxcomb, wanting to 
patt himtelf ojQT at familiar with 
and in the tecpett of ttatesqien and 
men of high rank.

their entertaining which he. pro<f 
duces not a thadow of proo& Ah, 
Mr. Attwood, you and the whoia 
of the insolent crew of.caliHnnif^ 
tort and oppressort of ihe peopk 
will finally be brought to your 
sentet by thote CTCntt of the 
approach of which the preaeat 
Circular of the Venerable 
Dame of Threadoeedle Street it 
an incipient, but a very ttnong 
indication. Tbote ^eaU^ though 
flatbj Cadning and the faftUerr 
dath Baronet can tee nothing 
of them^ will teach thote who now 
hare estates and tides, that* aft^ 
all, their best ally and their only 
seicurity it thijt matt of common 
people, of iryured, intuited, long^* 
suffering, but stiir loyal and docile 
common peo]))e, whom upstarts 
like you wish to see rendered more 
abject than negro-slaves, whooi 
you designate by what you deem 
the odioas name of radicd, and to 
whom you, as Castlereah did be* 
fore you, falsely impute the worst 
of motives. 

This Circular of the Old 
Lady; thit document coming from 
no one can^ tell whom ; thit 
paper of equivocal generation, it, 
however, of most omiooUt im« 
port : it tayt, and, at it appetrt^ 
pretty nearly tayt it on the part 
of the Srovemmeat ittelf, that the 
present law cann^i , stwid ; (hat 
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tile law for wfaieh C«miingi Ro- 
UasoB, Hiukistoii and Brougbain 
andllurdett, andall the motley crew 
now stand- directly or indirectly 
pMged, cannot last; that some- 
thing or other must be adopted in 
its stead; that the returning pros* 
perity, of which they have^ 
again, recently been boasting,' is 
a delusion} and that, in fact, 
a total change of system mast 
be iidopted, or that another panic

is at band. Before this Register 
comes from the preu, one of those 
pretty things called budgets will 
have made its appearance, I care 
not what it shall contain : it must 
and will be a thing of no real in- 
terest to the country : it has eri- 
dently been put off merely be-^ 
cause the Ministers know not what 
to do 4 and, for my part, I, care 
not one straw what measure they 
adopt : I know that the end must 
be a destruction of the paper sys« 
tem, and a return to the ancient 
money of the country, together 
with a return to something ap- 
proaching, at any rate, to the an- 
cient liberties and happiness o< 
Englishmen. To men in common 
life, therefore, the measures that 
shall be adopted, the way in which 
the thing will work is, as to the re- 
8nlt,a matter of little consequence ; 
but, to those who hare estates and, 
particalariy, to those Mho have 



tides as well as estates^ tlieseiiiea^ 
suies and this way of working ave 
matters of fearfal importance, r I 
defy all earthly powera to do tay 
thing by which the iaterett of tk^ 
debt shall b^^ftediiced, wtthimt 
the other measures suggested in 
Norfolk Petition ; I iteQr aU «rdi<- 
ly powers to effect 4his, without 
leaving half a million and i might 
say a mitlion of men, wwneOf mid 
chiMren, in and about iiondoo^ 
destitute of breads This consi- 
deration alone is quite enough, 
without taking any other into view. 
The Lords, who have so mach to 
preserve, should consider faowwMle 
the difference will be, between a 
state of half-barter without a Par- 
liamentary Reform^ and a stale of 
hali^barter with such Reform. 
However^ the affair is much more 
theirs than it is mine : let them 
look to it if they please: if they 
do not please, let them join Thos. 
Attwood in abusing radieals and 
imputing to them ail tho&e designs 
which they have never entertained 
and which they know that thqr 
have- never entertained. 

If this document of equivocal 
generation, and of which the base 
and stupid press seems to be half 
afraid to speak, should lead to any 
practical consequeVices, we shall 
witness such scenes, such a series 
of follies, such prelimimiry con^ 
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Uam^'^9iA: nfftetw&t^ before wit* 
BCssjBd in the world. Men will 
Aot know wiiat to think. They 
w^ not know whftt to expeet. 
T&ey are a good deal in that 
state* now; but^Uieir uncertainty 
will inereftse daily Mid hourly. 
Some attempt must and will be 
made to lessen the burthen of the 
debt ; and) what the mass of the 
people have it) do is> to make a 
stand against any project for strip- 

* pin|^ three hundred thousand fa- 
milies of fundhelders, without, at 
the same time» calling for a par- 
ticipation of sacrifices on the part 
of the landowners and the Church. 
If those who have titles and estates 
Mrere wise,; or, which is a b^ter 
way to put it, perhaps, when they 
st^ll se^ their, interest, and have 
a clear sight of the events . that 
are coming, they will listen pa- 
tiently to the people's petitions 
for jEtefbrm; they will act graci- 
ously towards them ; they will not 
set them at defiance and treat 
them with disdain ; and then' they 
will show their sincerity by some 
overt act ; by doing sometfiing for 
the people ; by repealing the sep- 

. tfnaial Bill ; by lopping off some 
of the rotten boroughs ; by doing 
something that shall prove that 
they mean that the people shall 
have fair play. How vast (good 
Qod !) would be the difference in 
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Aehr own utnation, were tli^*biit 
to" give indications like ihese of a 
disposition to conciliate the peo* 
pie; but, on the contrary, we 
have now a Minister, who de-» 
clares Ihat he never will hear of 
Reform in any shape, and that he 
will always oppose it as long as 
he has power to oppose it, bow* 
ever nibderate its tone, however 
humble the attitude in which it 
may approach. Here we are, then, 
as bng as this man has power (and 
Burdett says he is aright in making 
the deehration) : here we, are, 
then, directly opposed to each 
other ; and the fate of the paper- 
money, and th^ alone, is to de- 
cide between us. The decision* 
cannot be far distant; and it tviU 
be complete and radical, as sure 
as Burdett has a head upon l^is 
shoulders. There are no tricks 
whereby the decision can be 
avoided. No small coin scheme 
will answer the purpose : no little 
shilling project will stifie this 
great question: wheat at four 
shillings a bushel, or assignats is 
the only alternative. Either will 
do: either gives us Reform of 
Parliament; and that, too, in a 
way the most advantageous to the 
people at large: The d^ument 
of equivocal generation is, there- 
fore, a thing of very great im* 
portance : as such I submit it to 
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my readers : as such I leave it 
fot their serions consideration and 
their solid consolation; 

At the end of this tetter, to- 
wards the -close of which 1 am 
BOW, for want of more room, 
speedily approaching, I shall in- 
sW the RESOLUTION, con- 
sisting of twenty clauses or para- 
graphs, which I had in my hand, 
and which I intended to rooye ki 
the " Punty " Dinner, on the 28d 
instant. . When my readers have 
gone-through it, let each say to 
iHfllself, "Was there ever any 
•^ tiding more true, more just, 
*^ more moderate than this 1 and, 
*^ what would 1 not endure rather 
M than he the man, whose words, 
**. whose five-and - twenty years' 
'* professions and pledges are 
** here recorded!'- I was, in the 
mamitr described in the last Re- 
gister, prevented from putting this 
Resolution. 1 found, that it would 
be impossible to obtain silence 
iMiffici^nt for the reading of such 
a paper; and, therefore, [adopt- 
ed the course of moving amend- 
ments to the toasts. The i:esult 
was JQst as effectual as a reading 
of the Respltttion coald have been. 
Two things marked the churacter 
of the whole proceeding. Bur- 
dett, who was the cJiairman of the 
meeting and the accused party, 
objected to put, and n^rer did pat, 



never dared to -pot; iam rfnqr 
motions, two of which colntaiQed, 
by impliisatton, a censure on bwH 
self. The other thing is^ l^t his 
partisans made an attack, a regu- 
lar attack, with the avowed, aot 
only with the evident, but with 
the avowed intention of .putting 
me out of the room -, and that bis 
partisans were not only wholly 
unable to effect their avowed pur- 
pose, bi|t were driveti in ^sgrace 
from the spot where they made 
the attempt.. There he stood, then, 
upon his own dunghill ; the news- 
papers say,that his stewards came 
in a body, with their " wands " irt 
their hands (being forty or fifty in 
number), and cried, " One and all, 
'' one and all, put him out of the 
*' room ! " The same newspapers 
record, that my friends rushed 
from all parts of the room, drove 
the assailants back, broke their 
wands all to pieces, drove the 
lords and members of Parliament, 
scampering from Aat part of the 
room; pla6ed me in a state of as' 
great security, as if I had been 
sitting in my own house at Fleet- 
street. The same newspapers re- 
cord, thafSir Glory's head nar- 
rowly escaped the butt end of one 
of his 8tewaixls* staves, which 
perforated a pane of glass jost 
behind him. They- record that I 
kept tlie room aflerhe had^qm'tted 
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ffc^^od Aat^ft^wtng the '* march 
df minil/' he went off Us own 
€K»)g4iilI amidst the confbsion of 
chip{»ng8 and hootings, the far 
grea^r part .of the lords and 
mentfbers of Parliament that had 
Oome to do hirh honour aiid to 
^^n^ as speech-makers, having 
scampered off long before, 'and 
left all the honours of the forum 
behind them. 

These few facts are quite suffi* 
dent; and I am sure that jou 
will all say that Sir Glory may 
now go and repeat the tragi-comi 
speech which I wrote for hjm- in 
Long Island, and which I have 
placed as the second motto to this 
Register, it was ten years ago, 
nearly, when I wrote that speech 
for him. He had then abandoned 
the people^ though the people 
Wer^ not so sensible of the aban- 
donment as they are now ; I then 
told hun what h^ would come to 
at last; and I pledged myself, 
that I would i^ck to him to' the 
end of his career. This I will 
do^ if it please Grod to give me 
life, and to continue to bless me 
with health. In default of these, 
man can do nothing; but, this I 
say^ that it shall be in default of 
these^ and in default of these 
ALONE ; that there is nothing 
else in this world that shall pre- 
vent me from sticking to fainrto 
the end of his career. 
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Beibre I iwert the Resc^tioii, 
it is ri^ fbr rae to observe, that 
1 disavow many of the sentiments 
and more of the expressions, con- 
tained in the extracts which I hav^ 
made from his speeches and ad- 
dresses. I never approved of his 
violent and outrageous expres- 
sions. Never did he use -suph ex- 
pressions by my advice. I always 
endeavoured to prevent that course 
which was so well calculated to 
excite kpprehensions in the breasts 
of moderate people. It was he^ 
and he alone/ that was the t;aiise 
of furnishing the grounds, or, ra- 
ther, the pretences, for the horrid 
Bills cf 1817. In the fall of 1816, 
he being at Brighton and I being 
at Botley, he enclosed me )a letter 
from Major Cartwright^o himself, 
which he was to forward to me to 
read. This letter proposed the 
making of a grand effort for the 
forming of little Hampden Clubs 
all over the manufacturing dis- 
tricts, and for ilrawing forth the 
people, in great bodies, to peti- 
tion for Reform. I wrote to him 
immediately a letter which I re- 
quested him to show to the Major, 
in which I expressed my opinion 
against any very strenuous and 
general effbrts being made at that 
timO;^ and particularly against the 
formation of clubs. I told them 
that myT)pinion was that; as long 
as the paper-money continued to 
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circulate oninterruptedly ; as long 
at no weakness was felt in that 
quarter, we should carry on a 
struggle for our rights in vain ; and, 
that aU that we should accomplish 
would be, to point out great num- 
bers of excellent and public-spirit- 
ed men as objects of vengeance ; 
bat, I added, if, dfter having thus 
given my opinion, you two think 
it right to persevere, I will not 
flinch : I will act with as much 
zeal as if the undertaking had 
had my hearty concurrence. He 
received my letter, forwarded it 
to the Major, sent me the Major's 
answer, which was in contradiction 
to my opinion, and he himself ob- 
served, in communicating the Ma- 
jor's second letter to me, that the 
Major argued his case well, and 
he added that he agreed with him 
in opinion. On^ therefore, we 
went When the hour of trial 
came, he deserted his post. He 
went into Leicestershire, instead 
of being in London to meet the 
deputies of his own clubs, clubs 
formed in consequence of recom-* 
mendations signed with the fac- 
simile of his own name, and sent 
round the country, not by post, 
but by special, deputy. He 
pledged himself to be in town by 
a certain day. He shuffled that 
off and wrote to the Major that 
he would call upon him as he 
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went down to the House at the 
opening of the Parliament. He 
came irom Leiceatershire on the 
day of the meeting of Parliament ; 
went down tathe House without 
calling upon the Major ; went by 
the end of Palace-yard when 
Lord Cochrane i^ras going, car« 
ried by the people, loaded with 
their petitions. There he sa^ in 
the House like an unconcerned 
spectator ; and, during the whole 
of the proce^ings by which the 
Reformers were crushed, and 
many of them totally destroyed, 
he never once opened his lips in 
their defen<!e ; and he ostentatiously 
took to the exercise of fox-hunt- 
ing, whilst scores of the Reformers 
were pining in dungeons, a^id some, 
perishing on the scaffold. I give . 
his tirades^ his bombastical pro-, 
fessions, his unmeasured abuse of 
persons in power, his monstrous 
and outrageous calumnies on in^ 
dividuals as well as on bodies of 
men ; I give them not as things 
that I approve of, but as things 
that I censure^ and particularly 
as specimens of the, means by. 
wliich he deluded the people^ by, 
which he made thetp believe that . 
it W^s impossible that he should 
not hate theii^ enemies. I re- 
member well when he harnessed 
men in chains, or, at any rate, 
when men were harnessed in 
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-difB&saiid rode down to Brent- 
^ ford on coadiesy decorated with, 
kia colours, rattling those chains 
enoiigh to stun the inhabitants of 
:the streets through which they 
paused, the ^hibition being in- 
tended (d represent the state 
of the people, and to hold 
faim forth its the man to set 
them freoi A constaiit burthen 
of his abas^ was, those whom he 
called the great famiUei; the great 
families were what he appeared to 
wish to puil down. In short, he was 
a demagogue^ in the true and full 
sense of that word; and,notJbeing 
^able to succeed in his projects of 
demalgogue, he at last turned 
about, and is now sticking his 
]mees in the back of that Atinister, 
who says that he will never agree 
to Refimn in any shape or degree. 
Ten years ago, 1^ my friends, told 
you that }i would end thus ; but, 
this is not theend widbhim : there 
is, yet, the paper^money account 
to settfe, and his share of that ac- 
coaot to be inquhred into. 

'With theie observations in your 
minds, I request you to read the 

whole of the Reftolution with at- 
tention^ and I particularly request 
this attention from those readeVs 
who were, at most, but mere boys, 
at the beginning of this man's 
career. I am.

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Postscript.— 31i* Jflay, 1827. 
The papers of to-day, give a re* 
port of what passed in Parliament 
last night, relative to the CIR« 
CULAR above remai^ked on by 
me. I said that this document was 
of equivocal generi^on, and I 
hardly believed it to have emanated 
from the Bank officially. Last 
night it appears, that Sir John 
Wrottesley gave notice that he 
should move on the 7th of June, 
for a copy of the Circular Letter 
i^hich had been " published as 
'* addressed by the Bank Direc- 
*' tors to the leading country 
f' bankers." It appears that Mr. 
Manning, a Bank Director, stated, 
that the Directors knew nothing 
at all of the document, and that he 
gave the mpst complete denial, as 
far as the Directors were con* 
cemed, to the statements it con* 
tained* Sir John Wrottesley is 
rtated to have observed, thaf Mr. 
Manning's answerwas not/to him, 
satisfactory, and that ^' the Cir- 
^*- cular Vnight have come frojn 
' some individual nearly connect*^ 
« ed with the Bank of England,* 
'* although it did . not emanate 
" from thi Bank Directors." 

It is remarkable, that none of 
the Ministers said a word upon 
this subject. I truly charactepzed 
the thing as of equivocal gelnera'^ . 
lim\ it appeared to me like a

feeler: in that light i^appearato 
ihe yet ; and t imagine that we 
shall 8pon i^ee . something to con- 
vince us, that the ideas contained 
in this document have n^i beeaput 
forth without a good denl of re- 
flection. Whether (he documient 
proceed from any o^cial source 
or not, it wpuld be bard to con- 
jecture ; but 1 ihall be very much 
deceived, if there be not on foot 
some project, somewhat of the na- 
ture described in this document.

•• presented, corruption will in- 
** crease, our debts and taxes will 
•* accumulate, our resources will 
" be dissipated, the native energy 
♦' of the people will be depressed, 
'• and the country deprived of its

6. That, in the year 1811, he, 
accompanied by the High Bailiff 
of Westminster, presented an ad- 
dress to the Prince Regent at the 
leve^, beseeching his Royal 
Highness to sive his countenance 
to a reform of the Common^ House 
of Parliament^ which the address 
represent^ to be eaten up by 
corruption, observing to the Re- 
gent, " 'here, Sir, is the cancer of 
" the state. With a House of 
*' Commons rapidly becoming,

** mere mass of corruption, death 
*' must ensue, unless the cancer to 
«* its last fibre be eradicated; 



"and free Parliameilt restored:^ 
" For such a restoration, yofstf 
" Royal Highness must perceiye,

" virtue^ in Ministers, can become 
,*< a substitute." 

7. That, in 1812, he, in the 
House of Commons, proposed an 
address to the Prince Rqgent, in 
answer to His Royal Highnesses 
speech to the Pariiament; that, 
in that address, he declared, and , 
there stands the declaration in the 
votes of the House, that, " it bad 
" been made manifest to all men, 
" that the persons who possessed, 
" and those who a*spired to the 
" offices of state, no longer te* 
" garded themselves as chosen by 
" the sovereign, but as the nomi* 
*' nees of the feorough oligarchy^ 

" who e(^ually invaded the pro* . 
'V vince ot the crown and ther^^hts > 
" of the peop1e,interposing with the , 
" one in the choice of its Ministers, 
" and depriving the <^her of the 
" election ofits representativet ; and * 
" that, amongst tne conseqnenees, , 
" were a long train of useless wars 
*' and expeditions, which, attended ' 
" with a dreadtiil waste of treasure 
" and of life, have only answered 
" the purpose of enriching the bo- 
" rough Action and its depend- 
" ants, as a reward of- politioid 
" corruption." 

8. That, in the year 1814, be, 
in an address to his constituents of 
Westminster, asserted^ thai one at 
the fruits of the tree of corruption 
was a " system of taxation, every 
" stroke of which, like the cat o' 
'*^ nine taib from the backs of the ^ 
" soldiers, brought blood, and 
" which was not more galling in 
" the mode and severity of its 
^^ collection, than in its profligate^ 

" corrupt and wastdul exprnli* 
" ture.'^ He added, that the pit- 
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trioUc and e&lii^hteii^ dectoraof 
Westminster knew full well, that 
Aege were a few of the bitter 
fruits, of that baleful tree, " which 
'' nourished its roots in that hot- 
" bed of corruption from whence 
" it sprang, St Stephen s Cha{)el; 
" that we were, instructed by the 
'* highest authority how-to judge 
'^ ilf mid by the same authority 
*^ how to deal with it ; and that he 
^' trusted that we should deal with 
•* it accordingly,'' 

a That, in 1819, he, in a letter 
addressed to the Electors of West- 
minster, traced the horrible deeds 
committed at Manchester, in that 
year, to the want of a reform in the 
Commons' House of Parliament ; 
asserted the principle of the abso- 
lute necessity of obtaining such a 
reform, and declared, that he held 
his estate as a retaining fee, for 
the exertions which it was his duty 
constantly to make in support of 
the rights of the people, always 

Sotting the faculty of voting for 
[embers of Parliament at the 
head of those rights. 

10. That, at the close of his re- 
liction, in the year 1818, adinner 
was held in this same room, in the 
month of July, to celebrate his re- 
turn to Parliament ; that at that 
dinner, he renewed all hia pro- 
testations upon the subject of re- 
form, and expressed his coti6dent 
ejrpectation, that the people of 
Si^iand, and especially the people 
of Westminster, would never aban-. 
don the sacred cause of reform ; 
that there were certain banners 
earned by the several parishes on 
that occasion ; that upon two of 
those banners were inscribed the. 
words, ** BURDETT and RE- 
FORM"; that, in one part of the 
procession, came Sir Francis 
BuRDETT himself, seated in a 



TRIUMPHAL CAR (on one of 

the -steps of which was -inscribed 
the word *' RE FORM"), drawn by 
six horses, preceded by six trumpe- 
ters with silver trumpets, and fol- 
lowed by a long dark blue banner 
carried on horseback, and waving 
over his head, having on it the 
motto " RADICAL REFORM"; 
that, at the dinner aforesaid, the 
first toast given was: ** May a 
** SPEEDY and an EFFBC- 
"TUAL REFORM enable 
*^ the people of the United King- 
" dom to choose their own repre- 
^' sentatives " -, and that Sir Fran- 
cis BuRDETT, in addressing the 
Electors, again solemnly repeated, 
that there *' could be no security 
" for the people of England, with- 
*' out a Radical Reform in Parlia- 
*' ment"; that, upon this same 
occasion, Sir Francis Burdett, 
in a written address to the Electors 
of Westminster, said, *^ that the 
*^ question was, whether those 
'^ principles and professions, upon 
'^ which they had so long acted, 
'^ should be upheld, or whether 
'* they should strive to uphold a 
" cheat ; that the great question 
^^ now at issue, in Westminster, 
" was, whether reform or no re- 
^* form shall take place, or whether 
** corruption and despotism should 
*' be countenanced. As to my- 
" self," said he, '' I shall at all 
" times be ready to co-operate 
'* with nay coutitrymen, for the 
** purpose of checking that system 
'' of fiscal spoliation and political 
'^ corruption, which takes his due 
*^ reward from the poor, his in- 
** heritance from the rich, and 
*' liberty from all, and must finally 
^' terminate in the establishment 
" of despotic power. It is against 
** this formidable enemy we have 
^* buckled on pur armour ; and I 
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*' tfVBt we ikallksep our hamesi 
** OH 9W haeki until we fa%T6 ob- 
*^ tained the people's unalienable 
^' rights, recovered their fair and 
*' reasonable share of the Govern- 
^ ment, the appointment of their 
*< own guardians in a Hoiise of 
^ Commons, freely and constitu* 
*f tionally chosen by themselyes." 
11. That, with regard to what 
has heen called the CATHOLIC 
QUESTION, he always (up to 
the year 1824) treated it with 
scorn ; treated it as a mere pre- 
tekeey kept up for the purposes of 
deception and plunder; that, in 
a letter to the Freeholders of 
Middlesex, in the year 1807, he 
t|)U8 addressed himself to them 
with regard to the Cathplics and 
their cause : — ^** Gentlemen, after 
** what has lately passed in re^ 
*• view before us, it is impossible 
•' to shut our eyes to the actual 
*♦ situation of our country, tiord 
^ Melville, with his associates 
** and abettors, under the pretence 
^ of loi^Uy, and the ieadem of 
*• the Wkigi under the pretence 
^ of the ConsiUuiion: AND 
•* THE LEADERS OF THE 
V CATHOLICS, .UNDER 
« THE PRETENCE OF RE- 
^ LIGION, are ALL evidently 
«' struggling for one and the same 
•* object : A SHARE OF THE 
^* COMMON SPOIL J whilst 
*' the wholesome power of the 
«♦ crown, the fklr liberty of the 
" subject, and the real interest 
" ^f any religion, are all sacri- 
•» ficed to the common object — 
•* plunder; 5" that in a Speech 
made in the House of Com- 
mons, on the 1 5th June 1809, 
he asserted, that nothing but a 
Reform in Parliament cotild 
cure the evik of Iretand : that, if 
reform was necessary HERE, it 



was THpiB a meimia of m» 
perioui neoantyi that no o^Aer 
meature eould o^ct tmy chan§^ 
for the better ; but ibat, by ^e 
adoption of reform, ^' the chief 
*i nutgistrate w^uld be seated up- 
" on his throne, the sceptre of 
*' legitimate powe'r would be 
'« placed in the hands of the King, 
^^ in delpite of those 1§T Borough* 
'* mongers, who have traitorously 
'* usurped all but the pageantry, 
*' outward show and forms of 
M royalty." v . 

12. That such are the doc^ 
trines, such the teachings, such 
the pledges,' such the invocations 
to the people, such the promises 
of fidelity to the cause of reform, 
which the people of Middlesex 
and the people of Westminster ia 
particular^ and the nation in ge:> 
neral through them, have heard 
and received from Sib FaAveis 
BuRDETT ; that, for several years 
pi^t, there have been great ipae^ 
tivity, a marked silence and shy*- 
ness in Sir Francis Burdett, 
on the subject of Reform in Par«> 
liament; and, certain parts of 
his conduct with regard to th« 
Cora Bill, showed but too dearly 

.what we had to expect in. lae 
fbture. < 

13. That, in 1824, he ss^ 
ported a proposition, directly in 
the teeth of all his former decia* 
rations relative to the CathoHe^ 
question: that he thea began to 
represent that which is called 
fJatholie Emancipation as 9^^ 
cient of itself to restops Ireland to 
happiness; that instead of con* 
tinually insisting, as formerly, 
that no good to Ireland oould en* 
sue without a Reform of Parlia** 
ment^ he now supported a pre-^ 
position for stripping the forty 
shilling freeholders of Ireland of 
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tbeir ri{[I)t of rotiiig ; (q strip half 
^ miUjpn of m^n m ll]eir right of 
ir«tt(if W Meinbenof ruli#ment; 
and piat, too, as tha nricft of a 
Dteasute, which would nave shh- 
j^ted all tb« people of Englaod 
\p be tased for Ine pgyment of 
ialariet lo the Catholic piiesU ol 
Ireland \ w^ilo all Ireland was, 
at |he same linie,' to be subjected 
to [he payment of tithes and cnurch 
rates to the Protestant Clergy, 
■ome of whom haVe from three to 
aeren livings each, and whose faU 
lowers or ffgclis, do not, in many 
cases, form more than a fiiueth 
part of the people, ani^ on an 
^yeraze, not more than a serenlh 

14. TTiat, there has recently 
^n 4 change in the King's '" 
qistry; that Mr. Canning 
become' the Prime Minister i that 
from the faonr, and even years be- 
ti>re the hour, that Sir Fbai^cib 
l^uKDBTT became the open adro- 
oate of refprm, Mr. Cannikc be- 
eanje its open eneniy ; that be has 
continued to be its open; its bitter, 
its implacable, its most deadly 
enemy fi^iP that day to the day 
61' hjs recent appointment to m 
frime Minister ; that he has c<)n- 
Btandy been ihe loud, the deter^ 
mined, the inveterate advocate of 
' every measure, whether against 
l[ie press, or against the pockets 
dr VoB persons of |he people, if 
such measure we^ intended to 
^rush, or do injury (o, those who 
advocated the cause of Parlia- 
mentary Reform; that the mo- 
tives and the characters uf the 
reformers have been, with this 
man, subjects of constant abuse, 
and tbeir ruin, their sufferings, 
both mentaland bodily, constantly 
sulyect* of his cru«l and acurri- 
loQs jetls. 



IS. Thftl. so fiagrant has inva- 
riably been his conduct in tjiese 
rsapects, that Sm Erancib Buk- 
DETT has been, lor years, in tha 
habft of regarding him and re- 
presenting him as the champiitn 
of the bprougtmongerinff a/sleaii 
that, in a letter addressed to a 
company of Reformers asseml^Ie4 
this yery room, in 18IJ1, ha 
says, " Gentlemen, th^t Mi"- 
"' Canning (1 mention him as the- 
CHAMPION of the party, a-

end to the utmost a system,

16. That, in the House of Com- 
mons^ on the 4th day of this pre- 
sent month of May, 1827, Sir 
Fbancis Buroett, having first 
crossed the House and placed 
hirofdf close at the back of Mr. 
Canning, said, that " putting 
*' aide all the great questions 
<' mentioned by an honourable 
*' Member, including that of 
*' Parliamentary Reform^ he saw 

,'^ sufficient reason io support the 
*' adpinistration of Mr. Canning/* 
whom, (hear it, Electors of West- 
minster!) he called ''his right 
honourable FRIEND": and that, 
to conclude this series of un- 
deniable and astounding facts, 
Mr. Canning rose and said, '' i 
** am asked what 1 mean to do 
^* on the subject of Par/iantenta^ 
« Reform ; why, I say,-^to OP- 
"POSE IT,— TO OPPOSE 
« IT TO THE END OF MY 
''UFE IN THIS HOUSE, 
"UNDER WHATEVER 
»• SHAPE IT MAY AP- 

^ PEAR r* 

17. That, thus, SIR Francis 
BuBDBTT has abandoned all those 

Irinciples, for his presumed and 
eiieved attachment to which, he 
tras chosen by the people of West* 
minster; that, twenty-'five years 
ago, he asserted, that, 'Hvben the 
'* leaders of contending factions 
" united, the pillage of the people 
^^ formed the scandalous price of 
** the reconciliation " ; that, since 
the commencement of his asser- 
tions respecting the deadly effects 
of a want of reform, he has seen 
his assertions proved by fatal ex- 
t^rience ; that, since he first pub- 
Bciy asserted that a want of re- 
form, if continued to exist, would 



incneate the debt, the (axes, tte 
poverty, the misery, the hard 
treatment of the people, be has 
seen THREE HIJNDRED 
MILLIONS added to the capi- 
tal of the national debt, and 
THREE MILLIONS ayear 
added to .the poor-rates ; he has 
seen the number and size of the 
gaols tripled, and the number of 
the criminals augmented five-fold ; 
he has seen that system of impri- 
sonment, which he so bitterly and 
loudly complained of at Cold Bath 
Fields, extended to all parts of 
.the kingdom; he has seen new 
game laws, extending the punisH- 
ment for poaching to that of trtmS" 
por^tation even by the JuMtiees of 
the Peace; he has seen Ellbn- 
borough's Act, which, combined 
with the new game laws, has been 
the ground of condemning many 
men to the gallows ; he has seen 
the new trespass law, which autho- 
rizes a man to be sent' to prison 
and to hard labour, for a damage 
amounting to a shilling or less, and 
which gives no new protecfion to 
property of any sort against the 
aamage-doer, who, by horses, 
dogs, or by any other means, 
shall commit damage exceeding 
in amount five pounds; he has 
seen a law passed making it felony 
to take an apple from a tree ; he 
has seen the^inrention of a new 
mode of 'punishment, called a 
Tread Mill, the very thought of 
the existence of which, in England, 
would have made our forefathers 
hide their heads for shame; he 
has heard it observed by the 
Judges, in the Court of King's 
Bench, that bread and water had 
noio become the common diet of (he 
labouring people of England ; be 
knows that, in one of the counties 
in which he has great estates, the 
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aUowance of food, madd by the 
ItbgistnHes, to the convicted felon 
in (be ^u>l,tsfiiore /Aan ^Ata< wkieh 
ike same Magistrates allow to the 
honest labouring man; he has 
seen the begging box three times 
sent round, by noyal authority, in 
order to collect from one part of 
the people tbe'means of preveot- 
ing another part of them from 
dying from stanration; he has 
now before his eyes, in printed 
reports, laid before himself and 
others of the House of Commons, 

{proofs, that the labouring men in 
ingland now have potatoes for 
almost their only diet ; that in 
Ireland, the poor have been 
deiected in stealing (for food) 
sea-weed^ which had been laid 
out upon^ the land for manure ; 
and he has before him, in these 
reports, evidence of the anxious 
desire of thousands upon thousahds 
to be transported for life from 
their native land, in order to free 
themselves from the dreadful mise- 
ries of idl sorts, which they have 
to endure in that land. 

18. That, during the last twen- 
ty-five years, he has, until very 
lately, been constantly asserting 
that such thirds must be the effect 
of the want of a Reform in Pariia* 
ment ; that there could be no cure, 
no nutigation of suffering, and na 
hope of redress, without a Reform 
of the Parliament ; and that, even 
at the anniversary dinner of last 
year only ; even on this day twelve- 
month, in this very room, Sir 
Vrancis Burdett, in the course of 
his speech, said that *' the House 
•' of Commons was overwhelmed 
*• by a SCUM, such as was never 
" befoie found upon the face of 
" the earth, because so little of 
** the public voice of the people 
" could, by any exertions^of pu^/tc 
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*^ wtue^be got in at all; and Ais 
« was because there were so few 
'* men of that description in the 
" House of Commons : as few as 
" tti^re were in SODOM, which 
"a few would have saved from 
*' destruction ;" and, that nou;, only 
at the end of 365 days, afler seeing ' 
a further augmentation of all these 
terrible evils, every one of which 
can, even according to his own 
doctrines, be clearly traced to a 
want of Reform, he goes, seats 
himself at the Minister's back, 
puts aside the cause of Reform^ 
says he sees reasons to support 
that Minister, while that Minister, 
at the same time, declares that he 
will oppose Reform to the last hour 
of his political life : so that, here 
we have Sir Francis Burdett, 
at last, declaring that he will sup- 
port the opposer of Parliamentary 
fteform, that he will support the 
upholder of this political Sodom, 
to the end of that opposer's Par- 
liamentary life, thatopposer being, 
too, the Prime Minister ' of the 
country ! 

19. That at the Westminster 
dinner before mentioned, in 1818, 
Mr. Stcrch, who proposed the 
toast ''WESTJHmSTER'S 
"PRIDE AND ENGLAND'S 
" HOPE,'* in his preface to this 
toast, uttered the following words : 
" It was not the. private virtues, 
" the great fortune, nor the splen- 
'* did abilities of Sir Francis 
" Burdett that induced him to 
** give a single vote in support of 
" his election. But, if any man 
'* should ask him why he felt 
" interested in the return of Si a* 
*• Fhancis BuRDkTT, he shoukf 
" say, it was because he felt, m 
** his heart and soul^ that their 
** favourite representative was the 
*' unalterable friend of freedom. 
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«' If, however, tfaat MELAN- 
' « qHOLY DAY ever should 
*' arrive, when their representa- 
*'tive NO LONGER possessed 
** ihe principlei which had recom^ 
'* mended him fo their choice^ .he 
*' would then SHRINK WITH 
♦' AVERSION FROM THAT 
** TOAST which he now gave 
•* with 4eli jht." 

20. Thfit all men here present 
ItaUft fe^l *' w^ iheir heart and 
$ouly* that this '* melancholy day ** 
has arrived ; *' that this represen- 
** (ative no longer possesses the 
** principles which recommended 
" nim to theElectors pf Westmin- 
" st^r," ^nd that, therefore, a)l 
men now here present, ought to 
^ thfink ivifh fiversi^im " from a 
fepetition of that^ or any such, 
toast ; or that we oqght to pe pre- 
pared to see ^v^t\ sensible and 
soqnd/heartedEnglisfaman^shrink 
witii aversion " from U9.

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SUDDEN SHOCK, ^hich 
night divert it frorn the courae of 
prosperity in which it is advan* 
cing. So that, here we have him 
already in a course of actual 
prosperity ! But, the " sudden 
shook"! What does he mean by 
a sudden sh^ck? And, what a 
pretty state he has got us into, if 
we are liable, every hour, to some 
sudden shock ! If he had read 
Mr.' Paine's writings, instead, of 
abusing the author, as he so fre- 
quently has done, he would have 
known, that *' It is in the last 
*' stages of the system that aU the 
^^ great shock$ come^'; and, as 
sure as his name is Canning, he 
will h^ve a great shock of some

This brave, this 
courageous, this waiting and ex^ 
pecting financier, is for leaving

He confesses, in this very pa.-, 
ragraph, th^t he dares not pro« 
pose any measure of change 
at all, without first having thj^ 
approbation of PaHiament. He 
says that the responsibility would 
be too great for him, and, yet-he 
has the emptiness to talk about 
his having the courage to wait 
and expect. After this miserable 
mess ; 'this mess of nondeseriba-

n>y friends, when you have read 
the foiloVving paragraph, I am 
satisfied that you will agree with

" Fron^ what I have stated, it is

"beyond tlie estimated charge,, of . 
" 800,000/. This increase arose from 
** certain charges on account of Army 
" Extraordinaries, and on account of 
*< the Vote of Credit for Portugal. 
<* I know it will be urged that it is 
<* desirable to bring us back to a 
" fixed and certain expenditure. As 
" to this, or any precipe limit, or any 
" future measure, I forbear foam 
** making any promises ; and for this 
" reason, that 1 have always observed 
" that promises of this kind are al- 
" ways exaggerated by those to whom 
*• they are made, apd because, as 
** more is expected than is held out, 
" they generally end in disappoint- 
" ment. All I can say on the part

blank. Tbis is a maa; who, as -i^ 
have often described^ him, is4d*' 
tally destitute of the'power of cen^ 
secutim thinking. The sobjects of> 
money and accounts, and, espe* 
ciaHy, when tbe resources are ib* 
be taken into • consideration, de-^ 
mand , even^ in the vulgar details of^ 
them, something like conneidon^^ 
of thbugbt. You ean see, from^ 
the whole of this speech, that Sbfe- 
ridan No. 2, had never been able^ 
to understand, much less to speak' 
upon,' any such matter ; you can 
see that, like all men similarly* 
situated; he had avoided ioofcirig* 
at the subject, until tbe last •mo*' 
ment ; and that, it must have been' 
with the ntmost di^colty that be- 
got worked into his bead mattef 
saffieien^to make any thing of a 
speech at alL Niorw, the otWef 
finance fellon^s, such as Rdbiil-' 
son, Vansittiirt, Perceval,' Oftt 
Rose, Huskisson, and even C as** 
tlereagh, had a ddvilis^ deal of 
working in them; got together a 
multitude of facts ; pored oveK 
them and talked about them, titi 
they got together a mass of stuff, 
more or less-confiised, to bestire/ 
biitinpre than enongh' to make a' 
good longspeefch- outof ; blund^-^ 
headed enough, gfencraHy whoHy 
destilote* of all sou6d ^principl^ ;^ 
butj mailing, when all' put toge-^ 
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tber, and put forth with tolerable 
volubility, a great mass of falla- 
cies and intricacies, rounded here 
and there by .bold and swaggering 
assertions; which^ all put together, 
made a mess for the greedy feed- 
ers to satisfy their. maws .with. 
But, this poor man really seems to 
have been turned down, as a mer- 
^eiless nuree turns down her baby 
without the leading-strings upon 
a hard floor. •* All alonty /" she' 
cries 3 and away comes the poor 
thing, holding out its helpless 
hands, catching at the first thing 
it comes near, and at last tumbling 
upon the floor with a squall. Whe- 
ther it w^re conceit and obstinacy, 
OQ the part of the Premier, or 
cruelty on the part of those who 
sent him forth thus helpless before 
the public, I know not ; but, never, 
since Budget-making was in fa- 
shion, was there beheld a Budget- 
man so. completely contemptible 
as this. . 

. After having made the sense- 
less speech, almost the whole of 
which 1 have given in the abote 
extracts, he„as I observed before, 
actually, concluded with a long 
extract from AN OLD SPEEC H 
OF PITT ; and, this old speech, 
which, he said, contained the 
principles on which he himself 
meaned to proceed ; this old 
speech of Pitt was the very speech

Pretty princi- 
ples' then, this financier of ours 
means to act upon. But,^if tbeiie 
be bis principles^ what need t^j^ve 
we of a Fina^ce-Cqmmitt€^ with 
one of which he is, ^t ^s^^ms^ to 
treat us next year. If^thps^, be 
liis principles, we know Uiem : 
they are principles w)iich si^)c- 
tion incessant borrowing and ever- 
lasting Debt : they are principles 
which sanction paper-money down 
to one pound notes or under ; the 
acting upon which principles must 
inevitably lead to shocks, to 
panics, to the breaking-up of mer- 
chants, manufacturers, tradesman , 
farmers, and gentlemen; to the 
unjust transfer of prQgerty ffom 
hand to handrto tbe;'uio 9f^i{|nu- 
merahle indMstrious fmd excellent 
families; to the degradation of 
the common people ia general^ 
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^nd ' to the actual starvation ' of 
great hiullitodes of them. Let 
us, theti,' once more see this old 
speech : let tis have it before us : 
let Ihe young men of the present 
day behold the flashy words by 
which their grandfathers were in-, 
duced t4 consent to Jhat series' 
of measures, to the adoption of 
that horrible system, which now 
scourges them, and which, if they 
&ad not the sense and courage to 
abate it, will scourge, their chil- 
dren worse than any set of slaves 
in this world were eVer before 
scourged. But, above all things, 
let those who have estates, and 
large estates too, look once more 
at these delusive words : let them, 
as they see their parks departing 
into the hands of the Jewsjook back 
at these words; and see in them 
the beginning of that train of 
causes which has led to this de- 
parture.

peace. Lord Liverpool was 
cheered wheii he ascribed the 
distresses of the country to Otww*- 
productiouy at the very moment 
when money was voted by the 
Parliament to save from starva- 
tion a considerable portion of the 
people. Loud and continued 
cheers regaled the ears of this 
same Canning; Ibis very samiiB 
second Pitt, when he said, upon 
the passmg of Peel's Bill, that 
now the question was tet at rekt 
for ever; and cheers not less 
loud, attended his worthy col- 
league, Castlereagh, when he, m 
1822, proposed the measure thit 
partly repealed that Bill. Lotxl 
and continued cheers regaled the 
ears of this sameCanniag, wbenv 
he decried thatr fanouf^ Bfll of 
1^2; cheered again: he was, 
when, last year, he propos^Ula 
A<^t which is, next April twehw- 
mbntb, to put an edd to the B^ 
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of 1822; but, and here is an end I deceive nobody of any sense, and

Now^ the army, the navy, tbe 
ordnance, the odds and ends he- 
longing to both, the places aad 
pensions and so forth : all these 
amiount to ab9at twenty raillmis 
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a year! Alter (hat", there are up- 
wards of forty millions left of ex- 
penditure. Mr. Hume looks mere- 
ly at the Ifttle deficiency in the re- 
venue. He seems to think that it 
would be enough if the present 
expenditure could be brought down 
to the present revenue. He seems 
to forget that it is the present re- 
Tenue, M^hether it falls short of the 
Expenditure or not, which is press^ 
ing the people to the earth. Be- 
sides^ though he bids pretty fairly 
for the office d" Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; though he tells us 
thrft he would take off seven mil- 
lioas without inflicting injury upon 
any department of the public ser- 
vice ; he is not condescending 
enough to tell us in what depart- 
ment he would make . his reduc- 
tions. Fund-holders, tax-gatherers, 
and all the whole body, except 
the army, the navy, and their con- 
tingencies^ including places and 
pensions : all these would require 
taxation to the amount of more than 
forty millions a year; and, does 
Mr. Hume imagine that that forty 
millions a year, IN GOLD, ob- 
serve, as it must be, very ehortly ; 
does be imagine, that that forty 
inillibns a year 6ould be dollected 
by the use of any means whatever ! 
But, lie proposes to take off but 
seven millions. If he were to take 
off the whole of the twenty mil- 



lions^ does he imfigine that t^e 
forty could be collected IN REAL 
GOLD ! If he do, March hare 
never was madder than he ! 

Mr. Hume seems tg forget tha,t 
the taxes are now, in effect, paid 
in paperrmoney, for the greater 
part. He ^eems to forget that 
this paper^money is to cease in 
abdnt twwity-one months fron;i 
this day. The man is mad, stark 
staring mad, who believes that 
fifty-three millions of taxes could 
be collected after the cessation of 
that paper-money ; for, and Pitt 
the Second will make the disco- 
very, without one pound noteg^ 
there is, in fact, very little aid to 
be derived from paper-money;

" Hketb'hear the sentiments of the 
« Country Gentlemen upon this 



*' point, publicly declared. It was 
** generally known that the Bank, by 
" its power over the paper-currency 
" of the country, had the means of . 
" increasing or decreasing property, 
" to the amount of from $5 to 30 
"per cent. There were many in- 
" stances of persons who had bought 
" estates, having been suddenly 
** ruined by such sudden fluctuations. 
"Looking to the serious events 
" which had recently taken place— 
" looking to the general panic which 
" pervaded the kingdom— he would 
" ask the House, whether they were

These conclndihg worcb cod** 
tain Tery good reasons for puftiing 
an end to the paper-m^ney «It6«> 
gether. I defy (his paper-inoney 
merchant to show that the Bank 
of England possesses any power 
over prices, which is not possessed 
in a more dangerous degree by 
the country banks. They can do 
just as much in this way as the 
Bank of Eogktnd itself can ; andj 
while^ as to every evil eifoet; tfaeb ' 
paper is equal tor hert, dileie k - 
one good belongmg to ben- wMch ' 
tkeirs has not ; namely, that it is 
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no^i^ at itnjr'bour, I^ble to become 
w6nh not a straw. Afiet this 
spfeech of Sir John Wrottesley, 
Mr. PfiARSB, who is, I believe, 
thi Deputy Governor of the Bank, 
is reported to have stated, but in 
w low a tone as to be l\ardly 
audible in the gallery^ " that the 
" Letter in, question bad been 
'^ drawn up by a Bank Directory 
'^ AS a plan, for^ regulating the 
" j^per circulation of the coun- 
" try ; that *t bad been subntitted 
" by him to some friends whose 
^' opfnions he was anxious to ob- 
" iain ; that the Director, not 
" wishing to part with the origi- 
^* nal, had got about a dozen co- 
pies of it struck off at his own ex- 
pense for the use of his friends ; 
'' and that in tbi^ manner the let-

Toice^ it was explained, that the 
lainjowners wbp had promoted the 
Bill wished still to be able to pay 
the high taxes.

in the price of corn ; that it was 
his place*holding, his pension- 
receiving, his sinecure-swallowiiig 
landlord, together with his reliL- 
ti.on9 and dependants; that it was 
these who wanted a high price of 
com; because, without that high 
price, rents and taxes could not be 
paid to a high amount, aqd with- 
out taxes to a h%h amount their 
places, pensions, half-pay^ and 
all the receipts of the tax-eaters* 
could not be met 

* • • 

Th^ House of Lords received our 
petition with a little , grumbling; 
but, I recollect, that Lord Stan- 
hope told tbem, that, though it 
copti^ned ' sQipse pretty ^tin^ng 
matter, it wiis^nevcprtheles^, proper 
for their Lorddiips to receire it. 

After this, before the Bill was 
passed, I endeavoured to get a 
county meeting in Hampshhre; 
but, one Bosanquet, the same 
fellow, I believe, who was a Bank 
director, and who carried the mcs- 
sage to Pitti which message pro- 
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diic6d the Order in Council for a 
Bank-restriction or stoppage in 
1707 : this Bosanquet refnsed to 
call the county meeting; and 1, 
as one man in Hampshire, at any 
rate, resolved to petition myself. 
On the 17th March, 1815, 1 drew 
up a petition in the following 
words, and sent i( to Lord Stan- 
hope to present. The Bill had 
passed, on the day he got the 
petition, and before he got down 
to the House. I insert this peti- 
tion here, in order that you, ray 
friejids, may see, how clear a 
view I had of the matter from the 
very beginning. . It is not to gra- 
tify^ Vanity that I thus insert this 
petition; for, ii is already well 
known enough, that 1 have fore- 
seen every thing relating to the 
effects of this dreadful system of 
sway. I insert it, in ord^r to show 
you how culpable those men must 
be, who despised the statements 
and advice contained in this peti- 
tion. They pretend, that no hu- 
man foresight could have reached 
so far as to anticipate conse- 
<)uenoes at a distance of twelve 



years. Read, my fUeads, the 
fourth paragraph of this petitien ; 
and, then, you vriil see that those 
consequences could he anticipated 
by plain common sense ; a&d^ f£, 
course, you will judge jaccording- 
ly, of those who turn their backs 
upon this advice. Soon after this 
petition was presented to the 
Lords, the foolish and fatal Bill 
was passed ; and, there stands, in 
the Register of 25th March, 1818, 
this everlasting record against the 
deadly principle of all such Bills. 
I will ju^t add, before J insert this 
petition, that the qounty of Wilts 
is the only county that ever met; 
in regular county meeting, to peti- 
tion against this species of inflic- 
tion upon the people ; that the city' 
of Salisbury is the only city that 
ever saw such meeting; and that 
Mr. Hunt had the honour to .call 
that meetii^, or, at least, to origi 
nate the requisitk>n in consequence 
of which' it was called by the She- 
riff, who behaved upon the occa* 
sion with as muph iiopartiality and 
jast^, as the High Sher||P of 
Norfolk did upon the ^eeanidir.of

there were elamewrs against t#, 
he should arge its immediate 
adoption ; and^ lastly; let it be 
known to those who do not know 
it, and let it be remembered by 
us all, old and young, that this 
Bill was passed with a great body 
of troops, with bayonets upon die 
points of their muskets, drawn up 
round the ParliamenUHeuee ; or, 
at least, round all thad part of it 
which is accessible fb the people.^ 
So much for the origin and 
progress of this law or code of 
laws and regulations, relative to 
the importation of corn.

11 must 
hftve been put an end to if they 
persevered in the amendment, 
because it has long been an inva- 
riable rHie for t'other place, to 
sufler no altenitions to be made 
by the Lords in a money-bill; and 
this was a mooey-iMll, because it 
treated of duties ; and, in fact, it 
did treat of a tax upon our bread. 
There has been a queer sort of 
understanding going on between 
the Ministers and the opposing 
Lords, upoi^. this oceasion. The 



oppqsing Lords, wer^ to djiB^||lyr ; 
for, th^ leading men mopfit 
them are those who were in the 
ministry before the laJte change ; 
and th€\y had all approved of the 
bringing in of the new BilL How 
were they to contrive, then, to 
defeat this same Bill ! Wex^ung-

bad dropped, as it were, from his 
Lordship, iiito the hands of this 
our new First Lord of the Trea- 
sury. Into a correspondeiice with 
this our frecf-trade Mbister, the 
Ddke of Wellington, some how or 
other, did get ; and, tnere, in the 
columns (fthe br6ad sheet, we be- 
hold, *' My deiir Hnskisson " and 
** My dear Duke," to a whole 
string of letters, making, all to- 
gether, perhaps, a foot or eighteen 
bithes in length of the said co- 
lumns. From this correspondence 
It appears that Mr. Huskisson ex- 
pressed his opinion that arty alter- 
ation in the Bill at all ; at least, 
that any amendoient at all resem- 
bling that of the Duke, would 
cause the total loss of the Bill. 



But, at the same time; it is very 
clear that Mir. Huskisson did fur- 
nish the Duke with a pretext, and, 
perhaps, it may be called a pretty 
fairjground for proposing some 
such amendment as that which be 
did propose. The passage in Mr. 
Huskisson's letter to which 1 al- 
lude is this : — '* Had your propo-> 
^^ sal been that no com bonded 
''after the passing of the present 
'^ Bill should be albwed to be en* 
*' tered for home consumption till 
'^ the average price had reached 
'* 6d«., and that thenceforward all 
*' com so bonded, or thereafier 
'^ imported, should comeunderlbe 
" regulations of the Bill, individu- 
ally I should not object to such 
a proviso* It would ensure that 
no quantity beyond th^t now in 
'' bond should be thrown upon the 
market, unless, in spite of that 
quantity, the price reaehed a 
'* level which might fairly be taken 
'* as an indicatios of our being in 
" want of a further supply from 
" abroad." 

Here Huskisson clearly gives 
his assent to the Dd^e's amend- 
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ment, as fat as related to all com 
that siioatd be brought into the 
eottntry and warehoused aRer the 
passing of the B21!. He gives 
his assent to the prohibition s^fs- 
teniy to the extent of sixty-six 
shillings a qnarter, as far aa re- 
lates to all com, not in warehottse 
befere the Bill should be passed. 
So that, W the Dnke had modelled 
his amendment upon HuslLbSon's 
pkn, all Ae wheat now in ware- 
hauie, now in pawn, might have 
been taken out df pawn, upon 
paying the duly; but all wheat 
taken nito pawn after the passing 
<yf the Bill, must, just as in the 
case of die old Bill, have been 
kept in pawn, or, at least, liol suf- 
fered to be brought out of pawn 
Mo the ^nglisb market until 
English wheat rose to the average 
ef 669.

MicHAux, in liis North Ameri- 
can Sylva, says of the tree, that 
he saw one twjBHty-two feet six 
inches in circumference, at five 
feet from the ground ; and that he 
judged the tree to be a hundred 
and forty feet hijh. Of the 
WOOD Michaux says wLat 
ev6ry body in America knows; 
namely, that it is in colour of a

Friday, June IS.—The arrivals of 
Grain this week are small, except of 
Foreign Oats, the quantity of which, 
reported this week, is excessive. 
The abandonment of the Corn Bill 
has occasioned an advance in the 
price of Wheat since Monday last of 
55. to 6«. per qr. Barley and Beans 
remain nominally as last reported. 
There is no alteration in the value pi 
Oats since last report. The top price 
of Flovir is considered as established 
at 55s. per sack. 



English Grain io general last 
week were moderate, and of Foreigrf 
Oats the quantity was excessive. O^ 
Flour, coast«ris0, the arrivals wenv 
likewise considerable. To this morn- 
ing's market the fresh supj^ jrf 
Corn are small. The loss of the 
new Corn Bill had a considerable 
effect on the Wheat ti^de last Fri- 
day, but to-day there is less eager- 
ness in the millers, and although the 
prices are quoted .4«, to 5^ per quar- 
ter higher than last Monday, yet the 
sales have been very dull to-day, at 
this advance. 

Barley, Beans, and Pease, are 
each 2^. to 3«. per qr. dearer. than 
this day se'nnight, but the quantities 
of each are so very small, that the 
quotations may be considered almost 
nominal. There are now so many 
Oats for sale, that only such as are 
stout and sweet maintain last quota- 
tions; Foreign Feed parcels are 1«. 
to 25. per quarter lower than this day 
se'nnight. The top price of Flour is 
estabhshed at 55*. per sack. Nothing 
now doing in Bonded Corn of any 
description.
